THIRTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT BOARD FOR IRELAND.

May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to Your 
Excellency this, our Thirty-seventh Annual Report, under the 
Statute 35 and 36 Vic., chap. 69, entitled “ The Local Govern- 
ment Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” which deals with our proceed- 
ings, generally, during the year ended the 31st of March, 1909.

I. Local Government (Ireland) Acts, 1898 to 1902. 
Collection of Rates. 

The collection of the Poor Rate by the County and Urban 
District Councils during the year was satisfactorily carried out, 
practically ninety-nine per cent of the rates for the year being 
lodged by the 31st March, 1909 
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Local Government ( Ireland ) Acts. 


In the ease of twelve counties the entire amounts included in 
the collectors’ warrants were lodged by the 31st March; in 
eleven counties very small sums remained outstanding; and in 
the remaining ten counties the amounts uncollected were not 
considerable. In most cases the failure to close within the pre- 
scribed time was due to vacancies in the office of collector for 
portion of the collection period. 

Our attention was drawn to the difficulties experienced by the 
collectors in several counties in collecting the rates assessed on 
Labourers cottages in such counties, and it was suggested to us 
that we should devise a scheme whereby such rates 
could be collected with the rents. As the law stands at pre- 
sent. it is not practicable for us to give effect to this proposal, 
but we have pointed out that the difficulty might be overcome 
if the several Rural District Councils co-operated with the 
County Councils and their officials and notified defaulting 
tenants of such cottages that neglect or failure to pay their 
rates might involve determination of their tenancies. 


Extension of Time for Payment of Accounts. — Section 51 (7) of 
the Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1898, and Section 4 
of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1902. 

We received during the year a considerable number of applica- 
tions for extensions of time for the payment of accounts furnished 
to local bodies which had not been discharged within the statu- 
tory period, namely, within three months after the close of the 
half-year in which the amounts claimed were incurred or 
became due. In all cases where the reason given for the delay 
in payment appeared to us to be sufficient, extensions of time 
were granted. 

In cases, however, where a previous extension had been given, 
we refused the applications, unless very exceptional circum- 
stances appeared to us to warrant our granting the extensions. 
Much inconvenience is caused by accounts not being furnished 
to the local authorities for payment until after the expiration 
of the prescribed time,. and we hope that by strictly adhering to 
our policy of refusing extensions where there has been 
negligence or inexcusable delay we shall, in course of time, 
s cure that all accounts shall be paid within the period allowed 
by Statute, and thus come before the Auditor at the proper time. 


Triennial Elections of County and Rural District Councillors 
and of Urban Guardians. 

The triennial elections of County Councillors, Rural District 
Councillors and Urban Guardians referred to in our last Report 
were carried out during the months of May and .Tune last year 
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Hi. 

and, so far as we are aware, the procedure laid down in our 
various Election Orders proved to be satisfactory, and the various 
Election Officers efficiently fulfilled their duties. 

On representations being made to us by the Councils of the 
Counties of Cavan, Dublin, Fermanagh, Kerry, Mayo, 
Monaghan, and Roscommon, we issued Orders providing that 
the polls for certain District Electoral Divisions in their respec- 
tive counties might be taken in places situated outside such 
Divisions. Orders were also issued in the Counties of Down 
and Dublin enabling the Returning Officers in these counties 
to have election offices for certain districts outside the adminis- 
trative county. 

Owing to delays which took place in the issue of notices of the 
Election of County and Rural District Councillors in Mayo 
County, and of the Election of Guardians for the County Borough 
of Limerick, we found it necessary, in order to regularise the sub- 
sequent proceedings, to issue special Orders varying the pro- 
visions of our General Election Orders with regard to the last 
day for receiving nominations and the lost day for issuing notices 
of Election in these two cases respectively. 

The Returning Officer of County Tyrone having reported, to 
us that a bogus nomination paper had been received in connection 
with the election of County Councillor for the County Electoral 
Division of Dungannon, we made an Order extending the time 
within which the gentleman in whose name the nomination paper 
was forged might send in a notice of withdrawal of candidature, 
in order that the trouble and cost of holding an election for that 
Division might be saved. 

In our Report last year we referred to the difficulties that had 
arisen in certain places in connection with fictitious nomination 
papers. Our attention was again drawn to the matter by the 
Belfast Corporation, who reported to us that considerable trouble 
and inconvenience had been caused by this practice at the recent 
municipal elections in that City. Under the existing law the 
question of providing a remedy for abuses of this kind is a 
difficult one, but the matter is receiving consideration. 

Remuneration of Local Officers for services in connection with the 
Registration of Electors. — Parliamentary Registration Ex- 
penses ( Ireland ) Act, 1890. 

Some doubt having arisen as to the correct interpretation of 
our Orders dated the 23rd September, 1893, 10th September, 1894, 
and 9th December, 1899, made in pursuance of Section 1 of the Act 
of 1890 above-mentioned, fixing the scales of payment to local 
officers for services in connection With the Registration of Elec- 
tors, we made an Order revoking the Orders referred to and 
generally consolidating their provisions, and in particular de- 
fining what should be regarded as a “ rating ” in determining 
the amount to be paid to such officers. 

With the Order we issued a general circular letter explaining 
its effects. 
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Maintenance of Roads. 


Tlie maintenance of roads by steam rolling appears to 
find increased favour with local authorities in Ireland. In 
our last Report we drew attention to the fact that the system 
had been adopted in seventeen counties. Since then the Councils 
of the counties of Meath and Westmeath have decided to steam 
roll certain of the roads in their respective counties, and have 
obtained, with our approval, loans to enable them to purchase 
the requisite road machinery and to meet the initial cost. 
Several other Councils are at present considering the question of 
adopting this method of maintaining the roads, and it is prob- 
able that further experience of this system will lead to its more 
general adoption. During the year we sanctioned further loans 
for reconstruction of roads under existing steam rolling schemes 
in the counties of Down, Kilkenny, Longford, Tipperary, North 
Riding and South Riding, and Waterford. 

In fourteen counties direct labour schemes for road main- 
tenance on a more or less extensive scale have been adopted, 
and the question of making such schemes is under consideration 
by other County Councils. 


During the year we gave our approval to new schemes formu- 
lated by the County Councils of Kilkenny, Meath, and Ros- 
common, and to schemes for the renewal, mostly on a more 
extensive scale, of schemes already in operation in the counties 
of Antrim, Kerry, King’s, Queen’s, Tipperary, North Riding, 
and Waterford. The Limerick County Council have also taken 
steps to renew their scheme for working all the roads in that 
county by direct labour. County Councils generally find, when 
renewing such schemes, that experience enables them to reduce 
to some extent the cost of maintaining the roads without impair- 
ing efficiency. r 

In the case of Tipperary, North Riding, arrangements have 
been made so that, if desired or found necessary, maintenance 
by the contract system may be reverted to. In Kerry one of 
the Rural District Councils appealed to us against the County 
Council s declaration, but on the scheme being fully explained 
their opposition was withdrawn. In county Roscommon two 
oi the Rural District Councils concerned desired to retain the 
contract system in their respective districts, notwithstanding 
the fact that the roads in these districts were provided for in 
the direct labour scheme, but having made inquiries into the 
matter we issued an Order to the effect that we were of opinion 
that it would be inexpedient to carry out the work in the manner 
proposed by these District Councils. The Westmeath County 
Councils recently formulated a small direct labour scheme for 
roads m the Kilbeggan Rural District, but it was found that 
under the scheme as proposed, the cost of maintaining these 
roads would be very much greater than by contract, and as the 
prescribed formalities had not been duly complied with we 
could not properly approve the proposal. The Leitrim County 
Council have provisionally adopted a small experimental scheme 
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for about nine miles of roads in the neighbourhood of Carrick- 
on-Shannon, which will come before us for approval, when 
finally passed by the Council. The Kilkenny County Council 
propose to introduce the system in some of the districts of their 
county in which direct labour has not hitherto been in operation, 
while the Fermanagh County Council have at present under 
consideration the propriety of making a scheme. 

A claim made by the County Surveyor of Armagh, for in- 
creased remuneration in respect of an alleged increase of duties 
under the direct labour scheme in operation in that county, was 
investigated by us, but as he was unable to satisfy us. that his 
duties had been increased, we could not award any increased 
remuneration.

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Main Roads. 

Section 8, Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1898. 


lu our last Report we referred to main road declarations 
made by the. Councils of the Counties of Longford and Queen's 
County, against which appeals were lodged with us. In pur- 
suance of Section 8 of the Act, we duly investigated the objections 
raised in each case, and after careful consideration we made an 
Order declaring certain roads to be main roads as defined by 
r 6 Section in the Queen’s County, and we decided to issue a 
similar Order in the case of Longford. We also made inquiry 
into appeals lodged with us against a main road ' declaration 
yy u a,,(: ^ by the .Sligo County Council, and on consideration 
of the matter we issued an Order declaring certain roads in 
that county to be main roads. These Orders take effect from 
the 1st April, 1909. 

Some other County Councils have at present under considera- 
tion the question of making fresh main road declarations. 

Representations having been made that in the case of County 
Councils holding statutory half-yearly meetings, the final con- 
sideration of declarations concerning main roads should be 
allowed to take place without waiting for the half-yearly meetiim 
held next after the adoption of the provisional declaration, we 
issued an Order amending our regulations of the 1st May. 1899 
so as to enable a County Council to consider finally any pro- 
visional declaration at a special meeting on the expiration of a 
period of two months from the date of such provisional declara- 


Our attention has been drawn by the Councils of several 
counties in Ireland to the serious injury frequently caused to the 
loads by . heavy traction engines or by unusual timber traffic 
necessitating the expenditure of large sums in restoring the 
roads to a state fit for ordinary traffic. As there is under 
the existing law m Ireland no remedy against the users of the

OathoappUAm of the County Councils of Antrim. Clare 
Leitinn, Mayo, Meath Roscommon, and Wexford, that the limit 
of expenditure on roads m the Rural Districts of Aghalee Ennis 
tymon, Limerick No. 2 .Scariff, Ballinamore, Ballina, Ballinrobe 
Westport, Ardee No. 2, Dunshaughlin, Trim. Castlerea and 
Enmscorthy, as specified in our Orders, was insufficient to provide 
foi the due maintenance of such roads, we issued Orders consent- 
ing to an extension of the limit in each case. 

In the Districts of Aghalee, Ennistymon, Limerick No 2 Bil 
linamore, Ballinrobe. Westport, Ardee No. a. Dunshmrohlin 
Turn, and Castlerea the extension was granted for one'Vear’ 
in Enmscorthy for five years, and permanent extensions were 
granted m the Districts of Ballina and Scariff. tensions we re 
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Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1898. Section 66. 

During the year we issued certificates under the above Section, 
specifying the sums to be paid to us by the Corporation of Dublin 
and by the Council of the County of Dublin to meet payments in 
respect of the pensions of the staff of the former Collector-General 
of Rates. 


Alienation of Corporate Property. — Municipal Corporations ( Ire- 
land ) Act, 1840, Section 141 ; Local Government ( Application 
of Enactments ) Order. Article 24 of the Schedule. 

During the year we received applications from the Corporations 
of Dublin and Waterford for sanction to the granting of leases 
by them of certain corporate property, and as we were satisfied 
that the transactions in question were based on valuations made 
by competent experts in each case, we formally approved of the 
leases in question. 

We also approved of the sale of certain lands situate at Bal- 
doyle, in the County of Dublin, the property of the Dublin 
Corporation, the terms of the sale appearing to us to be fair and 
reasonable and not prejudicial to the interests of the present and 
future ratepayers of the city. 

The Corporations of Clonmel and Waterford having applied to 
us for sanction to the sale, under the Irish Land Act, 1903, of 
certain of their Agricultural Estates, we gave our provisional 
consent thereto, having satisfied ourselves that the terms of the 
sales in each case were in accordance with the principle specified 
in our Report for the year 1905-06. 


Redemption of Tithe Rent Charges. — Municipal Corporations 
C Mortgages ) Act, 1860. Local Government ( Application of 
Enactments') Order, 1898. 

Formal applications having been made to us bv the Cor- 
porations of the County Borough of Waterford and of the 
Boroughs of Drogheda and Kilkenny for sanction to the redemp- 
tion of certain rents and Tithe Rent Charges, hitherto payable 
to them, we made Orders under Seal, by virtue of the powers 
reserved to us under the Enactments quoted above, consenting to 
these redemptions, and giving directions where we considered it 
necessary, for the proper investment of the purchase money by 
the bodies concerned. 

Wo also issued an Order giving directions to the Corporation 
•of Waterford as to the investment by them of a sum of £514 
4s. 9d., which was awarded to them under the Fishguard and 
Rosslare Railway Act, 1903, as compensation for the compulsory 
acquisition from them of certain lands and easements. 
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Alteration of Urban Boundaries. — Article 26 of the Schedule to 
the Local Government ( Application of Enactments ) Order, 
1898. 

Tiie County Council of Armagh forwarded to us an Order 
which they had made defining the boundaries' of Keady Urban 
District, such definition being necessary owing to the recent 
constitution of this Urban District, and on being satisfied 
that the prescribed formalities had been duly complied with, wa 
issued an Order under Seal in pursuance of Article 26 of the 
Schedule to the Local Government (Application of Enactments) 
Order, 1898, confirming the Order of the County Council in the 
matter, . and declaring that the boundaries of the Urban District 
shall be those described in the schedule to the said Order of the 
County Council. 

Division of an Urban District into Wards. Increase of the num- 
ber of Members of the Council of such District. — Local 
Government ( Application of Enactments) Order, 1898. 
Article 26 of the Schedule. 

On the request of the Larne Urban District Council, the Antrim 
County Council, in 1907, made an Order dividing the Urban 
District into five Wards, increasing the number of members of 
the Urban Council from nine to fifteen, and assigning three 
members to each Ward. 

This Order having been submitted to us for approval, and an 
appeal against such Order having been received, we held a local 
inquiry into the matter, and under the powers reserved to us by 
Article n6 of the Schedule to the Local Government (Application 
of Enactments) Order, 1898, issued an Order under seal, con- 
firming the Order of the County Council as above. 


Assistant Surveyors' Examination. 

The usual examination of candidates for qualification as 
Assistant Surveyors was held under our directions in Dublin on 
the 17th and 18th February, 1909. Twenty-seven candidates pre- 
sented themselves for examination, and nineteen of these qualified 
in the subjects prescribed. 

At the same time and place we held an examination into the 
qualification of certain candidates for appointment as Town 
Surveyors. 

General Cattle Diseases Fund— Diseases of Animals Act, 1894. 

The Department of Agriculture having certified to us that a 
sum of £16,250 Is. 6d. (being a sum equivalent to a rating of Jd. 
in the £ on the net annual value of the property in all the 
Administrative Counties in Ireland) was required for the pur- 
poses of the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, we issued an Order 
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under Seal in pursuance of Sub-Section 3 of Section 71 of that 
Act, assessing the amount certified on the various administrative 
counties in Ireland, according to their respective valuations. 

Rules and Regulations in relation to the Nomination and Election 
of Commissioners under the Belfast Water Acts, 1840 to 
1903. — ( Belfast Water Act, 1899.;. 

The Belfast City and District Water Commissioners having 
submitted to us revised Rules and Regulations in relation to the 
election of members of that body, we, by virtue of the powers 
reserved to us by Section 53 (3) of the Belfast Water Act, 1899, 
formally approved under Seal of these Rules and Regulations. 

Proper accommodation for Justices in Petty Sessions. — Local 
Government ( Application of Enactments ) Order, 1898. 
Article 15 (3) of the Schedule. 

During the year we made Orders in pursuance of the powers 
conferred on us by the above enactment, relating to the Betty 
Sessions Houses at Kilnaleck, County Cavan, and at Carling- 
ford, Ravensdale, Louth, and Termonfeckin, in County Louth. 

Assignment of Councillors to a Town. — Section 23 (3) (b) of the 
Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1898. 

Our attention having been drawn to the inadequacy of the 
representation of the Town of Tuani, which forms the District 
Electoral Division of Tuani Urban, on the Tuani Rural District 
Council, we issued an Order in pursuance of the above enactment 
increasing the number of Councillors assigned to this District 
Electoral Division from two to four. 

Monthly Meetings of Town Authorities. — Section 14 of the Local 
Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1902. 

On formal applications being made to us by the Urban District 
Councils of Kells and Killarney and by the Commissioners of the 
Town of Newcastle, we issued Orders under Seal in pursuance of 
Section i4 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1902, altering 
the day or hour on or at which the statutory monthly meetings 
of these bodies should be held. 

Adoption of the System of Triennial Elections. — Section 23 (1) of 
the Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1898. 

On the application of the Ballina Urban Council, we, under 
the powers reserved to us by Section 23 (1) of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898, made a special Order applying the 
system of Triennial Elections in this Urban District, and pro- 
viding that, in accordance with the general practice, the elections 
of councillors shall take place in the same years as the Triennial 
E'ections of County and Rural District Councillors throughout 
the country. 
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The Motor Car Acts, 1896 and 1903. 

By the Expiring Laws Continuance Act, 1908, the Motor Car 
Act, 1903, was continued until the 31st December, 1909. 

We have dealt with several applications from Local Authorities 
under these Acts for the issue of regulations restricting motor car 
traffic on roads, with a view to the safety of the public. The 
Limerick Corporation represented to us that regulations should 
be made restricting the speed of heavy motor cars in certain 
streets in the City to 2J miles an hour, alleging that damage was 
done to houses in the streets in question when the cars were driven 
at the maximum speed allowed, viz. : five miles an hour. On a 
full investigation of the matter we decided that we would not 
be justified in reducing the speed of this class of traffic below 
the limit fixed. 

The County Council of Dublin in April, 1908, passed a resolu- 
tion requesting that regulations should be made for the prohibi- 
tion of all motor car traffic on the public road by the sea coast 
leading from Malahide to Portmarnock, such traffic in the opinion 
of the Council being especially dangerous. After giving public 
notice of this application and after communicating with the 
residents on this road, which we found on inspection to be very- 
narrow and tortuous, we made an Order on the 19th June, 1908, 
in accordance with the wishes of the County Council, prohibiting 
all motor traffic thereon after the 1st July, 1908. The County 
Council ot Wicklow in June, 1.908, made application that regu- 
lations should be issued prescribing a maximum speed of ten 
miles an hour for motor cars on certain roads in that County, and 
totally prohibiting motor traffic on one particular road, 'repre- 
senting to us that such restrictions were necessary owing to the 
large amount of tourist traffic and to the hilly nature of the 
roads in the County. After communication with the authorities 
concerned, and having held a local inquiry into the circumstances 
connected with the application, we were 'of opinion that, having 
legal d to the rural character of these roads and the ascertained 
speed of tourist car traffic, a limit of 12 miles per hour was 
reasonable, and we accordingly made an Order restricting to 
this maximum, the speed of motor cars on certain roads in the 
County situated at Glendalougli, Newtownmountkennedv. Rath- 
new and Greystones, and prohibiting the driving of all motor 
vehicles through portion of Church Lane, in the town of 
Greystones, save those used by persons coming to and from 
houses m the Lane, This Order came into effect on the 1st 
October, 1908. 

Our attention was drawn by the County Council of Kildare to 
the question of the increased motor car traffic which takes place 
on the roads in the neighbourhood of Punchestown durum the 
times when race meetings are held there by the Kildare 5 and 
Rational Hunt Club, and it was represented that it would be 
desirable it rules were made under the Motor Car Acts for the 
regulation on race days of such traffic on certain specified roads 
m the vicinity of the Race Course. Having held a local inquiry 
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into the matter of the application we issued an Order on the 26th 
March, 1909, prohibiting all heavy motor car traffic and regula- 
ting the driving and use of other motor cars, at the time of 
race meetings, on the roads affected. 

Our attention has been directed to the fact that in the numerous 
English cities where there are electric tramlines, there have 
been difficulties experienced by drivers of motor cars 
in the observance of the provisions of Article IV. (3) 
of the Motor Cars (Use and Contraction) Order, 19U4, which 
requires a driver of a motor car to pass all vehicles travelling 
in the same direction on the right or off side. Prosecutions 
by the Police for the technical offence have we believe taken 
place, and amending Orders have been issued by the autho- 
rities in England and Scotland with a view to remedying 
this difficulty. We did not consider it necessary to make a 
special Order dealing with the matter, having regard to the fact 
that there are only three cities in Ireland having electric tram- 
ways, and that the existing police regulations in these cities allow 
drivers of motor cars certain discretion ini passing tramcars on 
either side, so that owners of motor vehicles in Ireland are not 
confronted with the difficulty which rendered such an amending 
Order necessary in England and Scotland. 

Old Age Pensions Act, 1908. 

Under this Act, which received the Royal Assent on the 1st 
August, 1908, the duty of determining claims for pensions was 
imposed on local Committees, subject to appeal to the Local 
Government Board. 

Under Section 8 of the Act a Committee was required to bo 
appointed for every borough and urban district having a popu- 
lation, in the case of Ireland, of 10.000, and for every county, 
by the Council of the borough, district, or county, as the case 
might be. 

The Regulations made under Section 10 of the Act provided 
that a meeting of each Council should be held during the month 
of August for the appointment of the Committee, and early in 
that month we issued an Instructional Memorandum explaining 
the steps to be taken by the Councils for that purpose, and also 
setting forth the general arrangements for the administration of 
the Act. 

As it would have been practically impossible in the districts 
with a large area and scattered population for one Committee to 
cope with the work of deciding the numerous claims to pensions 
which would become payable on the 1st of January, we sug- 
gested that in such districts the Committees should exercise the 
powers conferred on them of appointing Sub-Committees, and of 
delegating entirely to these bodies their powers and duties under 
the Act. ■ This course was almost universally followed, and two 
or three of the Central Committees, who at first reserved to them- 
selves the right of reviewing the rulings of the Sub-Committees, 
found that such an arrangement delayed the decision of the claims 
and subsequently adopted the course suggested by us. Fifty-four 
Committees and three-hundred and ninety-four Sub-Committees 
were appointed for the whole of Ireland, 
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The principal duty entrusted to us by the Act is the determina- 
tion of appeals against the decisions of Local Committees on 
claims or questions. Up to the end of the financial year 13,721 
appeals were received, including 8,358 from Pension Officers, and 
5,363 from claimants or other persons aggrieved. 

The number decided by us at the end of March was 10,956. 
The following table shows the various grounds on which these 
appeals were based, and the number decided under each head :

The number of appeals which could not be entertained on the 
ground of not having been received in time, or for other reasons, 
was 661. 

Owing to the great, pressure of work, caused by the 
appeals which are still being received in large numbers, we are 
not in a position to deal in full detail with the various classes 
of cases coming before us. Up to the time of going to press 
20,179 appeals had been lodged, and 18,223 had been disposed 
of. We, therefore, confine ourselves in the following paragraphs 
to the chief problems with which we have been confronted, and 
the lines on which we have dealt with them. 

The administration of the Old Age Pensions Act has presented 
exceptional difficulties in Ireland, greater, we understand, than 
have been found to exist in other parts of the United Kingdom. 

. These difficulties are chiefly found in . dealing with ques- 
tions of age and means of claimants. As regards the former 
it is to be noted that in this country there was no statutory 
registration of births prior to 1864. In a certain number of 
cases baptismal certificates are available; and in some others 
certificates of marriages celebrated prior to 1860, or baptismal 
certificates of children born before that year, have been accepted 
as evidence of age. In the great majority of cases, however, we 
have had to rely on the information as to the ages of claimants 
contained in the Census Returns of 1841 and 1851. Where 
these returns, indicate that claimants were two years old 
and upwards in 1841, or twelve years old and upwards in 1851 
they have been accepted in favour of the claimants ; and where 
the figures given in the returns show the claimants to be now 
under tO years of age, we have felt bound to adopt them unless 
their accuracy was satisfactorily disproved by other documen- 
tary evidence. 

It is sometimes alleged that These Census Returns are untrust- 
worthy, and there are no doubt instances of inaccuracy more 
particularly m the case of the Census of 1851. It may be 
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assumed that in 1841 parents had a more accurate recollection 
of the dates of the births of those of their children who were 
then about two years old, than they were likely to have 
in 1851, when these children were ten years older, and therefore 
we regard the Census of the former year as more trustworthy 
and as affording more conclusive evidence of the present actual 
age of claimants. 

In a very large number of cases which have come before us on 
appeal there is no record of claimants’ ages in either Census 
Return, and no evidence is submitted to show the fulfil- 
ment of the statutory condition as to age. A certain num- 
ber of these claimants are obviously, from their appearance, over 
70; but there are others, apparently vigorous, whose age might 
be anything from 65 to 75, and it is with these that we experience 
the greatest difficulty. In such cases, we have to be guided to 
some extent by the reports of the Pension Officers or of our own 
Inspectors after seeing the claimants. On the whole, we believe 
the result has been that more border-line cases have been given 
tlie benefit of the doubt than have been excluded. 

The remaining subject of inquiry, which presents many com- 
plications, is the determination of the “ means ” of the occupiers of 
small holdings of land, especially in the South and West of Ire- 
land. There are 141,162 of these holdings in Ireland valued at and 
under £10. The occupiers cultivate these as a rule by their own 
labour, and the rent is a very poor guide to the value of the 
income derivable therefrom. The duty imposed on the Pension 
Officer, Pension Committee, and the Local Government Board, of 
ascertaining not only the annual cash value of the produce of the 
holding and stock, but also the amount of income which the hold- 
ing might be expected to produce if profitably worked, is, there- 
fore, one of very great difficulty. W e have made, and are still mak- 
ing,’ close and careful investigations as to the profits of holdings in 
alf parts of the country with a view of fixing some fair basis of 
calculation, but in addition to the question of the probable in- 
come derivable from a holding, we have further to consider the 
age and physical capability of each claimant to work his farm 
profitably, and from this point of view the amount to be allowed 
for the labour of members of the family is often most difficult 
to determine where paid labourers are not regularly employed. 

Further, one of the most perplexing questions coming under 
our notice in connection with Irish agriculturists arises from 
the custom, which has obtained for generations past, of the nomi- 
nal assumption by the eldest son (or daughter, where there is 
no son,) of the ownership of the farm, either on marriage or 
when the head of the family is advanced in years. 

Apparently no difference in the mode of living of the father or 
mother has' ever followed this arrangement, and although 
there was usually a written agreement, often informal, in which 
the owner, of the land handed over his farm, receiving main- 
tenance (the value of which is undefined) and sometimes other 
considerations, it has not been the general practice to substitute 
the name of the son or daughter in the rate and rent books. But, 
since the passing of the Old Age Pensions Act the Deeds of 
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Assignment in such eases have been drawn up by Solicitors, the 
necessary changes in the rate and rent books have been duly 
made, and the value of the maintenance and other considerations 
which the heads of the families are to receive are, as a rule, 
estimated in these Deeds at figures which will not debar them 
from the receipt of old age pens’ons. 

These formal transfers, which are now taking place all over 
the country, would, beyond all question, disqualify claimants 
for pensions under Section 4 (3) of the Act, were it not for the 
fact that they represent a continuance in valid form of an old 
standing custom. The point which we have, therefore, to decide 
in each case is whether, having regard to the character and size 
of the farm and the style of living usual in such a place, the 
claimant has fairly estimated the actual yearly value which may 
be placed on the privileges enjoyed by 'him 'after the transfer, 
or whether he has, for the purpose of securing a pension, fixed 
the value of these privileges at too low a figure. 

These questions, as regards the age and means of claimants, 
are full of difficulty. Every case needs careful consideration, 
and some delay has, .therefore, necessarily occurred in dealing 
with the great number of appeals and questions submitted to us. 
Wo anticipate, however, that within a few months the cases 
coming before us will be so greatly reduced in number as to 
render it possible to dispose of them with greater expedition than 
heretofore. 

Unemployed Workmen Act, 1906. 

Previous to the year under review active operations under 
this measure were confined to the Urban areas of Dublin 
Drogheda, Galway, and Ennis. During the vear 1908-9, how- 
ever, the provisions of the Act were also utilised to provide for 
the relief of exceptional distress arising through want of em- 
ployment in Belfast, Londonderry, Limerick, Kingstown, and 
Newry. 

On our representation, grants, amounting in all to £13,760, 
were allocated by the Treasury for Irish requirements under 
the . Act , and these grants were distributed by us amon o- the 
various Distress Committees, as shown in Col. (6) of the subjoined 
table. This table gives further interesting details of the opera- 
tions of the Committees in relation to the extent of employment 
afforded, and as to the nature and amount of their receipts and 
expenditure. The figures given embrace a period beyond the 
financial year under review, and in the cases of" Belfast. 
Drogheda, Dublin, and Ennis cover the operations of the Com- 
mittees for the entire season. In the remaining cases the opera- 
tions of the Committees were still in progress at the date of the 
compilation of the table.

As in previous years the works undertaken by the Committees, 
or towards the provision of which they contributed, had for their 
object purposes of actual and substantial utility. These works 
included such operations as the making and widening of roads, 
repair of footpaths, paving of channels, drainage, public park 
improvements, reclamation of waste land, and other works such 
as would afford suitable employment for unskilled workers, and 
at the same time call for the lowest expenditure for supervision, 
skilled labour, and materials, consistent with efficient adminis- 
tration. 

From the inspections which we caused to be made from time 
to time, we are satisfied that on the whole the operations were 
carefully and economically carried out and that considering 
the proportion of persons employed who could not be classed as 
able-bodied workmen, the value of the work done compares 
favourably with the usual results of employment on work speci- 
ally formed and devised for the purposes of relief. 

It is satisfactory to note the extent to which the Dublin 
and Belfast Committees were enabled to deal with the applica- 
tions submitted to them ; and it is to be hoped that their Registers 
of unemployed persons will continue, after the Committees’ 
operations have concluded for the season, to afford a reliable 
means for placing employers in touch with suitable persons in 
need of work. In Dublin, during the past season, 3,400 appli- 
cations for employment were received, of which 101 were re- 
jected for various reasons. The Committee provided employment 
for 3,272, leaving 27 of the suitable applicants unprovided with 
work. In addition the Committee provided needlework or other 
suitable employment for 62 women out of a total of 78 female 
applicants. These women were engaged in making clothes and 
knitting stockings for poor children boarded-out by the North 
and South Dublin Unions. 

In Belfast, 4,688 applications were investigated. Of these 240 
were found unsuitable, 392 could not be traced, 436 found other 
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employment, and work was provided or found by the Committee 
for 3,227, leaving 393 eases for which provision -could not be 
made. 

In Dublin the Register was open from 16th November, 1908, 
to" 81st December, 1908, when the Committee considered it de- 
sirable, in view of the state of their funds, to decline to register 
further applicants. In Belfast the Register remained open from 
the 13th October, 1908, until the 16th April, 1909. 

Relief of Distress in Western Unions under Section 13 of the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

At page xiv. of our last Report we referred to the existence, 
of exceptional distress in the Unions of Belmullet, Swineford, 
Clifden, and Oughterard, and to the consequent necessity for 
the issue of Orders under Section 13 of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898, authorising the Guardians of these Unions 
to administer outdoor relief to able-bodied persons disqualified 
for such relief under the ordinary poor law, and we mentioned 
that the Government had undertaken to defray seventy-live per 
cent, of the expenditure on such relief, provided it was incurred 
with our approval. 

The conditions subject to which outdoor relief might be 
afforded under the authority of our Orders were as follows : — 

(1) . That the amount of such relief should be limited to 

Is. 4d. a day for each family relieved ; 

(2) . That every able-bodied person relieved should be set 

to. perform a task of work during eight hours at least 

of every day for which he received relief: and 

(3) . That persons in employment elsewhere and in receipt 

of wages should not be given relief.

In addition to the primary object of relieving distress, the 
works undertaken had the further merit of substantially bene- 
fiting the districts concerned. 

The selection of works was naturally restricted to such as 
would afford a maximum of employment for unskilled labour 
with a minimum of expenditure on supervision and purchase 
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of materials. With this object the repair and reconstruction of 
existing roads, the making of new roads, the repair of culverts, 
drains, &c., and the execution of surface drainage and other 
sanitary works were regarded as the most suitable operations 
on which the workers could be employed. In Belmullet Union, 
however, we authorised the employment of some of the workers, 
on the erection of certain bridges, the construction of which was 
carried out under the immediate supervision of one of our In- 
spectors, Mr. J. F. MacCabe, B.E. These bridges were very 
much needed, and we are satisfied that the increased expenditure 
on materials and skilled labour was quite justified by the satis- 
factory manner in which the work was executed. Moreover, 
the inhabitants of the localities concerned have derived per- 
manent advantage from the building of the bridges, which afford 
a safe and speedy means of comm unication between districts 
which were hitherto unconnected or accessible only by dangerous 
fords. As some of these special works were not finished at the 
close of the relief operations we obtained authority from the 
Treasury to expend, and did expend, a sum of £250 in their 
completion. 

The recent relief operations, following upon those of 1905, im- 
posed a severe strain upon the resources of the ratepayers of the 
Belmullet Union, which even under normal circumstances is one 
of the poorest and most highly rated in Ireland. With the view of 
assisting the Guardians to meet their obligations, and of placing 
them in a financially solvent condition without inflicting hard- 
ship on the small landholders who form the bulk of the rate- 
payers, we laid the facts before the Lords Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasury, and obtained Their consent to the allocation, 
out of the unexpended balance of the Relief of Distress Vote, of a 
sum of _ £588 in respect of the balance due to the Treasurer of 
the Union on foot of the 1905 relief operations, and a sum of 
£850 in respect of the Union share of the relief expenditure in 
1908. 

The balance of expenditure on relief works, over and above 
the amount of the Government contributions, was defrayed in 
the manner prescribed by Section 13 (3) of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898. 

Markets and Fairs. 

On the applications of the Urban District Councils of Carrick- 
macross and Lurgan we sanctioned loans of £3,560 and £500, 
respectively, for the purposes of purchasing markets and tolls, 
and of establishing an egg and butter market. 

We also, on the application or the owners thereof, issued con- 
sents to the changing of the day for holding of a fair at Edge- 
worthstown on the 3rd day of April to the 2nd 'of that month, and 
of the holding of a fair at Armagh on the First Thursday of each 
month, to the Thursday following the first Friday in each month. 
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II. — Poor Relief.

The Sick in Workhouse Hospitals. 

It will be observed that there was an increase of 188 in the 
daily average of sick in the Workhouse Hospitals during the 
year. These hospitals, although only originally intended for the 
accommodation of the destitute sick poor who might happen to be 
in receipt of indoor relief, have gradually, by legislative changes, 
* See page 226, et seq. 
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come to be regarded as district hospitals for the sick poor of the 
locality. Many of those admitted are in a position to 
defray either the whole or a portion of the cost of' their main- 
tenance and treatment, and the Act of Parliament requires that 
they should pay such proportion as the Guardians shall deter- 
mine, not exceeding the average of the general cost of main- 
tenance and medical and surgical treatment. 

Nursing. 

In connection with the subject of the sick m workhouse hos- 
pitals, we may here mention that eight additional trained 
nurses were appointed during the year. This brings the number 
of permanent trained nurses employed in the 1B9 workhouses up 
to 227. Of the eight nurses mentioned above, two were appointed 
in place of “ qualified ” nurses, and three replaced “ unqualified ” 
nurses. The nursing staff was also augmented during the year 
by the appointment of one nursing Sister, three qualified nurses, 
and thirteen paid attendants. 

Lunatics and Epileptics. 

We are glad to be able to report a reduction of 333 in the 
number of lunatics, idiots and epileptics in workhouses on the 
31st December, 1908, owing, no doubt, to the additional accom- 
modation provided in some lunatic asylums. 

The number of insane in Irish workhouses at that date was, 
however still large, viz., 2,823, or 64 per thousand of the work- 
house population. In addition there were 422 accommodated 
therein who were afflicted with epilepsy, but who were not con- 
sidered to be mentally affected. 

We have frequently alluded to the unsuitability of workhouses 
as places for the reception and treatment of the insane, and we 
trust that at no distant date all this class as well as the sane 
epileptics will be accommodated in special institutions. 

Tramps or Night-Lodgers. 

We stated in our last report that the number of tramps or 
night-lodgers has considerably increased in Ireland in recent 
years, despite the fact that many Boards of Guardians have made 
strenuous efforts to discourage them from resorting to their work- 
houses for night-lodging. We regret to have to report a further 
increase during the year under review, the average number being 
984 as compared with 906 in the previous year, and the weekly 
average of admissions being 6,073 as compared with 5,444 in 
the year 1908. 

Total Inmates of Workhouses. 

There was a total increase of 617 during the year ended 30th 
September last in the daily average number relieved indoor, 
mainly attributable to want of employment in Belfast and indus- 
trial towns in the North of Ireland. 

District Schools. 

The number of children in the two District Schools was prac- 
tically the same as in previous year. 
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Outdoor Relief. 

There was an increase of 2,833 in the daily average of those 
on outdoor relief, exclusive of children boarded-out. 

Boarded-out Children. 

We are glad to observe an increase in the number of children 
placed out at nurse or boarded-out by the Guardians. In the 
Appendix* will be found reports from our two Lady Inspectors 
on the boarding-out system. 

Aggregate Pauperism. 

From a table prepared from weekly returns furnished by Clerks 
of Unions, it appears that the average numbers on indoor relief 
during the year ended March, 1909, added to those on outdoor 
relief, give a total average of 103,626 persons relieved each day 
during the year, representing 1 in 43 of the estimated population, 
or 23 per thousand — those relieved indoor being about 10, and 
those outdoor about 13 per thousand. This ratio of pauperism 
has been maintained for a number of years past. 

Deaths in Workhouses. 

The deaths in Irish workhouses during the year included 13 
centenarians, two of whom were stated to be 108 years of age. 

It will be seen from the table in the Appendix! that the total 
number of deaths during the year was 10,960, being 480 less than 
in previous year. 

Infant Mortality. 

1,469 children of 15 years of age and under died during the 
year. Of these 709 were infants of 1 year old and underhand 
416 were of children from 1 to 6 years of age. 

We have constantly impressed on the Guardians the great 
necessity there is for appointing properly qualified persons to 
look after the children in the workhouse, who can be relied on 
to see that the children are properly washed, fed, and clothed. 

Invalid Foundlings. 

The Poor .Relief Act of 1838 provided for the extinction of the 
Dublin Foundling Hospital. There were at the time some 
4, LUO children chargeable to tne institution, and for the mainten- 
ance of these persons funds were provided by Parliament to sup- 
plement the income of the small estate of the Hospital transferred 
to us. Only one of the original foundlings is surviving, and her 
support is charged to this estate. 

Emigration. 

We issued consent orders authorizing the assisted emigration 
°f persons during the year, the expenditure incurred being 
A6J os. Od. The assistance was given towards defraying the 
cost, ot the outfit of persons emigrating to relatives in America, 
who were m a position to maintain them and provide them with 
employment.

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Indoor Relief Expenditure. 

It will be observed that the expenditure oil indoor relief is 
increased by £38,527 during the year. A portion of this ex- 
penditure was, of course, occasioned by the increase in the 
average number maintained in the workhouses. The high con- 
tract prices of provisions, etc., during the year, coupled with the 
improved scales of dietary introduced into many of the work- 
houses, accounts for the balance. 

Outdoor Relief Expenditure. 

The expenditure on outdoor relief (exclusive of boarded-out 
children) was £14,940 more than in the preceding year, but of 
this sum £11,580 was expended in works opened for the relief 
of distress in certain Unions in the West of Ireland, owing to the 
partial failure of the potato crop, as stated in previous report. 

Total Poor Relief Expenditure. 

The total poor relief expenditure from revenue during the 
year ended September, 1908, was £1,116,668, or, including the 
expenditure under the Medical Charities and other Acts adminis- 
tered by the Guardians, £1,368,632, being an increase of £71,890 
on the preceding year. £7,217 of this sum was under the head 
of salaries and rations of officers, due to increases in the salaries 
of existing officers and to new appointments. 

The Royal Commission on Poor Laws and the Relief of Distress. 

The reports of the Commission on England and Ireland have 
been presented to Parliament. The Commission observe that the 
poor laws of the two countries have much in common — on many 
points they are identical — and they consider that their recom- 
mendations in regard to the extension of areas, the constitution 
of new authorities, and the classification of institutions apply 
equally to both. The Commission add that they find themselves 
in accord with the recommendations summed up in the conclud- 
ing chapters of the Vice-Regal Commission Report, (save as 
regards their proposals affecting outdoor relief, and the retention 
of the old Boards of Guardians to administer the rates for the 
relief of the poor. 

(ii.) Dispensary Medical Relief. 

A table prepared from returns furnished by the Clerks of 
unions showing the expenditure of each dispensary district, 
under the usual heads of outlay, during the year ended the 31st 
of March, 1909, will be found in the Appendix* Statistical 
information as to the medical relief afforded under the provisions 
of the Medical Charities Act during the year, which has been 
obtained from the medical officers of the districts, is also embodied 
in the table, together with particulars as to the area of each 
district, its population, and the number of officers authorized.

Salaries of Dispensary Medical Officers. 

In August, 1904, we issued a Circular letter to Boards of 
Guardmns, suggesting the advisability of their formulating 
scales of graded salaries for their officers, including Dispensary

Scales of graded salaries have since that 
date been adopted, with our sanction, for Dispensary Medical

Midwives for Dispensary Districts. 

The subject of the appointment of midwives for the service 
of dispensary districts has continued to engage our attention. 
During the year Orders were issued for the appointment of 32 
additional midwives, making in all 690 authorized for the dis- 
pensary districts throughout the country. 

Medicines, and Medical and Surgical Appliances. 

We have again to report favourably respecting the quality 
of the medicines, appliances, and surgical instruments supplied 
for workhouses and dispensaries during the past year. 

The total number of samples of drugs examined by the analysts 
out of the several supplies was 9,0B6; and a comparison of the 
results with the standards shows that the quality of the medi- 
cines was exceptionally good. 

The proportion of samples not up to standard (1-8 per cent, of 
the number examined) was the lowest yet attained, and indicated 
the excellent quality of the supplies. The percentage of un- 
favourable reports last year was 1-9. 

A report on this subject from our advising pharmacist will be 
found in the Appendix.-}- 

The competition for the contracts for 1908-9 was keen, and the 
discounts allowed averaged 33 per cent, for medicines, and 37J 
per cent, for medical and surgical appliances. 

Under our Order of the 20th December, 1905, recoupment out 
of the Local Taxation Account cannot be allowed in respect of 
the expenditure of a Board of Guardians upon medicines or 
medical and surgical appliances, unless the contract has been 
given to the firm offering the best terms, or unless we have 
approved, on the application of the Guardians, of the acceptance 
of a tender other than the lowest. In dealing with the pro- 
posals submitted to us under the Order, we have in all cases 
acceded to the applications made by Guardians when thej r were 
able to show as reason for their action, the convenience of obtain- 
ing their supplies from the particular firm they had selected, 
provided that such firm was qualified to hold the contract, 
and that the difference in discount as compared with the lowest 
tender did not exceed 5 per cent. 

The total expenditure for medicines and appliances in the 
year shows a slight decrease as compared with the previous 
year. 

The requisitions continue to be kept upon the reduced scale 
reached m recent years ; and the scrutiny of the accounts up to 
the 30th September last proves that, as a general rule, economy 
has been exercised.

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Dispensary Districts. 

Our power to alter the Dispensary Districts of a Union by 
an Order under Seal in opposition to the views of the Board of 
Guardians concerned, was questioned by the Castlerea Board 
of Guardians during the year, both in the Court of King’s Bench 
and the Court' of Appeal. 

Our action was taken after a local inquiry by one of our 
Medical Inspectors, and was based upon the necessity of the 
changes in the interests' of the sick poor. 

The Courts upheld our Order with costs against the Guardians.

Reports from the contractor, Dr. Knox Denham, and from 
Professor McWeeney, our Bacteriologist, on the preparation and

A question was raised recently as to whether we were in a 
position to guarantee the purity of our glycerinated calf lymph, 
and' in reply we pointed out the steps that are taken by our 
Bacteriologist, Professor McWeeney, to satisfy himself beyond a 
doubt on this very important point. We also mentioned that 
the lymphs, prior to issue to public vaccinators, were further 
tested as to purity and efficiency at our Vacc’ne Institute by the 
Secretary, Dr. Montgomery, and that we had thus a scientific and 
also a practical test in respect of the lymphs distributed under 
our authority, and were satisfied that hitherto the lymphs had 
always been pure and free from all extraneous matters of a 
noxious or harmful nature. Both Dr. Montgomery and Pro- 
fessor McWeeney — the former speaking from his experience in 
carrying out primary vaccinations at the Board’s Vaccine De- 
partment, and carefully noting the effect of the lymph in every 
instance, and the latter from his careful scientific examinations 
— report in the highest terms of its purity and freedom from 
injurious organisms.

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No case of small-pox’ occurred in Ireland during the past year, 
and the country has now been free from the disease since October, 
1907. A single case of small-pox was reported on the arrival at 
Queenstown of an American Liner homeward bound from New 
York. The Port Medical Officer of Liverpool, whither the vessel 
continued her voyage, was notified by telegram, while those of 
the passengers who disembarked at Queenstown proceeded to their 
destinations, and the various Medical Officers of Health were 
duly informed of the occurrence. 

2. Fever. 

(a.) Typhus Fever. 

The leduction in typhus fever cases, to which in previous 
reports we have referred, has been maintained during the past 
year, the notifications of the disease amounting to 162, as com- 
pared with 194 in the year 1907-8. The disease was, as usual 
much more prevalent in Rural than in Urban Districts, and was 
commonly associated in its origin with domestic overcrowding 
or with the practice of keeping animals in dwelling houses or 
with gross sanitary defects. The outbreaks of typhus fever 
which have come under our notice during the past year have, 
as a rule, been limited in area and extent, with the exception of 
a series of cases which commenced in the Urban District of 
Cavan and spread to some of the adjoining Rural Districts. A 
special report on tnis outbreak from our Medical Inspector Dr. 
Brendan MacCarthy, appears in the Appendix.*. A number of 
cases of typhus fever have also been recently reported from 
Belmullet Rural District, but otherwise the Wbstern Districts 
have enjoyed an unusual degree of immunity from the disease. 

(6.) Enteric Fever. 

We regret to have to state that there has been an increase in 
the number of cases of enteric fever reported during the past 
year, which has affected both Urban and Rural Districts. The 
most serious outbreak occurred at Clontarf in Dublin County 
Borough, during last autumn, which resulted in 142 cases. This 
outbreak, of which details are given in a special reportf from 
our Medical Inspector, Surgeon-Colonel D. Bdgar Ulinn, was 
mainly instrumental in raising the total number of cases notified 
m Dublin County Borough to 657, which is the largest number 
recorded m that district in any year since 1903. The origin of 
the Clontarf outbreak was traced to a contaminated milk supply, 
but the precise manner in which the milk became infected has 
not been determined with any degree of certainty. This outbreak 
revealed what appeared to be a serious defect in the statutory 
provisions empowering a Sanitary Authority to prevent the sale 
of infected milk, by virtue of Section 4 of the Infectious Disease 
(Prevention) Act, 1890, which contains the words, “if on 
such inspection [of the dairy] the Medical Officer of Health shall 
be of opinion that infectious disease is caused from consumption 
of the milk supplied therefrom, he shall report thereon to the

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local authority.’' Although the facts in regard to the distri- 
bution of the milk from a particular dairy in Clontarf, and' the 
incidence, of the fever pointed strongly to the dairy as- the source 
1 ^ e °V on ’ ^ was '^ le ld by the legal advisers of the Corporation 
of Dublin that there was lio power do interfere with the. milk 
supply, inasmuch as the inspection of the, dairy by the Medical 
buperintendent Officer of Health had not disclosed sufficient 
grounds for the opinion that infectious disease was caused from 
consumption of the milk supplied from - the dairy. We regret 
that the case was not tested in a court of law, as a legal decision 
upon the point is desirable, having regard to the doubt suggested 
by the opinion referred, to.

A gratifying exception to the general increase in the incidence 
of enteric fever is to-be found in the case of Belfast County 
Borough, where for many years the disease was abnormally pre- 
valent. The following table, which includes notifications of 
Simple Continued Fever, shows that during the last three years 
very substantial progress has been made in diminishing the 
extent of fever m Belfast. °

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Dr. Darra Mail', Medical Inspector of the Docal Government 
Board, one of the members of the Belfast Health Commission, 
as the result of a special study of enteric fever in Belfast, ex- 
pressed the opinion in a Memorandum, printed with the Com- 
mission’s Report, that the excessive incidence of the disease in 
that city was largely attributable to the consumption of shell-fish 
gathered on the foreshores of Belfast Lough. Through the pub- 
licity given to the matter by the proceedings of the Belfast Health 
Commission, in course of which the observations of our Medical 
Inspector, Dr. T. J. Browne, in his Report on Shell-Fish Layings 
on the Irish Coast as regards their liability to sewage contamina- 
tion ('1903). were fully confirmed, the inhabitants have been 
warned of the danger of this form of food, while the Public 
Health Authority have obtained support in their efforts to keep 
the collection of shell-fish, both by traders and by private indi- 
viduals, under control. We have considered the question whether 
the gathering of shell-fish from contaminated' surroundings could 
be made the subject of Regulations under the Public Health 
(Regulations as to Food) Act, 1907, but have been advised that 
the matter does not come within the scope of that ’enactment. It 
is eminently desirable that general legislation should be intro- 
duced with a view to affording protection to the public against 
disease being communicated by means of shell-fish taken from 
polluted layings, as the existing provisions of the Public Health 
Acts relating, to the seizure and condemnation of unsound food 
are unsuited for dealing with this source of danger.

On examination of these figures it will be seen that the number 
of fever cases in Ireland reported by Medical Officers of dispensary 
districts during the past year was 20 greater than in the preced- 
ing year, but we have to note that it is the second lowest on 
record. There has been a remarkable 'diminution of fever since’ 
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1878, the year in which the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 41 and 
42 Vic., cap. 52, became law, when nearly 11,000 cases were 
reported. 

3. Scarlet Fever. 

The number of cases of scarlet fever (801) treated by Medical 
Officers of dispensary districts in the year ended the 31st of 
March, 1909, was 131 greater than the number treated in the 
previous year. 

4. Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis. 

Tim visitation of epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis which 
made its appearance in Ireland in 1906, and assumed serious pro- 
portions m Belfast County Borough during the year 1907, may 
now, we trust, be regarded as at an end. In the course of the 
past year, 54 cases were notified in Belfast County Borough, and 
32 cases m Dublin County Borough. Sporadic cases were re- 
ported from a few other districts. 

5. Tuberculosis. 

The question of the prevalence of Tuberculosis con- 
tinues to occupy an important place in public attention, and 
sanitary Authorities, as well as the individual members of the 
community, are being influenced by the knowledge that Tuber- 
culosis is largely a preventable disease. In the instruction of 
the public, the Women’s National Health Association has taken 
a leading part, and the visits of their Tuberculosis Exhibition to 
various parts of the country have aroused widespread interest

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The plans for the County Cork Sanatorium have received our 
close attention, and after some amendment have been approved. A 
loan for £12,000 for the purpose has been sanctioned by us. The 
ceremony of laying the foundation stone of this Sanatorium on the 
selected site at Stream Hill, near Buttevant, was performed by 
Her Excellency, the Countess of Aberdeen, whose unceasing in- 
terest in problems of Public Health has supplied a valuable 
stimulus in directing general attention to these matters. 

In County Dublin, a site for the projected Sanatorium has 
been purchased on the western slopes of the Dublin Mountains. 

In Belfast Union, the Abbey Sanatorium, established by the 
Belfast Board of Guardians, has provided accommodation and 
treatment for nearly 800 consumptive patients during the year 
■while the arrangement arrived at between the Corporation of 
Belfast and the Committee of the Forster Green Hospital at New- 
townbreda, under which thirty-five beds are placed at the disposal 
of the Corporation, has been in active operation since October last. 

In the autumn of last year, an International Congress on 
Tuberculosis was held at Washington, at which a member of the 
Board attended as one of the British delegates. The resolutions 
finally adopted by the Congress were as follows: — 

“ That the attention of the States and Central Govern- 
ments be called to the importance of proper laws for the 
obligatory notification by medical attendants to the proper 
health authorities, of all cases of tuberculosis coming to their 
notice, and for the registration of such cases, in order to 
enable the health authorities to put in operation adequate 
measures for the prevention of the disease. 

“ That the utmost efforts should be continued in the 
struggle against tuberculosis to prevent the conveyance from 
man to man of tuberculous infection as the most important 
source of the disease. 

“ That preventive measures be continued against bovine 
tuberculosis, and that the possibility of the propagation of 
this to man be recognised. 

“ That we urge upon the public and upon all governments 
the establishment of hospitals for the treatment of advanced 
cases of tuberculosis ; the establishment of sanatoria for cur- 
able cases; and the establishment of dispensaries and day 
and night camps for ambulant cases of tuberculosis which 
cannot enter hospitals and sanatoria. 

“ That this Congress endorses such well-considered legis- 
lation for the regulation of factories and workshops, the 
abolition of premature and injurious labour of women and 
children, and the securing of sanitary dwellings, as will in- 
crease the resisting power of the community to tuberculosis 
and other diseases. 

“ That instruction in personal and school hygiene should 
be given in all schools for the professional training of 
teachers. 

o 2 
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“ That, whenever possible, such instruction in elementary 
hygiene should be entrusted to properly qualified medical 
instructors. 

That colleges and universities should be urged to estab- 
lish courses in hygiene and sanitation, and also to include 
these subjects among their entrance requirements, in order 
to stimulate useful elementary instruction in the lower 
schools. 

That this Congress endorses and recommends the estab- 
lishment of playgrounds as an important means of prevent- 
ing tuberculosis through their influence upon health and 
resistance to disease.” 


We are pleased to note that these resolutions endorse the 
generai outline of policy set forth in our Report for the year 
1906-7, and to a large extent embodied in the Tuberculosis Pre- 
vention (Ireland) Act, 1908, to which reference is made hereafter. 

6. Reports of Medical Inspectors, Se, 

We print in the Appendix* reports which we have received 
from our Medical Inspectors in relation to the public health of 
he districts under their charge. _ These reports give details as 
-o the general state of the sanitation of their respective districts 
and also full particulars respecting any serious outbreaks of in- 
tectious disease which have occurred therein during the year 
While, no doubt, considerable improvement has been effected in 
recent years as regards water- supply, sewerage, and other matters 
affecting public health, it is clear from these reports that in many 
p aces much remains to be done by local authorities towards 
placing their districts m proper sanitary condition.

Health Commission, which was presented in April of last year

During the year there were 2,617 and 6,592 oases of infectious 
disease notified in Rural and Urban Districts, respectively, being 
an increase of 177 in the total number of cases notified the 
previous year. Tables showing the number of cases notified in 
each District will be found in the Appendix. 4 

8. Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milk-shops. 

Under the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts of 1878 and 
1886, and the Order thereunder, Local Authorities, i.e., the 
District Councils of Urban and Rural Districts, are empowered 
to make Regulations for any or all of the following purposes : — 

(a) For the registration of all persons carrying on the trade 

of cowkeepers, dairymen, or purveyors of milk; 

(b) For the inspection of cattle in dairies, and for pre- 

scribing and regulating the lighting, ventilation, 
cleansing, drainage, and water supply of dairies and 
cow-sheds in the occupation of persons following the 
trade of cowkeepers or dairymen; 

(c) For securing the cleanliness of milk-stores, of milk 

shops, and of milk-vessels used for containing milk 
for sale by such persons; 

(d) For prescribing precautions to be taken for protecting 

milk against infection or contamination. 

In our last Report we explained the circumstances which led 
to the issue of the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops (Ireland) 
Order of 1908.f The Order came into operation on the 1st of 
May, 1908, and besides consolidating five pre-existing Orders, 
applied to all districts in Ireland a series of regulations dealing 
with the sanitary conditions of dairies and cowsheds. Prior to 
the issue of this General Order, regulations on the subject had 
been adoptive, and had only been put in force by a comparatively 
small number of local authorities. 

The administration of the new Order has engaged much of 
our time during the past year, as the supervision of the milk 
supply had hitherto received but little attention from local 
authorities in many parts of the country, while the trade interests 
.affected were, in some Rural Districts, somewhat opposed to the 
introduction of official control. As the result of the first year’s 
working of the Order, we are pleased to be able to record that 
local authorities have, on the whole, made considerable use of 
their powers of supervision over the sources of the public milk 
supply. We have strongly recommended District Councils, where 
the dairying industry is extensively carried on, to appoint 
Veterinary Surgeons as Chief Inspectors to supervise the work 
of the ordinary Inspectors. The number of districts in which 
Veterinary Surgeons have, up to the present, been employed 
for the administration of the Order is 79, while in 65 further 
districts, other Inspectors have been appointed, so that arrange- 
ments for inspection now exist in 144 cases out of a total of 308

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sanitary districts. In the Appendix,* we have included a report 
from our Medical Inspector, Dr. Clibborn, upon the steps taken 
to put the Order in force in the Antrim Rural District, which 
may be taken as a representative instance, and our information 
generally goes to show that the work of inspection is being 
fairly well carried out, and that improvements in the sanitary 
condition and structural arrangements of cowsheds are being 
steadily effected. 

We have lost no opportunity of endeavouring to induce local 
authorities to take up the active administration of the Dairies, 
Cowsheds and M'ilkshops Order. Our Medical Inspectors have, 
with this object in view, attended many meetings of local 
authorities and explained the provisions of the Order and the 
necessity for the appointment of suitable officers to act as Inspec- 
tors. It became evident, however, that the Councils of certain 
Rural Districts where the dairying industry is conducted on a 
large scale, were determined to place obstacles in the way of the 
satisfactory administration of the Order within their areas, under 
the impression, as we are informed, that they could evade their 
responsibilities and that action would not be taken to secure 
compliance with the provisions of the Order. The example 
of these districts exercised an unfavourable effect on neighbouring 
Councils, with the result that in groups of districts, especially 
in the South of Ireland, no progress was made. 

It was, therefore, necessary for us to resort to more active 
measures if the Order was not to become a dead letter in certain 
places where its energetic application appeared to be most essen- 
tial. With this object selection was made of a small number of 
districts in various parts of the country which are recognised 
as large milk-producing areas, and our Medical Inspectors were 
instructed to report, after careful examination, upon the circum- 
stances under which the production of milk for the public supply 
is carried on in these districts. The report, when received, was 
in each case furnished to the local authority in order that they 
might have before them reliable information upon the condition 
of the dairy premises within their district. In the case of two 
important milk-producing districts where the Rural District 
Councils, notwithstanding the pressure put upon them, showed 
no inclination to recognise or deal witn the unsatisfactory state 
of affairs existing in their respective districts as disclosed in the ' 
Inspectors’ reports, we were obliged to issue mandatory Orders 
under Section 11 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 
requiring each Council to appoint a Veterinary Surgeon as a 
Sanitary Officer under the title of Veterinary Inspector, and at 
the same time to inform them that if they still persisted in refus- 
ing to carry out their duties, we should be obliged to institute the 
appropriate legal proceedings. 

9. Alleged Default of Sanitary Authorities. 

S 0c tion 15 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1896, provides 
that, where complaint is made to us that a sanitary' authority

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has made default in providing their district with a proper supply 
of water, or with sufficient sewers, or in enforcing any provisions 
of the Public Health Acts which it is their duty to enforce, we 
may, if satisfied after due inquiry, of the alleged default, make 
an Order limiting a time for the performance by the sanitary 
authority of their duty in the matter of the complaint. Such 
Order may be enforced by writ of mandamus, or we may 
appoint a person to perform such duty at the expense of the 
defaulting authority. During the year under review we made 
an Order under this enactment in respect of the default of the 
Clonakilty Rural District Council in providing the village of 
Courtmacsherry with a proper water supply. 

10. Investment of Rural Sanitary Authorities with -powers of 
Urban Authorities under the Public Health Acts. 

Under Section 1 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1896, we 
are enabled, on the application of the sanitary authority of any 
rural ristrict, or of persons rated to the extent of at least one- 
tenth of the net rateable value of such district, or of any contri- 
butory place therein, to declare any provision of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Acts in force in urban districts to be in force 
in such rural district or contributory place, and to invest the 
Rural Authority concerned with all the powers, rights, duties, 
capacities, liabilities, and obligations of an Urban Authority 
under those Acts. Particulars of the several Orders made by us 
during the year in pursuance of this enactment, are given in the 
Appendix.* 

11. Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1907. 

Under the Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1907, we 
are empowered, upon the application of a local authority, to 
declare the provisions of Parts II., III., IV., V., VI., and X., 
or any Section contained therein, to be in force in the district 
of such authority, or in the case of a rural district, in any 
contributory place. A number of applications have been received 
by us from local authorities under this Act, and Orders have 
been made in the following Cases : —

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12. N otification of Births Act, 1907. 

The adoption by local authorities of this Act, which provides 
for a notification of birth being furnished to the Medical Officer 
of the district within thirty-six hours after the birth, is subject 
to our consent. Belfast County Borough has, up to the present, 
been the only district in which the Act has been put into opera- 
tion in Ireland. The Public Health Committee of the Dublin 
Corporation have recommended its adoption, but the suggestion 
was not approved by the Corporation. It appears to us that in 
the larger towns the Act might be adopted with advantage. 

13. Regulations as to Food. 

Under the Public Health (Regulations as to Pood) Act, 1907, 
we are empowered to make regulations for the purpose of pre- 
venting danger to public health from the importation, prepara- 
tion, storage, and distribution of articles of food or drink (other 
than drugs or water) intended for sale for human consumption. 

In pursuance of these provisions, we have made two Orders 
relating to articles of food imported from abroad. One of these 
Orders deals with Unsound Pood and enables the Sanitary 
Authorities of Coastal Districts to exercise, through the Medical 
Officer of Health, supervision over the importation of food and, 
upon its arrival in this country, to secure the condemnation of 
such food as proves to be unsound, unwholesome, or unfit for 
human consumption. 

The other Order deals with Foreign Meat, and is intended to 
.control, at the place of importation, the distribution of certain 
forms of meat which are open to suspicion on account of their 
unidentifiable character, or owing to the absence of organs likely 
to disclose the existence of disease. 

An exhibition of foreign boneless meat was organised in 
London by the Local Government Board, Whitehall, in the course 
of last winter, and was visited by one of our Medical Inspectors, 
Dr. E. Coey Bigger, whose report on the subject is included in 
the Appendix.* 

14. Neic Legislation. 

A number of new and important duties devolve on us under 
the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908, which comes 
into force on the 1st July, 1909. 

Part I. of the Act ; which deals with the Notification of Tuber- 
culosis and the disinfection of premises and articles likely to 
retain the infection of Tuberculosis, will only take effect in the 
districts of such Sanitary Authorities as decide to adopt its 
provisions. Accordingly, it will be left to the discretion of each 
Sanitary Authority to avail themselves of the principle of com- 
pulsory notification of Tuberculosis. Part II. empowers the 
Councils of Counties and County Boroughs to establish and 
manage hospitals, sanatoriums, and dispensaries for the treat- 
ment of persons suffering from Tuberculosis, while Part III. 
contains various provisions intended to prevent the spread of 
* See page 133. 
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Tuberculous disease arid affords facilities for public instruction 
on subjects relating to Tuberculosis, and for improved super- 
vision over the public meat and milk supplies. 

It devolves on us, after consulting with the President of the 
Royal College of Physicians in Ireland, and the President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, to determine the forms and 
stages of Tuberculosis to which, and the circumstances in which 
the provisions of the Act as to the notification of Tuberculosis 
shall apply. 

Sundry powers are also given to us with a view to regulating 
the proceedings, financial business and administration of the 
Committees of Management of Hospitals and Dispensaries. 

Other functions will rest with us in connection with public 
lectures and the distribution of literature on subjects relating 
to Tuberculosis and with the appointment of county bacteriolo- 
gists and of Veterinary Surgeons, while we are empowered under 
certain circumstances to confer on urban authorities the right of 
exercising supervision over dairies in outside districts from 
which the milk supplies of their own districts are derived. 

We trust that the valuable provisions of the Act for preventing 
and arresting the spread of Tuberculosis will be generally made 
use of by Local Authorities in Ireland. 

15. Closing of Burial Grounds. 

Under Sections 162 to 164 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
1878, we are empowered to order that burials in any city, or 
town, or other limits, or in any burial ground or place of burial, 
shall be discontinued, wholly, or subject to any exceptions or 
qualifications where, on representation made to us or otherwise, it 
shall appear, after due local Inquiry, that an Order is necessary 
for the protection of the public health, or for the maintenance of 
public decency, or to prevent a violation of the respect due to 
the remains of deceased persons. We are also authorized by Sec- 
tion 168 to grant licences for interment in closed burial grounds ; 
and in pursuance of this authority we issued thirty-eight such 
licenses during the year ended the 31st of March, 1909.

additional half-acres, and 3 other allotments, await confirmation 
as the statutory period for the lodgment of appeals against the 
Orders had not expired on 31st March, 1909. 

As regards the cases in which schemes have been received but 
in respect of which Orders have not yet been made, local inquiries 
have been held in nine, and arranged for in the remaining three 
cases. 

In addition to the schemes above mentioned, we gave our 
approval to the purchase by agreement, under Section 6 of the 
Act of 1906, of two tracts of land containing 7 acres 3 roods and 
30 perches by the Ballycasile Rural District Council, and of one 
tract of land containing 9 acres and 2 roods by the Bailieborough 
Rural District Council; under Section 7 of the Act of 1906 to 
the purchase of 3 acres for 3 cottages and plots by the Athy 
No. 2 Rural District Council, and 2 acres and 28 perches for 2 
cottages and plots by the Cork Rural District Council; and, 
under Section 20 of the Act of 1906, to the purchase of 11 acres 
and 14 perches by the Cashel Rural District Council, of 31 acres 
3 roods and 10 perches by the Limerick No. 1 Rural District 
Council, and of 2 acres, together with a plot of 2 roods and 31 
perches and the buildings thereon, by the Gorey Rural District 
Council. 

Under the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906, petitions against 
Orders made by our Inspectors provisionally confirming improve- 
ment schemes may be presented to us or to the County Court 
having jurisdiction where the lands comprised in the schemes 
are situated. The number of petitions presented to us since the 
Act came into operation, in respect of cases where the prescribed 
period for lodgment of petitions against the Orders expired on or 
before 31st December, 1908, was 248, relating to 284 proposed 
cottages and 37 proposed allotments, and of these we confirmed 
the Orders as regards 210 cottages and 24 plots, and disallowed 
the remaining 74 cottages and 13 plots. The corresponding 
figures in relation to petitions to County Courts were 2,228 
appeals, affecting 2,636 proposed cottages and 187 plots, of 
which 1,410 cottages and 78 plots were confirmed, 1,102 cottages 
and 93 plots disallowed, and 124 cottages and 16 plots are still 
under consideration. 

We publish in the Appendix,® Tables (A, B, C, and D) setting 
out the particulars regarding past and pending operations under 
the Acts which are required by Section 30 of the Act of 1906 and 
by Article 66 of the Labourers (Ireland) Order, 1906. 

Table A gives general statistics as to what has already been 
done by local authorities under authorised improvement schemes, 
and as to the rents charged for cottages and plots. It will be seen 
that 45,288 cottages have been authorised, of which 24,647 have 
been provided, and 24,547 actually let. The rents paid during 
the year amounted to £60, 235, and the arrears on 31st March 
were £5,052. 

Table B gives details of the last completed scheme in each 
rural district, including the amount of expenses incurred in con- 
nection with its preparation and confirmation.

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Loans Sanctioned. 


Table C sets forth the general financial aspect of past schemes, 
including the amounts of loans received, the poundage rates 
levied, and the annual outlay under various heads. 

Table D shows that further improvement schemes have been 
submitted for approval, or are being framed by district councils, 
proposing 3,875 cottages with garden allotments, 1.091 additional 
allotments to cottages already authorised, 122 acres to be let in 
allotments to persons who are not tenants to local authorities of 
dwelling-houses, and 92 acres to be parcelled out in allotiftents 
for labourers living in villages and towns. The total estimated 
cost of these pending schemes is £765,400. 

A Table is also given showing that during the year we sanc- 
tioned loans in respect of 144 rural districts, amounting to 
£2,137,539. This sum, added to the amount of loans previously 
sanctioned, makes a total authorised to be borrowed since the 
passing of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, of £6,451,888, of 
which £2,815,754 will be issuable by the Irish Land Commission 
out of the fund of £4,260,000 provided for the purposes of the 
Labourers Acts by Section 16 of the Act of 1906. 

VI. — Loans sanctioned fob Housing Schemes, and under the 
Public Health, &a, Acts. 

1. Housing of the Working Classes ( Ireland ) Acts, 1890 to 1908. 

These enactments authorise the sanctioning of loans for the pur- 
pose of enabling Urban Sanitary Authorities and the Commis- 
sioners of Towns which are not Urban Sanitary Districts to pro- 
vide housing accommodation for the working classes. 

The Housing of the Working Classes (Ireland) Act, 1908, 
which supplements previous Housing enactments, authorises the 
issuing of loans for the purposes of the Acts on somewhat more 
favourable terms as regards periods for repayment and rate of 
interest than those hitherto obtaining. These advantages, to 
which are to be added the removal of the restriction on borrowing 
imposed by Sect. 238 (2) of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 
and the establishment of the Irish Housing Fund, have induced 
many local authorities to formulate schemes under the Acts, 
which, in due course, will be submitted to us for approval. 

In the cases of some loans sanctioned before the 31st of March 
the benefits conferred by the Irish Housing Fund, established by 
Section 5 of the Act of 1908, will be made applicable. 

Act of 1890, Part III. 

We sanctioned the following loans applied for by the Councils 
of the following Urban Districts under this Part of the Act: — 
Armagh, £700; Athlone, £4,000; Enniscorthy, £3,700; Fer- 
moy, £4,350; Kells, £1,900; Kingstown, £9,000 and £563, the 
last-mentioned being supplemental for the purpose of completing 
a scheme already undertaken by the Council. These loans added 
to £759,699, mentioned in our last Report, make a total of 
£783,912 sanctioned for the purposes of this part of the Act. 
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2. Public Health ( Ireland ) Acts, 1878 to 1907, and certain local 

Acts. 

Schemes for Sewerage, Water Supply, and other local improve- 
ments are carried out by Sanitary Authorities in Urban, Rural, 
and United Districts (Urban and Rural) chiefly by means of 
loans which we sanction in pursuance of sections 237 and ^47 of 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and of certain local 
enactments. The loans sanctioned for these purposes during 
the year amounted to £214,010. 

3. The Small Dwellings Acquisition Act, 1899. 

On the application of the Corporations of Belfast and Dublin 
and of the Bray Urban District Council we sanctioned loans of 
£10,000, £10,000, and £1,000, respectively,. during the year for 
the purpose of enabling these local authorities to make advances 
to persons to acquire the ownership of houses under the provisions 
of the Act, and advances made by the Corporation of Belfast 
amount to £1,015, by the Corporation of Dublin to £11,331, in- 
cluding advances provided for under a previous loan, and by the 
Bray Urban District Council to £512. 

Section 237 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, applies 
to borrowings for the purpose of this enactment, and of the 
Housing of the Working Classes Acts, and the loans sanctioned 
by us for these purposes, and for public health purposes as 
mentioned under heading 2, amounted to £259,223, which, .added 
to the sums previously sanctioned under these heads, gives a 
total of £8,226,477. 

Detailed lists of all loans sanctioned during the year 
will be found in the Appendix* from which it will 
be seen that, in addition to those specifically referred 
to here, we sanctioned loans of £1,250 and £10,000, for the pro- 
vision of a Technical School and a Technical Institute in the 
Urban District of Bangor and the City of Limerick, respectively, 
£10,000 for the extension of the Technical Institute in the City 
of Belfast, and £100 on the application of the County Council of 
Kildare for the improvement of the Technical School at Naas.

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2. Grants under the Prohate Duties (Scotland, and Ireland ) 
Act, 1888,— the Death Duty Grant,— and under Section 48 
of the Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1898, — the Agri- 
cultural Grant. 

"Under Section 19 of the Finance Act, 1894 (B7 and 58 Vic., 
chap. 30), the Grant provided by the first of the above enact- 
ments which was formerly payable out of Probate Duties is now 
payable out of the Estate Duty derived from personal property, 
and is known as the Death Duty Grant. 

This grant forms the first item of the cash portion of the 
Guarantee Fund established under the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, to meet deficiences in the land purchase 
account in respect of dividends on land stock and sinking fund 
payments, and the sums required for these purposes, in the case 
of each county, are withdrawn from the Fund under certificates 
of the Land Commission. By the Irish Land Act, 1903, the 
Agricultural Grant of £727,655* a year provided by the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, is added to and made applicable 
to the purposes of the cash portion of the Guarantee Fund next 
after the Death Duty Grant, and charges on the Fund resulting 
from operations under the Act of 1903, are also, in the case of 
each county, withdrawn under certificates of the Commissioners 
of National Debt. 

On the occasion of the distribution of the second instalment 
of the Death Duty Grant for the year ended in March last it 
appeared by certificates of the official bodies referred to, copies 
of which were supplied to us, that the net liabilities of the coun- 
ties withdrawn from the Guarantee Fund varied from £421 
Is. Id. in Carlow to £5,641 7s. 3d. in Cork, the total amounting to 
£56,202 4s. 6d., and adjustment of the sums withdrawn became 
necessary in the case of each county, between the shares of the 
public bodies in the county who are entitled to the Grant, viz., 
Boards of Guardians and’ Road Authorities. In four counties, 
hereafter mentioned, the shares of these bodies were not sufficient 
to discharge the liabilities shown by the certificates, and the half- 
yearly payment of the Agricultural Grant was drawn on to make 
good the deficiencies.

In some cases there were no appeals against the Auditors de- 
cisions : in others, the question of appeal did not arise, the various 
items of expenditure, to which exception was taken, having been 
lodged before the completion of audit, thus obviating the necessity 
of formally disallowing them.

XI. — Departmental Arrangements. 

Mr. Henry Courtenay, I.S.O., one of our Assistant Secretaries, 
retired in the Autumn of last year under Clause 10 of the Order 
in Council of 15th August, 1890, having served for 42 years in 
the Registry of Deeds and in this Office, and we appointed one of 
our Senior Clerks, Mr. J. E. Devlin, to the vacancy. 
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Departm enta l A rrang em ents. 

Under this rule also one of our Poor Law Inspectors, Colonel 
T. Y. L. Kirkwood, D.L., was placed on the retired list last 
August after 17 years’ service in that capacity, and Mr. R. P. 
Fitzpatrick (who was the senior eligible member of the staff of 
temporary Inspectors) was appointed to the permanent post. 
We desire to place on record our appreciation of the faithful 
and meritorious service rendered by these officers. 

A re-organization of our Audit Staff was, with the approval 
of the Treasury, effected during the year. After a trial extending 
over some years of the system of appointing Clerks on the Estab- 
lishment to assist certain of the Senior Auditors in routine 
clerical work, it was considered desirable to bring this arrange- 
ment to an end and to strengthen the Staff of Auditors by making 
three additional appointments. A new system of classification 
was adopted, with a revised scale of remuneration for future 
appointments. The following classes of persons are now eligible 
for the post of Auditor, viz. : — 

(o) Practising Barristers or Solicitors; 

(b) Persons holding certificates or diplomas in Accountancy 
granted by — 

(1) The Institute of Chartered Accountants, 

(2) The Society of Incorporated Accountants in 
Ireland, or 

(3) The Irish Association of Corporate Accountants; 

(c) Officers of the Local Government Board or of the 
Accounts Branch of anj^ Public Department of not less 
than ten years’ service. 

The office of Auditor has been placed under the operation of 
Section 4 of the Superannuation Act, 1859. 

Under the new regulations we appointed Messrs. R. J. Baker, 
F.R.C.A. ; Richard Grubb, B.L. ; and M. Cosgrave, B.L., to be 
Junior Auditors. 

An addition has been made to the clerical establishment to 
overtake the large amount of work devolving on us in connection 
with the determination of appeals on claims and questions under 
the Old Age Pensions Act, 1908.

REPORT BY DR. E. COEY BIGGER, MEDICAL INSPECTOR, 
ON TUBERCULOSIS, INCLUDING THE TREATMENT 
OP SURGICAL TUBERCULOSIS. 

To the Local .Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit the following report dealing with 
some points in connection with the general question of tubercu- 
losis, but more particularly with regard to sanatorium treatment 
and the treatment of surgical tuberculosis. 

In my former reports on this subject, I dealt with the necessity 
for the establishment of sanatoriums and dispensaries, and I dweit 
on the dangers arising from the use of milk of tuberculous cows. 
I also pointed out how essential it is to improve the general health 
of the people, which can be best accomplisheu by improved hous- 
ing, and above all by sufficient and wholesome food ; thus raising 
their power of resistance, which is the natural barrier against 
tuberculosis and other diseases. 

During the past year several Boards of Guardians have im- 
proved their arrangements for the isolation of patients suffering 
from consumption. These arrangements, in the majority of 
Unions, consist of two wards (one for each sex) and they can 
be only looked upon at best as providing isolation to some extent 
for the patients suffering from consumption, thus removing a 
source of danger to the ordinary infirmary patients. The isola- 
tion of the consumptives, although very desirable, confers no 
advantage on them, rather the reverse, as these special wards 
are frequentH small, and the consumptives isolated in them 
feel that the arrangements are less agreeable than those for the 
other patients who are located in the large general wards. The 
result of this change has a tendency not alone to drive the 
consumptives out of the Union Infirmaries, but also prevents 
consumptives entering the infirmaries, which from every point 
of view is much to be regretted. The result is shown in the 
reduction in the number of deaths from consumption in the 
Union W orkkouses since 1899. This is all the more remarkable 
as the county infirmaries formerly admitted cases of consumption, 
but of late years they have refused to admit them. There is a 
striking contrast between the Unions such as those indicated 
and those where suitable provision is made for the isolation and 
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treatment of patients suffering from this disease, as instanced in 
the South Dublin Workhouse, and the Abbey Sanatorium, Bel- 
fast. In both of these institutions the number of consumptives 
admitted has steadily increased during the past few years, and 
there can be no doubt that the same result would follow in other 
places if suitable arrangements were made, not alone for the 
isolation, but also for the treatment of patients suffering from 
this disease. It is characteristic of the disease that patients, 
even those in an advanced stage, are not without hope of re- 
covery, and they will readily enter an institution where the 
arrangements are such as to increase their hope, whereas they 
will not voluntarily enter merely for the sake of being isolated. 
“ Director Meyer, of Berlin, in a paper on the case of patients 
in the advanced stage of pulmonary tuberculosis, dwelt on the 
risk of infection in such cases, particularly under unfavourable 
domestic conditions. He emphasised very properly the need for 
making institutions for such patients as comfortable and agree- 
able as possible, the idea of segregation not being brought into 
prominence. He also urged the desirability of holding out. some 
prospect of recovery to each individual patient — a most desirable 
step in view of the occasional recovery of apparently hopeless 
cases.” * 

The object of pointing out the adverse working of the present 
system of isolating the consumptives in the Union Infirmaries is 
not for the purpose of drawing attention to the unsuitable . ar- 
rangements, which in many cases are the best that can be devised 
in the existing buildings as at present occupied, but rather to 
direct attention to the effect which is the reverse of what is 
most to be desired — the segregation of consumptives, more par- 
ticularly those in an advanced stage of the disease and who 
have not suitable accommodation at home. With the contem- 
plated reform of the Poor Law system, the present might be 
considered a favourable time to review the position as far as. the 
treatment of tuberculosis is concerned, and indicate what might 
take its place. The most feasible is the adoption of the scheme 
as outlined in The Royal and Vice-Regal reports on Poor Law 


Reform. , . _ 

The Guardians of the South Dublin Union have good reason 
to be thoroughly satisfied with the excellent results obtained by 
their Medical Officers with the use of Professor Deny s Tuberculin 
in the treatment of the patients in their consumptive hospitals ; 
the following is the result for the year ending 31st March, 1909 :

of th^I^ernationalCongress on Tuberculosis, held at Washington, 1908. 
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to be keeping well and at work. 18 of those treated died, 
5 having completed the course, but their condition was com- 
plicated by secondary foci of disease. The others only received 
from 2 to 8 injections each and included 2 tubercular meningitis, 
2 ^ general tuberculosis, 7 acute pulmonary with both lungs 
affected, and 2 multiple joint cases. Twenty-one patients left or 
were removed from hospital during their treatment, and 27 
remained in hospital under treatment at the end of the 3 r ear. 
As regards the important question of the permanence of the 
result of tuberculin treatment, the Medical Officer mentions that 
8 patients were exhibited at the Royal Academy of Medicine 
in Ireland in the years 1905, 1907 and 1908, and records of 
whose cases and treatment are to be found in the Academy 
transactions for these years, are all in good health and earning 
their own livelihood. He hopes next year to publish records of 
patients treated in the South Dublin Union hospitals as far as 
they can be traced since 1905. The total number of tubercular 
patients admitted during the year was 817, of whom 241 died. 
1,335 sick children were admitted to the nursery or children's 
hospital during the year, of whom 124 died; of these 59 or 47.2 
per cent, died from some form of tuberculosis." 

The Abbey Sanatorium, Belfast, is now thoroughly equipped 
and in full working order. The Guardians may well be proud 
of the institution, which is the largest in Ireland. The build- 
ings were erected to accommodate 265 patients, which was 
between 40 and 50 patients more than the maximum number 
previously under treatment in the Union Infirmary, but the 
accommodation is now found to be too small, not only has every 
available bed been occupied throughout the year, but there are 
constantly between 80 and 100 patients in the Union Infirmary 
waiting for admission to the Sanatorium, thus showing how 
admission to the Abbey Sanatorium is sought after. The accounts 
of the expenditure in connection with the sanatorium have been 
kept separate from the other Union accounts during the past 
year, and the average cost per patient has been ascertained to 
be 17s. 4d. per week for all charges, interest on loans included. 

Tuberculin treatment has only recently been tried at the Abbey, 
and it is too soon to draw any conclusions as to its effect. 

In this connection I may mention that the Corporation of 
Belfast have made arrangements with the Forster Green Sana- 
torium for 35 beds, to be set apart for the use of patients 
nominated by the Public Health Committee, at an annual cost 
of £3,185. The Coporation have five female Sanitary Officers, 
who devote their entire time to visiting the homes of tubercular 
patients. There is also a tuberculosis dispensary situated in a 
central position in the city, with a nurse who attends to patients 
in their own homes. The possibilities of this dispensary when 
thoroughly established, in a more suitable and properly equipped 
building, are very great, as it would be capable of reaching for 
the purposes of advice and treatment, large numbers of consump- 
tives, and in this way can do a greater amount of good in pro- 
portion to the expenditure than any other agency. The Women’s 
National Health Association also employ "a nurse to visit the 
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homes of tubercular patients. Thus there are two nurses and 
five female Sanitary Officers, whose principal duty it is to visit 
and assist the tubercular patients at home. 

With all these forces earnestly striving to combat the ravages 
of tuberculosis, good and effective work should be accomplished, 
but I mink more efficient direction and co-ordination is required 
if the best results are to be attained. All the agencies require to 
be brought into more intimate connection, which could be effected 
by a central committee of representatives from all the bodies 
concerned, this committee would be cognisant of the work of 
each body and would make suggestions for the guidance of them, 
without in any way interfering with their management of the 
Abbey or Forster Green Sanatoriums, or with the officers of the 
Tuberculosis Dispensary or Corporation. 

The Joint Hospital Board of the County and City of Cork 
have lost no time in hastening on the erection of their Sana- 
torium at Streamhill. The buildings will be completed by the 
end of summer. It is expected that the Sanatorium will be com- 
plete and ready for me reception of patients early next year. 

A Provisional Order for the establishment of the Dublin Joint 
Hospital Board was made in 1907. After the members of the 
Board were appointed they immediately advertised for suitable 
sites for a Sanatorium, and in response they received a large 
number of offers. Professor McWeeney was requested to report 
on a number of the sites, and he selected Verschoyle’s Hill, near 
Brittas, as being the most suitable. The Joint Hospital Board 
endorsed his opinion and purchased the site, which is a most 
desirable one consisting of about 300 acres. An architect has 
been appointed and plans are being prepared. 

The Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, which comes into 
force on the 1st July, is sure to give a further impetus to the 
whole movement, if the Act is generally adopted as it ought to 
be by the County and District Councils. Without going into the 
details of the Act, I would wish to draw special attention to one 
point, viz., that the Act gives power to the different County 
Councils to “ provide hospitals and dispensaries for the treatment 
of inhabitants of their county suffering from tuberculosis.” It is 
well known that patients suffering from Struma, Scrofula, tuber- 
cular disease of bones and joints, etc., and indeed all forms of 
surgical tuberculosis, are capable of rapid improvement and in 
many cases complete arrest of the disease, provided suitable 
treatment is afforded. This form of tuberculosis has of recent 
years been greatly on the increase, and any measures that will 
bring relief to these sufferers, who in the majority of cases are 
children or young adults, must prove a vast boon to them, and 
an economic gain to the community. Her Excellency the Countess 
of Aberdeen, who has been indefatigable in her noble endeavours 
to relieve all forms of tuberculosis, has given much thought to 
this particular form of this disease, and the idea occurred to 
Her Excellency that, as some of the Coastguard stations were 
going to be discontinued as such, they could be made into admir- 
able hospitals for the treatment of surgical tuberculosis not re- 
quiring operation and for cases before and after operation. It 
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might be well to emphasise the fact that such patients are not 
infectious, and consequently there would be no risk whatever to 
those living in close proximity to these hospitals or convalescent 
homes. Although the coastguard stations are, as a rule, well 
situated, still only those stations considered to be best suited 
for the purpose need be selected. If the Government would hand 
over some selected stations and the County Councils could be 
induced to accept them for the purpose of converting them into 
hospitals, the difficulties in obtaining sites, the cost of erecting 
buildings, and the loss of a considerable amount of time would 
be obviated, so that only a comparatively short time need elapse 
from the handing over of the stations till they could be equipped 
and ready to receive patients for treatment. Probably the best 
method for administering such hospitals would be as Auxiliaries 
in connection with the County Infirmaries. These Infirmaries 
are maintained for the most part by the County Councils, and 
there would be economy if these new hospitals were established 
as Auxiliaries to them with their existing machinery already in 
working order. Another advantage would be that, as many 
patients- suffering from surgical tuberculosis are treated in the 
County Infirmaries, some of them would be greatly benefited by 
a change to the seaside; these could be transferred to these new 
hospitals, and patients requiring operation could be transferred 
to the County Infirmaries. Furthermore, one nursing staff could 
do the nursing in both institutions. Such an arrangement could 
be carried into effect under the Tuberculosis Prevention Act 
without waiting for further legislation.

REPORTS OR THE WORK OP THE VACCINE DEPART- 
MENT FOR THE YEAR ENDED 31st MARCH, 1909. 

(i.) Report of Secretary of Vaccine Department. 

Since we started issuing calf lymph in the year 1900, no com- 
plaints of any injurious effects having been caused by its use at 
the Institution have ever been made to me, and, considering the 
careful manner in which it is bacteriologically examined by Dr. 
McWeeney, and tested here by me, after having been most care- 
fully prepared by Dr. Denham, I consider it impossible that any 
deleterious material could be mixed with glycerinated calf lymph 
issued from this Department. This opinion of mine is streng- 
thened by the fact that I have never received any complaint from 
any of my correspondents. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1909, I had only five 
primary failures, which were subsecpiently successfully vacci- 
nated with humanised vaccine lymph. I look upon these cases 
as those who cannot be successfully vaccinated with glycerinated 
lymph, as other cases vaccinated from the same sources were 
successful. 

As in past years the failures with our glycerinated calf lymph 
reported by public vaccinators usually occurred during the 
months of July, August, and September, I venture to suggest 
that during these months our correspondents should only ask for 
small supplies of lymph at a time, and that they should use 
them as soon as possible after receiving them. 

During the year I had two cases in which supernumerary 
vesicles appeared around the original vesicles, due, I think, to 
the infants being very susceptible to vaccination. 

I had a few cases of impetigo and eczema attacking the crusts 
after vaccination, but they all readily yielded to proper treatment. 

A few cases, unsuccessful with calf lymph, were subsequently 
successfully vaccinated by the arm to arm method with 
humanised vaccine lymph.' I, therefore, think that it should 
be impressed on public vaccinators that they should try this 
method before they proceed to fill in a certificate of insuscepti- 
bility to the vaccine disease, which, I am glad to say I have 
never had to do. 

The various lymphs I received from Dr. J. Knox Denham, dur- 
in° - the year and retained, were, I consider, most satisfactory. I 
had to reject four lymphs on first trial, and had to return some 
tubes from three other sources, which, although at first active, 
subsequently lost some of their activity. _ 

I am "lad to say that the public vaccinators are sending m their 
result forms much better than they have done in the past.

(ii.) Bepobt of Bacteriologist to the Local Government Board. 

84 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

I have the honour to report that during the year ended March 
31st, 1909, the bacteriological control of the vaccine lymph pre- 
pared at Sandymouht by Dr. Knox Denham has been carried out 
by me along the same lines as heretofore and with similar results. 

I have carefully and systematically examined every batch of 
fymph before its issue to the public vaccinators, and I have 
always found it pure and free from organisms capable of injur- 
iously affecting tne human economy. Even supposing injurious 
organisms to have obtained access to the lymph, and to have 
escaped detection, the process of glycerination to which the lvmph 
is subjected would not only prevent their multiplication, but 
would deprive them of their virulence long before the product is 
issued for general vaccination. 

I find the bacterial flora of the samples of glycerinated pulp 
submitted to me for examination to be remarkably constant. It 
consists normally of staphylococci, which are so uniformly pre- 
sent in the epidermal follicles and glandular recesses of the calf’s 
skin that it may be regarded as practically impossible to collect 
calf lymph without these organisms. Thev vary in their pigment- 
forming power, some forming colourless or whitish colonies 
whilst others appear bright yellow, all intermediate stages being 
often represented on the same plate culture. . The peripheral 
colonies are usually more deeply tinged than those situated nearer 
the centre, owing, doubtless, to greater luxuriance, in the absence 
of overcrowding. The lymph collected from some calves pro- 
duces only whitish colonies, and of late I have encountered as the 
prevailing type in the product of the last half-dozen calves, a 
peculiar type^ of colony, closely resembling the objectionable 
streptococcus in its small size and translucent appearance. The 
organism proves, however, on subculture, to be a genuine staplw- 
lococcus, liquefying the gelatine and behaving typicallv in other 
respects. 
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A highly satisfactory feature of the bacteriological examina- 
tions during the year under notice has been the comparative rarity 
of the occasions on which organisms which may be regarded as 
essentially extraneous, such as Bacillus subtilis, B. mesentericus 
Proteus vulgaris, etc., have appeared in the lymph. In no year 
since the present system was inaugurated, have I come across so 
few of these intruders. This indicates uniformity of procedure 
and cleanliness of manipulation. Having become thoroughly 
familiar with the normal flora of the lymph, I can readily detect 
any unusual or unfamiliar visitant. During the past year I 
have only noted one_ such appearance, viz. : on a plate made from 
calf No. 3B1, vaccinated on October 29th, from which I isolated, 
and have since kept in pure culture, a species of streptothrix. 

After carefully comparing the reports of Dr. Montgomery, as 
to vaccinal efficacy, with my own bacteriological results, I am 
led to conclude that there exists no co-relation between them. 
I find, however, that a sudden and early fall in the number of 
coccus colonies on the tymph plate, generally portends premature 
loss of vaccinal activity. It would appear that the cause, what- 
ever it may be, which cuts short the vitality of the skin cocci, 
acts in the same way on the unknown causative organisms of 
vaccina. To this rule chloroform vapour would appear to be 
no exception. In a trial which we made with it, the micro- 
organismal content of the pulp was certainly much reduced, but 
its vaccinal power proved to have been diminished to a serious 
extent as compared with that of the remainder of the same batch 
which was worked up as usual. 

There are several points in regard to which Dr. Knox Denham 
has introduced modifications of technique with which he will 
himself deal in his report to the Board. So far, the results would 
seem to be quite satisfactory both vaccinally and bacteriologi- 
cally. But it is not until they have stood the test of a period of 
very warm weather that a final opinion can be arrived at as to 
their permanent value. 

I have carefully inspected the Sandymount Laboratory, and 
have found Dr. Knox Denham’s apparatus and arrangements to be 
in accordance with the requirements of the best modern practice.

During the year the lymph collected from 14 calves proved 
unsatisfactory from a vaccinal point of view, being either initially 
inactive, or becoming so soon after collection. On its inactivity 
being discovered, the issue (if any) was immediately stopped, and 
the stock destroyed. 

At the request of the Board, these failures formed the subject 
of a joint investigation by those concerned in the production and 
control of the lymph, and a report thereon was forwarded to the 
Board. In this connection I thought it advisable to pay a visit 
of inspection to the principal lymph-producing stations on the 
Continent, and I gladly take this opportunity of acknowledging 
the courtesy with which I was received by the Directors of these 
Institutes, and the trouble they took to make me acquainted with 
their particular methods. 

On my return I introduced certain modifications in the mode 
of procedure previously followed. Thus, for example, the lymph 
is now stored at a much lower temperature than heretofore, viz. : 
not exceeding 1 C. Formerly it was kept in a chamber cooled 
by Vartry water flowing through Leiter’s tubes ; it is now kept in 
an ice chamber. I am convinced that this storage, at a low 
temperature, is a most important point, and, in view of the fact 
that storage at a lower temperature than that of the atmosphere is 
impossible in the case of Public Vaccinators, it would be well 
to impress on them the importance of only ordering lymph in 
such quantities as they can use immediately.

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REPORT OF THE PHARMACIST TO THE LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT BOARD ON THE ANALYSIS OP DRUGS, &c. 


12 th April, 1909. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report upon the working of my depart- 
ment during the past year, the results of which are not less 
satisfactory than those which I was able to present at the clos 
.of the preceding year. 

The number of Analysts’ certificates examined was: —

For Dispensaries, • 2,389 


In these certificates 9,056 samples of drugs were : dealt with 
of which 166 were certified to have failed to reach the standard 
laid down. 

These renresent 1'82 per cent, of the samples examined, and 
thmTpSSy better result is shown than in the year im- 
mediately preceding, when the percentage was 1 9. 

The deficiencies were found to be of a trifling character ; some 
of them possibly caused by want of sufficient care m putting p 
the samples; and only one really bad preparation came und 
notice during the year. 

The usual summaries are annexed, showing the average result 5 
obtained from the analysis of the leading galenical preparation . 
The only feature presented by them, which calls for notice is a 
slight fractional falling off m the percentage of alcohol in a few 
of the Tinctures, and a small increase m the number of samples 
rejected for deficiency in this ingredient. 

However, as the number of samples so rejected was only 36 out 
of a total of 4,245 containing alcohol as an ingredient Ool/j, 
there is little reason to complain. 

The chemicals examined were all, as usual, well up to standard.

The firms which obtain medicine contracts now are in a much 
better position to carry them out smoothly and satisfactorily 
than formerly, as they have made provision for standardizing ail 
preparations, and can send them out in full confidence that they 
are correct. J 

. a few unfavourable reports upon appliances, prin- 

cipal^ relating to dressings, &c, and in every case the articles 
complained of appear to have been replaced. 

ft is desirable that Medical Officers should at once report to 
the Board upon any instrument or appliance of which they have 
any reason to complain. Their notes attached to invoices some- 
times contain such complaints ; but as these do not come under 
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notice sometimes for six or eight months after date, no effective 
action can be taken upon them. 

Analysts. 

I have nothing to add to my observations of former years 
on the work of these officers. While some are exceedingly prompt 
in reporting, there is still much delay on the part of others. 

Medical Officers. 

The regulations affecting the ordering of medicines, and fur- 
nishing samples for analysis have been rather better carried out 
during the year. 

It has not been necessary to disallow recoupment in any case 
owing to failure to produce certificates of analysis ; but there are 
still too many instances of incorrect labelling of samples, and of 
forwarding quantities insufficient for complete analysis. 

Claims for Recoupment. 

The accounts for Medicines and for Medical and Surgical 
Appliances were again closely scrutinized in each half year, and 
the total expenditure was found to be on the low scale which has 
been reached in the last few years. 

The Medical Officers, as a body, have fallen in with the wishes 
of the Board in seeking to economise ; but there was, as usual, a 
limited number who failed to keep down expenditure within 
reasonable bounds. In a few cases the Board found it advisable 
to disallow recoupment on items which appeared to them to have 
been ordered witnout sufficient reason. 

Minor irregularities were reported, and duly dealt with by 
the Board.

REPORTS OP LADY INSPECTORS ON BOARDED-OUT 
CHILDREN. 

(i.) Report of Mrs. Dickie. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to present niv sixth annual report on the 
system of Boarding-out in Ireland. During the year ended 31st 
March, 1909, the system of Boarding-out has progressed, on the 
whole, satisfactorily in my district. The number of children 
treated in this way has been steadily increasing, and one or two 
Unions, in which no attempt to deal with children in this manner 
has previously been made, have taken steps towards introducing 
the system. 

The Boarding-out Committees already in existence continue 
to do good work, and one new Committee has recently been 
appointed. I have repeatedly dwelt on the need which exists for 
such a Committee wherever children are Boarded-out, and 
increasing experience convinces me that if the best results are to 
be obtained from, the Boarding-out system, an active and well 
directed Boarding-out Committee is an absolute necessity. 

The mere fact that such a Committee has been appointed is of 
no effect, unless the hearts of those who undertake the duties per- 
taining to it are in their work, nor is sympathy alone a sufficient 
qualification, unless it is accompanied by tact, and the working 
of the Committee, as a body, is directed by the intelligence and 
foresight of its President. 

The charm and defect of the system of Boarding-out is at 
once— if one may use the expression— its “ haphazardness.” The 
fact of its elasticity and freedom from officialism render it 
attractive to many, and the possibility of moulding still plastic 
human nature on right lines offers a field of never-ending effort 
to those who are really interested in child life. Unfortunately, 
however, the number of Boards of Guardians who have the time 
or the will to take an intelligent interest in the career of the' 
children whom they board-out is extremely limited, and infinite 
harm is done, not only to the children who pass through their 
hands, but to the nation at large and to succeeding generations, 
by the absence of a broad-minded policy directed by sympathy, 
understanding, and business capacity in dealing with the child- 
ren who come under their charge. 

The period of childhood and adolescence is by nature intended 
as the training ground for approaching manhood, and if that is 
not utilised with a definite aim, the product will be but waste. 
In the case of the children whose careers Pate has decreed shall 
be one of the most difficult problems with which modern Sociology 
has to deal, it is important to remember that Nature has made 
them more or less the same as children in other classes of life. 
Their predisposition to disease and evil may possibly be greater, 
and, if so, then the ground requires to be all the more thoroughly 
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and carefully prepared during the sowing time of early youth, 
than where this predisposition is non-existent. The problem for 
the Sociologist is not altered, but his difficulty in. finding a satis- 
factory solution is increased tenfold. 

This, then, should be the aim of every Board of Guardians 
which is responsible for rearing that section of the youth of the 
country which has the misfortune to be homeless and parentless — 
namely, to so rear each individual, physically, mentally, morally, 
and industrially, that he may be fitted to take a definite place in 
the ranks of our workers, to fill that place to his own honour 
and the advantage of his country, and from a position of 
dependence to be raised, not alone to one of independence, but 
to one in which, be it through moral worth, through good 
citizenship, or through actual earnings, he will add to the 
national wealth a larger amount than that of which his up- 
bringing has depleted it. 

This is a task which to many may seem well-nigh superhuman, 
and even to the more hopeful to flavour of the Utopian, but the 
hope of the future is in the children of the present, and when 
the children can be got hold of young enough, nothing is im- 
possible. 

For the children in the workhouse the difficulties of the 
Guardians are manifold, and on them it is not in my province 
to remark, but with the children who are Boarded-out, the 
Guardians have at least a free field for their labours, and the 
opportunity of making tests as to the possibility of eradicating 
pauperism by individual and intelligent treatment. The want 
of this constitutes, perhaps, the greatest defect in the Boarding- 
out system. Some Boards of Guardians in my district — and I 
am glad to say their number is increasing — do recognise that it 
is wisdom to apprentice a child to a trade, to train it for service, 
or to otherwise place it in definite employment when it reaches 
the age at which the law no longer permits them to maintain it. 
Examples of this are cases in which from the same Union two 
boys were apprenticed, one to the carpentry trade, the other to 
a well-known firm of contractors — fees being necessary in each 
case were unhesitatingly paid by the Guardians. One girl was 
trained for domestic service at the expense of another Board, and; 
although not a very hopeful case, started in a situation at £12 
per annum. Another former Boarded-out girl, who promised 
well, was refused help by her Board of Guardians. Happily 
for her, two ladies came to the rescue, and paid for her training. 
She is now earning £16 per annum, whereas had the policy of 
the Guardians who reared her been followed, she would probably 
be earning £6 or less. Other Guardians, though they cannot 
bring themselves to go to the expense of paying a fee for 
apprenticeship, at least make some effort to place children suit- 
ably, and endeavour to keep in touch with them, or to have 
a knowledge of their movements until they are more self-reliant. 
Although there is an indication that Guardians are becoming 
more alive to the necessity for starting Boarded-out children in 
life, nevertheless the progress in this direction is slow, and I 
regret to have to say a large number of Boards of Guardians 
are totally careless of what becomes of the children in after life.

This is due partly to a shortsighted fear of expenditure, and to 
Si failure to distinguish between what is productive expenditure, 
and what unproductive, and partly to lack of interest and general 
apathy. 

In some such Unions, on each Boarded-out child reaching the 
age of 15 years, its name is scored off the books, and its future 
depends entirely on the foster-parent in whose hands it may, at 
that critical moment, be. In others, the Guardians do not wait 
so long, but having, as soon as ten years of age is reached, 
reduced the amount allowed for maintenance to a nominal figure, 
they cut the child off altogether on the attainment of its thirteenth 
year. 

In Unions of this class, it would surely be necessary that 
children should only be placed in foster homes of the best class, 
and with people who took them from the highest motives, but 
these are the very Unions where the Guardians are satisfied with 
the lowest standard, and where all they desire is that they should 
not be troubled with the children again. When, after adverse 
reports, such Guardians are pressed to remove children to better 
homes, they solve, as they think, the difficulty by allowing the 
unsuitable foster parent “ to adopt ” the children. Little wonder 
is it that in such Unions returns to the workhouse frequently 
occur. These too, are the Unions where it is impossible to get 
Boarding-out Committees appointed, and this brings me to the 
point from which I started. The best results of the Boarding-out 
system, need not be expected, and cannot be obtained, unless it 
is worked by Committees of this sort, who will set themselves to 
deal with the children individually, trying to understand their 
wants and their capacities, and devoting themselves to the task 
of guiding the foster parents to develop the good and to restrain 
the evil of which each of these little human waifs is made up. 

I have no wish to advocate a species of official bondage for 
these children, but I am anxious to impress on Boards of Guar- 
dians who make use of the Boarding-out system the necessity for 
the individual treatment of each child, for the studied improve- 
ment of its condition from a physical as well as an educational 
standpoint, for the definite shaping of its future career and for 
the friendly supervision of its first essai in the world. 

An increasing number of Boards of Guardians are recognising 
the necessity for vesting in themselves a power of control over 
children up to the age of 18 years, as at present allowed by law, 
and are passing a resolution in accordance with the Poor Law 
A ct of 1899 over all children whom they board-out. This is a 
step in. the right direction, and the fact that Guardians are 
awakening to the necessity of having such a power, may lead 
to their paying closer attention to children of that age! 

Gradual improvement continues to be made in the class of 
foster home selected, and. as it is hoped that once placed in a 
home children will remain there till grown, it is impossible to 
be too careful in the selection. Constant moving about has an 
injurious effect on children, however young, and when grown it 
is desirable, if possible, to avoid removal. I have, however, 
found from experience that to leave a child in unsuitable sur- 
roundings. with the idea that it will not settle down amongst new

people, is. a mistake, and that it is better to risk this than to 
continue it where it is certainly misplaced. A very striking 
example of this occurred recently in my district, where a child 
had been for some years in a very rough unsuitable home. It 
had always been urged against her removal that she had been 
there so long, and that the people treated her as one ol their own. 
At length her removal was accomplished, and in my whole dis- 
trict I do not think I could point to a stronger example, 
comparatively speaking, of improvement mentally and physically 
than has taken place in the case of this girl within twelve 
months. 

The movement which is on foot for raising the hygienic 
standard in this country is an important one, and the more light 
which is spread on this subject the easier will it be to secure 
healthful surroundings ancl sanitary dwellings in which to placo 
Boarded-out children. The want of cleanliness in person and 
clothing, as -well as of air and of sunshine in the houses, is at 
the root of much of that disease which it is the object of this 
movement to stamp out. Amongst Boarded-out children a great 
improvement in these matters has taken place, and it rests with 
every Board of Guardians who send children to foster homes to 
raise the standard still higher, by insisting on close attention 
being paid to these points. With regard to matters of sanitation, 
there is unhappily often a reluctance on the part of Sanitary 
Authorities to put existing law into force. The health of rural 
districts could be much improved were the ordinary powers under 
the Public Health Act made use of. Cases have arisen where, 
owing to the presence of a Boarded-out child in a house, pressure 
was brought to bear, which resulted in very important sanitary 
improvement, but many cases remain where, notwithstanding 
frequent reports, no action has been taken. In some portions of 
my district simple lectures have recently been given dealing 
with sanitation and hygiene generally, and as these wmre largely 
attended, it is hoped they may bear good fruit. In particular, 
a movement is spreading to introduce the teaching of cookery 
into every girls’ National School, and the Boarding-out Com- 
mittee for that district, which has practically the direction of 
the health movement in hands, is pressing for this important 
step. I am glad to observe that the question of the cleansing 
and ventilation of National Schools, to which I have for years 
been drawing attention, is at length coming to the forefront, 
and as the presence of Boarded-out children in these schools is 
becoming more regular, I trust, in the future, the dangers, from 
a physical point of view, which lurk within their w r alls, will be 
less terrible. The dutv which rests on Boards of Guardians to 
devote close attention in matters of this sort is specially shown 
in cases where a large percentage of the school roll consists of 
children for whose well-being they are responsible. It is a 
matter for regret that we have not as yet in this country any open 
air schools. Occasionally, in summer weather, one comes across 
a more than usually enlightened master teaching his school 
under the hedge-row, but the distinct open air school, for the 
anwraic and backward child, is as yet an unknown quantity. 
Unhappily the children whom the Poor Law sends to the Notional 
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Schools are frequently, to put it mildly, “ below par ” — some- 
times as the result of parental neglect or parental ill-doing, and 
sometimes the result of workhouse upbringing, acting on an 
already inferior intelligence or physique. Children of this class 
would be much improved did we possess schools of the Waldscliule 
type. In this country we suffer, too, from the want of schools 
for the defective. Amongst the children "with whom the Poor 
Law has to deal we find many who may be classed as such, 
and who are unfit for the curriculum of the ordinary elementary 
school. These children afford an almost insoluble problem. As 
a matter of fact, they should not be Boarded-out at all, but at 
present there is no alternative except the workhouse, and 
although for the hopelessly weak-minded it is safer to keep them 
there, for the more hopeful cases this course means destruction. 

When their time as Boarded-out children is finished, it is 
almost impossible to find them suitable employment, and return 
to the workhouse is inevitable. Were it possible to deal with 
them as defective earlier in life, they might be either improved 
by education suited to their needs, or at least directed into 
channels of employment which would save them from the abyss 
of workhouse life. Amongst Boarded-out children, I have 
steadily discouraged the sending of infants to school before the 
age of six. In some cases foster-parents are glad to get rid of 
them, as indeed they are of their own, but, happily for the 
infants, schools are, as a rule, too distant, and in cases where 
this, is not so, the foster-mothers are usually willing to listen to 
advice. Even when children do begin to attend, the hours of 
-attendance are too long for infants of six, who would be better 
without learning in their brains than without a meal in their 
stomachs for six or seven hours at a stretch. In one or two 
cases of.Boarded-out children I deemed it advisable to recommend 
suspension of their school attendance for some months, with good 
results. In the case, however, of grown children, the attendances 
in the majority of Unions have, by dint of pressure, become 
regular, as they should be, and I hold that this is a point which 
should be insisted upon. The percentage of attendances required 
bv law in this. country is too low for educational advancement, 
and the Guardians, who have the power to do so, should require 
an absolutely regular attendance from Boarded-out children, 
unless certified to be medically unfit. 

Difficulty occurs from time to time with children, and more 
particularly with boys, as they approach the age of 14 years, 
and.it seems to me that the class of education at present in vogue 
is singularly unfitted to many lads of this age. The cause of 
the unrest which seems to render such dissatisfied with school, 
and discontented at home, is probably mere physical energy 
which requires to be directed into proper channels. Boys "of 
this class are. often not . inclined for head-work, and their’ acti- 
vities being either misdirected or entirely undirected, lead them 
into mischief of one kind or another, which may end in the 
wreck of an otherwise promising life. If schools existed which 
afforded opportunities for manual employment, this class of boy 
who frequently presents a problem of much difficulty to Guardians, 
might be successfully dealt with. In many cases boys of this 
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type would do well if sent to Training Ships, as is so frequently 
done in England, but unfortunately the cost of the best of these 
ships is high, and Guardians are unwilling to incur the expense. 
Gould they be persuaded to take a different view it would, in 
my opinion, be the saving of much really good human material 
which, in the frequent course from the school truant to the 
criminal, becomes not merely wasted, but a continual drain on 
the resources of the nation. At present the only course open in 
dealing with such boys is for Guardians to put them at once 
into, employment. This is certainly the lesser of two evils, but 
as a rule I deprecate the tendency which still exists to put 
children to work at so early an age. In some of the Unions of 
my district they go at once, be it as half-timers or as full-timers, 
into factories or mills. Where the troublesome boy is concerned, 
this is, no doubt, an immediately cheap method of disposing of 
him, but in the long run his frequently deteriorated physique, 
and shortened period of wage-earning, render him a national 
asset of little worth. With girls, the effect of too early associa- 
tion with mill or factory life too often results in moral as well 
as physical wreckage. Ear wiser policy would it be to let these 
children become, as indeed all other children should be, strong 
in body and strong in character before they entered upon the 
trials of industrial life. With children in the agricultural dis- 
tricts the dangers of too early employment are not loss pressing, 
although different. Unhappily instances still occur where Guar- 
dians try to hire out children when they reach the age of 12 
years, but these are rarer than formerly, and many Boards wait 
at least until 14 years of age are reached. With employment in 
the country nothing is more difficult to ascertain than the actual 
work which the child is required to do, nor does the child 
himself give much assistance in this respect. Much as the 
overwork of boys may injuriously affect them in after life, I 
am of opinion that it is nothing compared to the ill effects which 
the dragging about of heavy infants may have on little half- 
grown girls, and unfortunately it is usually for this occupation 
they are most sought. Some improvement is noticeable in the 
wages asked by Guardians for the children whom they hire out, 
and in the majority of Unions they are providing them with 
a better outfit on going to their first situation. Believing Officers 
are, I think, taking greater pains to enforce the payment of 
wages to these children, but even with supervision it is difficult 
to avoid cross-accounts, which render checking well-nigh im- 
possible. I have observed an increasing tendency amongst 
persons in distant country Unions to look for hired-out children 
from city Unions instead of from their own or neighbouring 
■ones. Although it would be pleasant to think that city boys or 
girls were finding comfortable homes amongst rural surround- 
ings which, from many points of view, must affect them bene- 
ficially, I confess I am sceptical of the wisdom of entrusting 
children to remote spots, where supervision must of necessity be 
inadequate, but I forbear to express any further opinion until 
time has given an opportunity for forming a judgment based 
on facts. 
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The year 1908 stands alone in the history of the country as 
that in which the child life of the State has been legally recog- 
nised as all-important. An Act of Parliament solely concerned 
with the health and morals of childhood cannot but have a far- 
reaching effect on future generations, if only it is backed up bv 
public opinion, and even in this country, where we are often 
charged with being sadly lacking in this respect, there is every 
indication the Children’s Charter will receive support. In my 
district, in which I have frequently been compelled to remark 
on the fact that the Infant Life Protection Act of 1907 remained 
practically a dead letter, the approach of the day on which the 
Children’s Act, 1908, became law witnessed a remarkable 
activity regarding, and interest in, its provisions. I am glad to 
be able to say that some of my Boarcling-out Committees are 
throwing themselves in a whole-hearted manner into the working 
of Part 1 of the Act, in which the Infant Life Protection Act 
is not only re-enacted, but is strengthened. So far as my know- 
ledge goes, I do not think that we have in this country many, 
if any, of those terrible oases of baby-farming of which one 
hears in the Sister Isle. There is no doubt, however, that 
through ignorance, dirt and neglect, which, although possibly 
unintentional, nevertheless becomes criminal when it injuriously 
affects these atoms of humanity, an appalling amount of infant 
mortality takes place. I am glad, therefore, that Boarding-out 
Committees are themselves asking the Guardians to entrust the 
work of visitors under this Act to them, and while it may, at 
the same time, be found advisable to appoint a paid official for 
the purpose of tracing cases or undertaking prosecution, a wide 
field for useful work, if tactfully performed, is thus opened,

(ii.) Report of Miss FitzGerald Kenney. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I, have the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 
ending March 31st, 1909, upon the working of the Board- 
ing-out System, ihe Hiring-out System, and the Infant Life 
Protection Act of 1897 in my district. 

The Boarding-out Sj'stem is now administered on a well 
established basis in the southern half of Ireland, and there are few 
facts of importance to be noted as occurring during the year. But 
it has shown a steady increase in the number of cases dealt with, 
and it is evident that the various Boards of Guardians have 
now come to concur in the opinion widely held elsewhere that 
the worst of all trainings to lit a boy or girl for the battle of 
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life is a workhouse training', and that of the other possible alter- 
natives the Boarding-out System affords the best prospects of 
success. It will be seen from the tables annexed to the Board’s 
Report that the total number of children boarded-out in almost 
all the Unions in my district has increased. There are now 
1,495 such children under my inspection (only one child in my 
district being placed in a certified school)! 1 ). While the increase 
in boarding-out is almost everywhere remarkable, m several 
Unions it is specially so. Moreover, since my report for 1907-8, 
the Guardians of Corrofm, Groom, Ballinrobe (*), Kilra.acth.omas, 
Skull, Ougliterard, and Scariff (*) have put in force tne Boarding- 
out System, so far at least as extends to the Home Union area. 

128 children were removed from the Registers of Boarded-out 
children in my district during the year, 54 of these continue to 
reside with their foster parents ( 4 ), 40 have gone to situations ( 5 ), 
19 have been claimed by relations, 3 have been apprenticed, 4 
have emigrated to relations in America, 1 has gone to an uncle 
in Glasgow, 1 has enlisted, 1 has got employment in the post 
office, and 5 have died ( 6 ). 

The Guardians are, as a whole, far more interested in the 
well being of the nurse children than was the case not many years 
ago. But the difficulties in their way should not be overlooked. 
It is not always easy to place a child with unhappy antecedents 
in a district where its history is known. Better class people shew 
a reluctance to accept these children into their homes, and they 
are thus passed over and left to grow up in workhouse surround- 
ings. It is also difficult for the Guardians to find suitable homes, 
and they are as a rule but little helped by the Relieving Officers. 
The latter are not specially paid to look after the children, for it

Inquiries show that 41 
of these are still with their foster-parents, and amongst them, to give a few 
examples at random of the work at which they are engaged — One has become a 
post-boy, attached to the local post office, one is engaged in woollen mills, one 

is employed on the railway, two work with farmers, one is employed by Lord 

as an indoor servant during the daytime. Of those who have left their foster- 
parents, four have emigrated, one has enlisted, one has gone to live with relations, 
one has died, and twelve have gone to situations, keeping in touch generally 
with their foster-parents. 

( 5 ) Thirty-nine children, formerly boarded-out, were placed at service for 
the year ended 1907-8 (pages 146, i50 of the Board’s Report). Of these, 24 
aro with their employers, one is a shop messenger, one works at a farmhouse, 
returning at night to his foster-parent’s home, four have gone to relations, one 

boy is a servant at a Yacht Club, one is an indoor servant at Sir , two are 

living with their former foster-parents, one is a servant in a convent, one is 
working with a shoemaker, one is working on a line of railway, and living at his 
foster-mother’s house, one is employed in a shop, and one works with a tailor. 

( 6 ) One aged 15 months of whooping-cough, one aged six years of measles, 
three, aged respectively 12, 15, and 11 years 6 months, of phthisis. 
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is taken to be part of the ordinary duties of their post and covered 
by the salary they receive. It is- not, therefore, surprising that 
as a body, they are not zealous in searching for suitable homes, 
and adding thereby to their own labour and their own responsi- 
bilities. I am, therefore, of opinion that a Board of Guardians 
aided by their Believing Officers cannot easily find homes of a 
standard of comfort which can be readily obtained by a Parish 
Priest desirous of taking up this work with the aid of a Com- 
mittee of ladies. 

I must here again point out that the success of the Boarding- 
out System depends almost entirely upon the care and skill with 
which the homes are in the first instance chosen. No amount 
of inspection or fault finding will turn a naturally unthrifty 
parent into an example of industry upon which a child can mould 
1 uniself. Small detects may be remedied in the case of parents 
already chosen, and cases of ill-treatment can be detected, and 
the child removed; but the work of inspection must be largely 
limited to discovering and checking abuses: it cannot hope to 
alter the character of an individual foster-parent. 

It is for this reason, amongst others, that the assistance given 
by the Parish Priests and Ladies’ Committees has been -so great, 
in the case of Boarding-out beyond the Union area. The Parish 
Priest is personally acquainted with each one of his parishioners, 
knows their circumstances and their history, and is easily able 
to form an opinion, accurate in almost every instance, of their 
suitability to act as foster-parents. Again, in the case of un- 
tractable children he is often able to change them from the care 
of a foster-parent, with whom they were unmanageable, to the care 
of one who is able to control them. It is a great mistake to change 
a child from a suitable home ; but instances occur when a home 
which would be admirable for one child turns out to be absolutely 
unsuited to another. One such child whom I have in my mind 
threw stones after fowls, behaved with systematic impertinence, 
and showed generally a very difficult character. For closer 
observation he was changed to a home in which there were no 
other children; but had again to be removed. He was then 
sent to a blacksmith, who took him in hand, and the last account 
I- have had of him is encouraging. “ He can hammer his temper 
out of him playing in the forge.” 

The greatest thanks and praise are due to the untiring care 
and interest shown in the children boarded-out beyond the 
Unions by the Parish Priests who are Chairmen of all the Com- 
mittees ; moreover, the fact of the Parish Priest taking an in- 
terest in .the children and personally visiting them has a strong 
influence in another way. It causes a spirit of emulation to 
spring up among the foster-parents, which can result in nothing 
but good to the children. The opinion of the Parish Priest is 
valued most highly by his parishioners, and they are anxious 
that their neighbours should not stand higher in his. estimation 
than they do. And the very fact that he is interested makes a 
better class of person volunteer for the position of foster-parent. 
But the influence of the Parish Priest and of the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee is much stronger and more willingly exercised in the case 
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of children boarded-out beyond the Union, and in my judgment 
boarding-out is now, and will still more in the future, be seen to 
the best advantage when the limits of the Home Union are dis- 
regarded. 

In many instances a nurse-child may have undesirable rela- 
tives or acquaintances, or may have been influenced by evil 
surroundings and cannot be trained up to lead a steady and 
industrious life, unless taken completely away from their in- 
fluences. I have seen many examples of boys whom, had they 
been reared in Dublin or its vicinity, no power could have saved 
from growing up as loafers and corner boys, yet these same lads, 
after a few months in County Wexford, may be found steadily 
turning into hard-working and happy farm hands. They have 
been taken into respectable homes where their history is un- 
known, and treated as if members of the family, and speedily 
seek for and gain the affection of their foster-parents both men 
and women. A striking example of the interest which the men 
take in these children came before me lately. The home was a 
particularly good one with all the evidences of thrift and in- 
dustry and prosperity about it. The sons of the house were 
getting on well — one is a School Attendance Officer and so forth, 
I asked why they had taken in a little orphan child — he came 
from a distant Union, there was, therefore, no tie to his family. 
The man said, “ Well, our own children are grown up, they 
don't bother with me when the day’s work is done; but the little 
lad will come up to me and put his arms around me and give 
me the little kiss, and I would not part with him for all you 
could give me, or if the Guardians who sent him to me were never 
to pay me another penny.” Much the same reasons influence other 
foster-parents to accept the charge of children from beyond their 
own Union. To rear for God a little child, who might otherwise 
have great difficulties in its path, and to set it on the straight 
road with a fair chance in life, appeals very strongly to them. 

In my report for 1904-1905,* the first I had the honour of 
submitting to the Board, after a little more than a year’s experi- 
ence of boarding-out, I informed the Board that I had recom- 
mended the Guardians of North Dublin to send children who were 
eligible away from the IlSme Union area and to the County 
Wexford to nurse. 

So obvious were the advantages, that it did not take a very long 
experience to perceive the superiority of a system by which 
children, who admittedly often come from the submerged classes, 
obtain entrance to the best homes and are dealt with away 
from their native place. In one of my first reports to the Board 
I drew attention to the sufferings caused to children by their 
origin being made a reproach to them, and while I have good 
ground for believing that the class of nurse who did so has been 
steadily weeded out, there is no doubt in my mind that it should 
not .be in the power of either nurse or neighbours so to hurt the 
feelings of a child. 

The Guardians with whom I have spoken are as a whole wedded 
to the idea that, to send children away without at least making 
* Pages 481 and 482. 
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an attempt to place them in the Home Union, should not be done 
in the interest of the poorer ratepayer. It is argued that, if. 
money is to be spent, it is better spent in the Home Union than 
away. Hut with regard even to the supposed money loss incurred 
in paying foster-parents residing outside the Union, it is pretty 
plain that in the end there is no such loss. If the children arc 
reared in prosperous, clean, and healthy 7 surroundings, if the idea 
of the workhouse is taken from their heads ; if they grow up to be 
honest and industrious citizens ; and if it can be demonstrated 
that these results flow from the boarding-out of town children in 
country districts as I believe it can ; then, not only have the Guar- 
dians performed their duty towards the children, but they have 
also prevented the danger of a perpetual returning of workhouse 
reared people to the home workhouse or other workhouses, and 
the consequent expense to the ratepayers. It is a matter for 
congratulation to find the “ Boyal Commission upon Poor Law ” 
advising the breaking up of the Unions. If they are too petty 
to be effective units in the Poor Law System in other respects how 
severely their narrow limits cramp the boarding-out of children 
must in any case be evident. 

Boarding-out beyond the Union is a system long established 
in England. A recent Parliamentary return gives 1,941 as the 
number of children boarded-out beyond the Unions, and 6,604 
within the Unions upon the same date. If we turn to Prance and 
take up the return of the “ Administration Generale de L : Assis- 
tance publique ii Paris ” — (“ Service General des enfants assistes 
de la Seine ”) we find them boarding-out from Paris alone in 67 
different districts and in Departments so distant as Pas-de-Calais, 
Aube, Cote D’Or, Puy-de-dome, He et Villaine, Somme, etc. The 
same system prevails in Scotland, and I understand that many 
children from Glasgow are boarded-out in so interesting and 
remote a spot as the Island of Iona. 

In my district out of 1,495 children at nurse 206 children are 
placed beyond the limits of the Union.® North Dublin Union, 
which is the pioneer of Boarding-out-beyond-the-Union in Ire- 
land, leads in this enlightened policy. I may again state, that 
children from outside Unions are remarkably well received. The 
Dublin children are particularly bright, and though not so 
steady as their more stolid country companions-, they soon settle 
into their places. Children who at first pertly said to me that 
they would not stay out of Dublin, for me or for any Board of 
Guardians, have at my later insepetions shown that their ideas 
had completely changed. I attach great importance to the influence 
which the conversations they hear and the arrangements talked 
over for the children of the family have upon them. One boy 
lately told me that he wanted, when he should be a man, to be- 
come a tram driver or a. Christian Brother. The foster-parent ex- 
plained the seeming strange connection by the fact that one of her 
sons had lately been appointed a tram driver and another had be- 
come a Christian Brother, and was often spoken of at home. Not 
the least advantage gained by foster-children is the implanting of

the idea that good work is the proper goal to which it is right to 
look forward. 

Seeing then the excellent example hitherto set Dy the North 
Dublin Union, it is a matter of great regret to me that some 
of the Guardians have recently made considerable opposition to 
the boarding-out ■ of more children in country Unions. This is 
very much to be deplored in the best interests of the children. 
There is, as I have already shown, no weight in the contention 
that the rate-payers of North Dublin lose by the maintenance 
of the children who are sent to foster-parents in the County 
Wexford, These payments are made, not in the interests of the 
County Wexford people, but in the -interests of the North Dublin 
children, and the rate-payers of Dublin are entitled to have the 
very best homes secured for the children with the rates they pay. 
It cannot be seriously suggested that the average type of persons 
within the Union who are willing to accept the care of nurse- 
children can be compared to the class of foster-parent obtainable 
in the country. The best homes are usually amongst the well-to- 
do people, and I am glad to be able to say that there appears 
to be almost no limit to the number of those who, possessed of ex- 
cellent character and comfortable homes, will gladly accept the 
care of children, provided they come from a distant place. I am 
almost tired of urging, year after year, that the main advantage 
which the Boarding-out Sj^stem has is that it destroys the isola- 
tion in which the workhouse child lives. He no longer feels that 
he is alone in the world or that most people seek to take advan- 
tage of him. A workhouse master, well known as one of the 
most capable in Ireland, recently expressed to me the opinion 
that, if you can create the idea of a home in a child’s mind, even 
if it be but a poor one, you will have done more to save that 
child from subsequent thriftlessness, idleness, and pauperism 
than persons not familiar with workhouse management can 
readily suppose. My own experience fully confirms this view. 

With the steadily improving standard of the homes many of 
the difficulties which Surrounded boarding-out in its earlier stages 
are passing away. Difficulties in connection with the sleeping 
accommodation are now infrequent, and it has become almost a 
universal habit to give to foster-parents the clothing allowance 
granted in the various Unions. With a lower class of foster- 
parent this was impossible, for the money was liable to be spent 
iu other ways, but now that a higher class -of foster-parents are 
obtained, it is far better to make the clothing allowance to them. 
It prevents anything like a uniform being worn by nurse child- 
ren and insures that they are clothed like other children, while 
both foster-parents and children become more careful to preserve 
the clothes they have chosen and bought. 

Great regret is continually being expressed to me both by Guar- 
dians and thei r officials, who are in positions of confidence, at the 
impossibility of legally boarding-out children whom the Guar- 
dians have adopted under Sec. 1. (1-G) of the Poor Law Act of 
1899. It is to be hoped that in the near future legislation will 
do away with this anomaly. 
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Fifty children have been removed to the workhouses during 
the year, in circumstances shown in the accompanying tables : —

On the whole, it appears to me that the Boarcling-out System 
is progressing favourably, and if it proceeds upon its Irish lines, 
and develops naturally without a too slavish imitation of the 
system prevailing in other countries, where the conditions are 
different, the Boards of Guardians will have every reason to bo 
satisfied that their children are as well treated, as happy, and as 
well brought up as the children of any other state. 

Hired-out Children. 

In my district 155 children are hired out directly from the 
workhouses. The Hiring-out System is in force in 38 Unions, 
representing not quite half the Unions under my charge. At 
the close of the year out of 155 children, 86 were boys and 69 

81 Reports are made by the Relieving Officers upon these children 
in 30 Unions each quarter, though in some instances not with 
regularity. In eight Unions, in spite of the Board’s circulars 
and letters, no reports are made by the Guardians’ officials. .Of 
the 38 Unions who hire out children, there are only eight in which 
Post Office Savings Bank accounts have been opened. Berhaps, 
Galway Union, in the West of Ireland, administers the Hirmg-out 
System better than any other Union in my district. In that 
Union Bank accounts are opened, as a matter of course, for each 
child at service, and monthly reports are made by the Relieving 
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Officers. It appears to me that there can be only one reason 
why employers object to lodging the children’s wages to their 
credit in the Post Office Savings Bank, and I have no doubt that 
many of the children are hired out to persons who-, while alleging 
that the money is all spent upon their clothes, in point of fact 
never pay it, passing on their own old clothes, and sometimes 
showing bills for garments which were not purchased for the 
hired-out child at all. 

At 15 the children are now their own masters, and for that 
reason many Guardians cease to supervise them once they attain 
that age. Very few of the Boards of Guardians seem willing 
to vest in themselves the authority of parents over the hired-out 
children up to the age of 18 years. And yet I hold that 15 
years is an extremely bad age at which to leave a workhouse- 
reared child, forced to accommodate himself to entirely new sur- 
roundings, to battle for himself in an unknown world. 
It is not to be wondered at that so many of the hired-out children 
find their way back to the workhouse, the only home they know, 
the only place where they have friends. Outside they feel unlike 
others. If the hired-out children were sent out to carefully 
selected employers in the first instance, and were bound to them 
under “ Indenture,” with a scale of wages fixed upon, rising as the 
child gained in experience, and if, moreover, these wages were 
lodged in the Post Office Savings Bank, much of the suffering 
these children now endure would be spared to them. The possession 
of a pound or two in the Savings Bank gives a standing amongst 
servants, and the possessor is no longer a pauper. As it is, these 
children are often to be found in the very roughest situations, 
where no labouring man or woman would, if any other course 
was open to them, place a child of their own. The ordi- 
nary labourer much prefers to see his children emigrate rather 
than to have them undertake the rough work of a farmer’s house. 
In this matter, I must say, the mistresses of these farm houses 
are often sorely negligent of their duty to the young girls who 
come under their control. The fate of many girls who have been 
servants in farm houses is too well known to need comment from 
me here. Under the existing Poor Law the hired-out girls are 
not long enough under supervision to enable me to give results 
in their cases. I have no reason to hope that the results would 
be good, if I were in a position to give them. I had some time 
ago a conversation with a trained nurse, employed in an impor- 
tant workhouse: she stated to me that the hired-out girls con- 
stantly come back, and I saw one in the Institution on the day 
I visited it. 

Infant Life Protection Act of 1897. 

One hundred and twenty-three infants 3 ’ were registered under 
this Act during the year. In most Unions in my district the 
Act of 1897 has always been a dead letter. It was not made to

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apply to oases in which only one child was taken to nurse, al- 
though subsequent experience showed that these infants stood 
most often in need of close supervision. The “Children Bill ” of 
1908, which became law on the 1st of April, 1909, repeals this 
Act entirely, and makes provision for the registration and super- 
vision of the “ Single Child Cases,” besides extending the age up 
to which they shall be inspected to seven years. I look forward 
to this Act effecting much good, always supposing a suitable 
qualified Inspector as the Guardians’ official. 

The Guardians, as the “ Local Authority,” are the sole autho- 
rity in Ireland for the administration of part 1 of the Children 
Bill, which deals with this class of nurse-child.

I.— ORDERS. 

Unsound Food Regulations (Ireland). 

(First Series). 

To all. Port Sanitary Authorities in Ireland : 

To all other Sanitary Authorities as herein defined : 

To all Officers of Customs : 

To all Medical Officers of Health of the Sanitary Authorities 
aforesaid : 

To all Masters of Ships : 

And to all others whom it may concern. 

Whereas by Section 1 of the Public Health (Regulations as to 
Food) Act, 1907, it is enacted as follows: — 

“ (1) The power of making regulations under the Public 
“ Health Act, 1896, and the enactments mentioned in 
“ that Act, shall include the power of making regula- 
“ tions authorising measures to be taken for the 
“ prevention of danger arising to public health from 
“ the importation, preparation, storage, and distri- 
“ bution of articles of food or drink (other than drugs 
“ or water) intended for sale for human consumption 
“ and, without prejudice to the generality of the 
“ powers so conferred, the regulations may — 

“ (a) provide for the examination and taking of 
“ samples of any such articles; 

“ (b) apply, as respects any matters to be dealt 
“ with by the regulations, any provision in any 
“ Act of Parliament dealing with the like matters, 
“ with the necessary modifications and adaptations ; 

“ ( c ) provide for the recovery of any charges 
“ authorised to be made by the regulations for the 
“ purposes of the regulations or any services per- 
“ formed thereunder : 

“ (2) For the purposes of regulations made under this Act, 
“ articles commonly used for the food or drink of 
“man shall be deemed to be intended for sale for 
“ human consumption unless the contrary is proved. 


And whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
are empowered by the Regulations made under the Public Health 
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Act, 1896, and tlie enactments mentioned in that Act, to provide 
for the Regulations being enforced and executed by the Officers 
of Customs as well as by other Authorities and Officers, and by 
Sub-section 2 (a) of Section 1 of the Public Health Act, 1896, 
it is provided that the Regulations shall be subject to the consent, 
so far as they apply to the Officers of Customs, of the Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Customs; 

And whereas, for the prevention of danger arising to public 
health, it is expedient that such Regulations as are hereinafter 
set forth be made in relation to articles of food ; 

And whereas the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs 
have signified their consent to the said Regulations so far as they 
apply to the Officers of Customs; 

Now, therefore We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
by this Our Order, and in the exercise of the powers conferred 
upon Us by the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 1878 to 1907, the 
Public Health Act, 1896, and the Public Health (Regulations as 
to Food) Act, 1907, and of every other power enabling Us in 
that behalf, do make the following Regulations, that is to say : — 

Part I. 

Interpretation. 

Article I. — In these Regulations, unless the contrary intention 
appears — 

(a.) Words importing the masculine gender include females; 
(b.) Words in the singular include the plural, and words in 
the plural include the singular; 

(c.) Expressions referring to writing include references to 
printing, and other modes of representing or repro- 
ducing words in a visible form; 

(d.) The expression “ship” includes a vessel or boat; 

(e.) The expression “ Master ” used in relation to a ship 

includes the officer, or other person for the time being 
in charge or command of the ship ; 

(/.) The expression “ Officer of Customs ” includes any per- 
son acting under the authority of the Commissioners 
of His Majesty’s' Customs; 

( g .) The expression “ article of food ” means an article of 

food which, as part of the cargo of a ship, is 

brought to or delivered or landed at a place in 
Ireland either as a place of actual or appointed des- 
tination or as a place of deposit for the purpose of 
transmission to a place of actual or appointed desti- 
nation elsewhere in the United Kingdom ; 

(h.) The expression “ importer ” means any person in the 
United Kingdom who, either as owner or consignee, 
agent or broker, is entitled to the possession, custody, 
or control of any article of food; 
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(i.) The expression “ Sanitary Authority ” means every Port 
Sanitary Authority and every Urban or Rural Dis- 
trict Council whose district includes or abuts on any 
part of a Customs port which part is not within the 
jurisdiction of a Port Sanitary Authority; 

(j.) The expression “ the District ” means the District of a 
Sanitary Authority; 

(fe.) The expression “ Medical Officer of Health ” means 

(i.) In every District for which a Medical Superin- 
tendent Officer of Health has been appointed 
such Medical Superintendent Officer of Health. 

(ii.) In any District in which a Medical Superin- 
tendent Officer of Health has not been appointed. 

(a.) Where there is only one Medical Officer of 
Health for the District such Medical Officer 
of Health. 

(b.) Where there are two or more Medical Officers 
of Health for the District such one of those 
officers as We may designate after consultation 
with the Sanitary Authority, 

- and includes any duly qualified Medical Practitioner 
appointed or employed by a Sanitary Authority to 
act in the execution of these Regulations; and any 
other person appointed or employed by the Sanitary 
Authority under these Regulations to exercise any 
powers, or to discharge any duties assigned to the 
Medical Officer of Health; 

(L) The expression “ Local Authority ” means every Urban 
or Rural District Council, not being a Sanitary 
Authority within the meaning of these Regulations ; 

(m.) The expression “ area ” used in relation to a Local 
Authority means the area subject to the jurisdiction 
' of the Local Authority for the purposes of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1907 ; and 

(n.) The expression “ food enactments ” means Sections one 
hundred and thirty-two to one hundred and thirty- 
five of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and 
Section twenty-eight of the Public Health Acts 
Amendment Act, 1890 (which relate to unsound 
food). 

Commencement and extent of Regulations. 

Article II. — These Regulations shall come into operation on 
the First day of December One thousand nine hundred and eight, 
and shall then and thereafter apply and have effect in relation 
to the District of every Sanitary Authority throughout Ireland. 
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Part II. 

Application of statutory provisions. 

Article III.— Subject to the Public Health Act, 1896, and the 
enactments therein mentioned, as applied by the Public Health 
(Regulations as to Pood) Act, 1907, any provision in any Act of 
Parliament whicii applies to a proceeding under or consequent 
upon the food enactments shall apply, with the necessary modi- 
fications and adaptations, to a proceeding under or consequent 
upon Articles IV. to VI. in this Part, and as if those Articles 
were comprised in, and were in force as part of the food enact- 
ments. 

Powers, &c., of Medical Officer of Health in relation to 
unsound food. 

Article IV. — (1.) The Medical Officer of Health may examine 
an article of food which has been landed within the District. 

Where the circumstances, in his opinion, so require, the 
Medical Officer of Health may examine the article of food while 
it is on board a ship within the District, or after it has been 
delivered overside, and before it has been landed. 

(2.) The Master of a ship, or a person having the custody of 
any lands or premises within the District shall, at the request 
of the Medical Officer of Health, afford him access to the ship, 
or to the lands or premises, at any reasonable time, for the 
examination of an article of food which is on board the ship, 
or which has been deposited on the lands or premises. 

(3.) The importer, the Master of the ship, or a person having 
the custody of any lands or premises shall, at the request of the 
Medical Officer of Health, afford, by the convenient and suitable 
arrangement, unpacking or uncovering of so much of the cargo, 
or of any consignment delivered overside or landed, or deposited 
on the lands or premises, as comprises articles of food, all such 
facilities as the Medical Officer of Health may reasonably require 
for the examination of the article of food. 

(4.) If, on his examination, the Medical Officer of Health is 
of opinion that the article of food is unsound or unwholesome, 
or unfit for human consumption, he may himself, or bj' an 
assistant, seize and carry away the article of food, or he may 
by a notice in writing to the importer, or to the Master of the 
ship, or to any other person having charge of the article of 
food, require that, until the article of food has been examined 
by a Justice, the article of food shall not, without the permission 
of the Medical Officer of Health, be removed from the place at 
which the Medical Officer of Health has examined it, or from 
an} r other place which he specifies in the notice. 

(5.) Except where the Medical Officer of Health, at the request, 
or with the consent of the importer, allows an article of food, in 
relation to which a notice has been given in pursuance of sub- 
division (4) of this Article, to be removed for immediate destruc- 
tion under the supervision of the Medical Officer of Health, or 
for the application and completion, under the like supervision, 
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of any such process as the Medical Officer of Health approves, 
and as will effectually prevent the use of the article of food for 
human consumption, the importer, the Master of the ship, or 
another person shall not,- without the permission of the Medical 
Officer of Health, remove the article of food from the place at 
which the Medical Officer of Health has examined it, or from 
any other place specified in the notice, until the article of food 
has been examined by a Justice. 

Powers, die., of Justice in relation to unsound food. 

Article V.— On the complaint of the Medical Officer of Health 
that an article of food seized and carried away in pursuance of 
subdivision (4) of Article IV., or that an article of food in 
. relation to which a notice has been given in pursuance of that 
subdivision, is unsound or unwholesome, or unfit for human 
consumption, a Justice, if satisfied, on his examination of the 
article of food, and on the evidence adduced before him, that 
the article of food is unsound or unwholesome, or unfit for 
human consumption, and that there is an absence of proof that 
the article of food is not intended for sale for human consump- 
tion, shall condemn the article of food and order it to be destroyed 
or disposed of under the supervision of the Medical Officer of 
Health by such means and in such a manner as to prevent its 
being used for human consumption. 

^ Where, on any such complaint, a Justice, on his examination 
of the article of food, and on the evidence adduced before him, 
if satisfied that the article of food is unsound or unwholesome 
or unfit for human consumption, but that it has been proved 
that the article of food is not intended for sale for human con- 
sumption, the Justice shall make an order of dismissal of the 
complaint, and shall, in that order, set forth the description of, 
and such other details as will suffice to identify the article of 
food together with the name, description and abode of the im- 
porter, and the name, description, and abode of the person to 
whom the article of food is to be delivered; and shall forthwith 
furnish the Sanitary Authority with a copy of the order. 

Poioers, die., of Medical Officer of Health and Justice in relation 
to unsound food in special cases. 

Article VI. — (1.) Where the Medical Officer of Health has 
reason to believe that an article of food which has been landed 
within the District, and has not been examined by the Medical 
Officer of Health, is deposited on any lands or premises within 
the District, and access to the lands or premises at a reasonable 
time, for the examination of the article of food by the Medical 
Officer of Health, has been refused by the person having the 
custody of the lands or premises, the Medical Officer of Health 
may make complaint to a Justice. 

The Justice may thereupon by a warrant authorise the Medical 
Officer of Health to enter the lands or premises, and to search 
for, seize, and carry away the article of food by an assistant, 
or otherwise. 
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(2.) The person having the custody of the lands or premises 
named in the warrant shall, at any reasonable time, afford all 
such facilities as the Medical Officer of Health may reasonably 
require to enable him, by an assistant or otherwise, to search 
for, seize, and carry away the article of food. 

(3.) If, as the result of a search on the authority of a warrant 
granted in pursuance of subdivision (1) of this Article, the 
Medical Officer of Health finds and examines the article of food, 
and, on his examination, is of opinion that the article of food 
is unsound or unwholesome, or unfit for human consumption, 
he may himself or by an assistant seize and carry away the 
article of food, or he may, by a notice in writing to the importer, 
■or to the person having the custody of the lands or premises, 
require that, until the article of food has been examined by a 
Justice, the article of food shall not, without the permission of 
the Medical Officer of Health, be removed from the place at 
which the Medical Officer of Health has examined it or from 
any other place which he specifies in the notice. 

(4.) Except where the Medical Officer of Health, at the request, 
■or with the consent of the importer, allows an article of food in 
relation to which a notice has been given in pursuance of sub- 
division (3) of this article, to be removed for immediate destruc- 
tion under the supervision of the Medical Officer of Health, or 
for the application and completion, under the like supervision, 
■of any such process as the Medical Officer of Health approves, 
and as will effectually prevent the use of the article of food for 
human consumption, the importer or another person shall not, 
without the permission of the Medical Officer of Health, remove 
■the article of food from the place at which the Medical Officer

(5) On production of the warrant granted m pursuance of 
.subdivision (1) of this Article, and on the complaint. of the 
Medical Officer of Health that an article of food which has 
been seized and carried away in pursuance of the warrant, or 
in relation to which a notice has been given m pursuance of 
subdivision (3) of this Article is unsound or unwholesome, or 
unfit for human consumption, a Justice, if satisfied on Ins 
examination of the article of food and on the evidence adduced 
before him that the article of food is unsound or unwholesome, 
or unfit for human consumption, and that there is an absence 
of proof that the article of food is not intended for sale for 
human consumption, shall condemn the article of food, and order 
it to be destroyed or disposed of under the supervision of the 
Medical Officer of Health by such means and m such a manner 
as to prevent its being used for human consumption. . _ 

Where on any such complaint, a Justice, on his examination 
of the article of food, and on the evidence adduced before him, 
is satisfied that the article of food is unsound or unwholesome 
or unfit for human consumption, but that it has been proved that 
the article of food is not intended for sale for human consump- 
tion, the Justice shall make an order of dismissal of the com-

and the name, description, and abode of the person to whom the 
article of food is to be delivered; and shall forthwith furnish the 
Sanitary Authority with a copy of the order. 

Part III. 

Record of unsound food destroyed. 

Article VII. — Where, in pursuance of these Regulations, an 
article of food is destroyed or otherwise disposed of under the 
supervision of the Medical Officer of Health, the Sanitary 
Authority before the destruction or other disposal of the article 
of food shall cause the description of, and such other details as 
will suffice to identify the article of food to be duly, recorded, 
and shall keep the record in their custody for a period of not 
less than twelve months. 

Samples, &c. 

Article VIII.— (1.) The Medical Officer of Health may take a 
sample from a consignment of articles of food for any purpose 
of these Regulations, and, subject to subdivision (2) of this 
Article shall dispose of the sample in such manner as the Sani- 
tary Authority direct. 

(2.) Where the Medical Officer of Health who takes a sample 
from a consignment of articles of food is of opinion that. special 
procedure is necessary for the examination of the articles of 
food, or where, at the request of the importer, the Medical Officer 
of Health who takes any such sample has recourse to special 
procedure for the examination of the articles of food, the importer 
or another person who has the custody or control of the c-onsig- 
ment, shall, as regards the convenient and suitable arrangement 
and the place of deposit of the articles of food comprised in. the 
consignment, afford during such time not exceeding forty-eight 
hours as the Medical Officer of Health by notice in writing 
appoints, or during any longer time which the Medical Officer 
bv notice in writing appoints, and to which the importer consents, 
all such facilities as the Medical Officer of Health may reason- 
ably require for the completion of his examination of the articles- 
of food. 

Notice by post. 

Article IX. — A notice which, in pursuance of these Regula- 
tions, the Medical Officer of Health is empowered to give may be 
given by properly addressing, prepaying, and posting a letter 
containing -the notice. 

Answers to questions, &c. 

Article X.— A person, in relation to anything within his know- 
ledge shall answer truly all such questions put to him by, and 
give ’all such information to the Medical Officer of Health as 
are necessary for any purpose of these Regulations; and a person, 
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iri relation to anything within his knowledge and material to 
any purpose of proceedings in pursuance of these Regulations, 
shall make a .true statement, and truly answer any question, 
when required or put by a Justice or other competent authority 
in the course and for any purpose of those proceedings. 

Appointment and powers, <6c., of Assistants. 

Article XI. — (1.) The Sanitary Authority may, with Our Con- 
sent, appoint and pay a legally qualified Medical Practitioner 
to act in the execution of these Regulations, either in the place 
of, or as an assistant to the Medical Officer of Health. 

(2.) The Sanitary Authority may also, with Our Consent, 
appoint or employ and pay a person to act, under the direction 
of the Medical Officer of Health, in the exercise of any such 
powers or in the discharge of any such duties of the Medical 
Officer of Health under these Regulations as the Sanitary 
Authority assign to the person so appointed. 

Combinations. 

Article XII. — A ■ Sanitary Authority, and a Local Authority, 
or two or more Sanitary Authorities or Local Authorities shall 
act together for the purposes of these Regulations in every case in 
which We, by Order, require any such joint action. 

In every such case these Regulations shall, in relation to each 
Sanitary Authority, to each District of a Sanitary Authority, 
to each Local Authority, and to each area of a Local Authority 
to whom and to which the Order applies, have effect subject 
to such adaptations and modifications as are made by the Order. 

Determination of Differences. 

Article XIII. — (1.) If a difference arises in relation to any 
•subject matter of, or to anything done under these Regulations, 
the difference may, on the application of all the parties affected, 
be referred to Us for determination. 

(2.) It shall be at Our option to determine any such difference 
■as arbitrators or otherwise; and, if We elect to determine the 
difference as arbitrators, the provisions of the Regulation of 
Railways Act. 1868, respecting arbitrations by the Board of 
'Trade, and the enactments amending those provisions shall 
apply, as if they were re-enacted in these Regulations, and in 
terms made applicable to Us, and to the determination of the 
difference. 

(3.) Where We elect to determine any such difference otherwise 
than as arbitrators, We may by Our Order determine the differ- 
ence, and Our determination shall be final and conclusive. 

(4.) Every Order made by Us in pursuance of this Article shall 
have effect as if the Order were enacted in these Regulations. 

Powers to be cumulative. 

Article XIV. — (1.) All powers given by these Regulations shall 
be deemed to be an addition to, and not in derogation of any 
■other powers conferred by Regulations under the Public Health 
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(Regulations as to Food) Act, 1907; and those other powers may 
be exercised in the same manner as if these Regulations had not 
been made. 

(2.) Where^ the duties of an Officer of Customs with respect to 
the examination of a Cargo or Consignment comprising an article 
of Food have not been wholly discharged, an examination of the 
article of food for the purposes of these Regulations shall not be 
made without the consent of the Officer of Customs; but every 
Officer of Customs shall afford such facilities as the circumstances 
require for the examination of the- article of food in pursuance 
of these Regulations.

Foreign Meat Regulations (Ireland). 

To all Port Sanitary Authorities in Ireland: 

To all other Sanitary Authorities as herein defined : 

To all Officers of Customs : 

To all Medical Officers of Health of the Sanitary Authorities 
aforesaid : 

To all Masters of Ships: 

And to all others whom it may concern : 

Whereas by Section 1 of the Public Health (Regulations as to 
Food) Act, 1907, it is enacted as follows: — 

“ (1) The power of making regulations under the Public 
“ Health Act, 1896, and the enactments mentioned in 
“ that Act, shall include the power of making regu- 
“ lations authorising measures to be taken for the 
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“ prevention of danger arising to public healtli from 
“ the importation, preparation, storage, and distri- 
“ bution of articles of food or drink (other than drugs 
“ or water) intended for sale for human consumption, 

“ and, without prejudice to the generality of the 
“ powers so conferred, the regulations may — 

“ («) provide for the examination and taking of 
“ samples of any such articles; 

“ (b) apply, as respects any matters to be dealt 
“ with by the regulations, any provision in any Act 
“ of Parliament dealing with the like matters, with 
“ the necessary modifications and adaptations ; 

“ (c) provide for the recovery of any charges 
“ authorised to be made by the regulations for the 
“ purposes of the regulations or any services per- 
“ formed thereunder ; 

“ (2) For the purposes of regulations made under this Act, 

“ articles commonly used for the food or drink of 
“ man shall be deemed to be intended for sale for

And whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
are empowered by Regulations made under the Public Health 
Act, 1896, as that Act is applied to Ireland, and the enactments 
mentioned in that Act, to provide for the Regulations being 
enforced and executed by the Officers of Customs, as well as by 
other Authorities and Officers, and by subsection 2 (a) of section 1 
of the Public Health Act, 1896, it is provided that the Regula- 
tions shall be subject to the consent, so far as they apply to the 
Officers of Customs, of the Commissioners of His Majesty's 
Customs: 

And whereas, for the prevention of danger arising to_ public 
health it is expedient that such Regulations as are herein-after 
set forth be made in relation to articles of food ; 

And whereas the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs have 
signified their consent to the said Regulations, so far as they 
apply to the Officers of Customs ; 

How therefore, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
by this Our Order, and in the exercise of the powers conferred 
upon Us by the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 1878 to 1907, the 
Public Health Act, 1896, and the Public Health (Regulations as 
to Food) Act. 1907, and of every other power enabling Us in that 
behalf, do make the following Regulations, that is to say : — 

Interpretation. 

Article I. In these Regulations, unless the contrary intention 

appears — 

(a.) Words importing the masculine gender include females ; 
(b.i Words in the singular include the plural, and words 
in the plural include the singular; 
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(c.) Expressions referring to writing include references to 
printing and other modes of representing or repro- 
ducing words in a visible form; 

(d) The expression “ cattle ” includes a bull, cow, ox, heifer, 
calf, ram, ewe, wether, goat, and kid ; 

(e.) The expression “pig” includes a boai - , sow, and hog; 

(/.) The expression meat ” means pork, the flesh of cattle, 
any other edible part of a pig or of cattle, or a sub- 
stance, compound, material, or article of which pork, 
or the flesh of cattle, or any other edible part of a pig 
or of cattle is an ingredient ; 

(cj.) The expression' “foreign” used in relation to meat 
means brought from a place situate elsewhere than in 
the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands, or the Isle 
of Man; 

(h.) The expression “ Official Certificate ” used in relation 
to foreign meat or in relation to a box, case, recep- 
tacle^ or package containing foreign meat, means a 
certificate, label, mark, stamp, or other voucher 
which, by a notice published in the Dublin Gazette 
at any time during the period of twelve months be- 
ginning on the First day of August, One thousand 
nine hundred and eight, or which, on and after the 
expiration of that period, by any further Regulations 
under the Public Health (Regulations as to Food) 
Act, 1907, is declared to be admissible during the 
said period, or after the expiration of the said period, 
in the manner to the extent, and subject to the rules 
and conditions prescribed in that notice or in those 
Regulations, as evidence that the cattle or pig from 
which the meat is derived has been certified by a 
competent authority in the place of origin to be free 
from disease at the time of slaughter, and that the 
meat has been certified by the like authority to have 
been dressed or prepared, and packed with the needful 
observance of all requirements for the prevention of 
danger arising to public health from the meat as an 
article of food; 

(i.) The expression “ Foreign Meat of Class I.” means foreign 
meat in the form 

(a.) Of scrap meat, namely, meat which, whether it is 
fresh, or has, before importation, been subjected to 
a process of freezing or other refrigeration, or to 
chemical or other treatment, with or without the 
addition of any preservative or colouring sub- 
stance : — 

(i.) consists of scraps, trimmings, or other 
pieces of such shape or in such condition as to 
afford insufficient means of identification with 
definite parts' of a carcase; 

n 
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(ii.) has not, before importation, been made 
ready for human consumption in the form of a 
sausage or of another prepared or manufactured 
article of food; and 


(iii.) is without bone in its natural state of 
attachment ; 


or 


(b.) Of tripe, namely, any edible part of the stomach, or 
Of a tongue, or kidney, 

to which formalin, or a solution, or other prepara- 
tion of, or comprising formic aldehyde; or a com- 
pound containing fluorine or boron; or salicylic 
acid, formic acid, sulphurous acid, benzoic acid, 
or any compound of any such acid has been 
applied ; 

or 

(o.) Of several parts of the carcase of a pig, or of other 
edible parts of a pig, which have not, before impor- 
tation, been salted, cured, pickled, dried, or smoked, 
or otherwise prepared as bacon or ham, and which 
are not contained in a box, case, receptacle, or 
package with an official certificate impressed 
thereon, or affixed or attached thereto; 

(j.) The expression “ Foreign Meat of Class II.” means 
foreign meat which, being in the form of the entire 
carcase of a pig, has not, before importation, been 
salted, cured, pickled, dried, or smoked, or otherwise 
prepared as bacon or ham, and is without the head in 
its natural state of attachment to the carcase; and 
is without the lyfirphatie glands about the throat and 
any other part of the carcase in their natural posi- 
tion ; 

(fc.) The expression “ Foreign Meat of Class III.” means 
foreign meat which is in the form of several parts of 
the carcase of a pig, or of other edible parts of a pig, 
which has not before importation been salted, cured, 
pickled, dried, or smoked, or otherwise prepared as 
bacon or ham, which is not and does not comprise 
any foreign meat of Class I., and which is contained 
in a box, case, receptacle, or package with an official 
Certificate impressed thereon, or affixed or attached 
thereto ; 

( l .) The expression “ Foreign Meat Unclassed ” means 
foreign meat other than foreign meat of Class I., 
foreign meat of Class II., or foreign meat of Class 
III.; 

(m.) The expression “ importer ” means any person in the 
United Kingdom who, either as owner or consignee, 
agent, or broker, is entitled to the possession, custody, 
or control of any foreign meat; 
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(ra.) The expression “ship” includes a vessel or boat; 

(»•) The expression “ Officer of Customs ” includes any 
person acting under the authority of the Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Customs; 

(p.) The expression “ Master ” used in relation to a ship 
includes the officer, or other 'person for the time being 
in charge or command of the ship ; 

(q.) The expression “ Sanitary Authority ” means every 
Port Sanitary Authority, and every Urban or Rural 
District Council whose district includes or abuts on 
any part of a Customs port which part is not within 
the jurisdiction of a Port Sanitary Authority; 

(r.) The expression “ the District ” means the District of a 
Sanitary Authority; 

(s.) The expression “ Medical Officer of Health ” means 

(i.) In every District for which a Medical Superin- 
tendent Officer of Health has been appointed such 
Medica-l Superintendent Officer of Health. 

(ii.) In any District in which a Medical Superin- 
tendent Officer of Health has not been appointed. 
(a.) Where there is only one Medical Officer of 
Health for the District such Medical Officer of 
Health. 

(b.) Where there are two or more Medical Officers 
of Health for the District such one of those 
officers as We may designate after consultation 
with the Sanitary Authority, 
and includes any duly qualified Medical Practitioner 
appointed or employed by a Sanitary Authority to 
act in the execution of these Regulations; and any 
other person appointed or employed by the Sanitary 
Authority under these Regulations to exercise any 
powers or to discharge any duties assigned to the 
Medical Officer of Health; 

(t.) The expression “ Local Authority ” means every Urban 
or Rural District Council, not being a Sanitary 
Authority within the meaning of these Regulations;

Commencement and extent of Regidations. 

Article II. — These Regulations shall come into operation on 
the First day of January, One thousand nine hundred and Nine, 
and shall then and thereafter apply and have effect in relation to 
the District of every Sanitary Authority throughout Ireland, 
and shall be enforced and executed by every Officer of Customs, 
by every Sanitary Authority, and by the Medical Officer of 
Health, and where the circumstances so require, by any other 
Officer of a Sanitary Authority. 
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Examination of foreign meat by Customs Officer. 

Article III. — (1.) The Officer of Customs, on the arrival of a 
ship within the District, shall ascertain whether the cargo of the 
ship comprises any foreign meat. 

(2.) Where the Officer of Customs finds, or has reason to believe, 
that the cargo comprises foreign meat having, according to the 
best opinion which, in the circumstances of the case, his know- 
ledge enables him to form, the characteristics of Foreign Meat 
of Class I., or of Foreign Meat of Class II., the Officer of Customs 
by a notice in writing given to the Master or to the importer shall 
require that, until the meat has been examined by the Medical 
Officer of Health, it shall not be removed from the ship, or from 
the place of delivery or of landing, or from any other place 
which the Officer of Customs specifies in the notice. 

The Officer of Customs shall at the same time inform the Medi- 
cal Officer of Health to the effect of the notice. 

(3.) Where the Officer of Customs finds that the cargo comprises . 
Foreign Meat of Class III., or Foreign Meat Unclassed, the 
Officer of Custom^, unless, by reason of facts brought to his 
knowledge, or of representations made to him, he is of opinion 
that the meat requires examination bj' the Medical Officer of 
Health, may allow the meat to be removed from the ship, or 
from the place of delivery or of landing without any such ex- 
amination. 

Where the Officer of Customs is of opinion that the meat 
requires examination by the Medical Officer of Health, the Officer 
of Customs by a notice in writing shall require that, until the 
meat has been examined by the Medical Officer of Health, it shall 
not be removed from the ship, or from the place of delivery or of 
landing, or from any other place which the Officer of Customs 
specifies in the notice. 

The Officer of Customs shall at the same time inform the 
Medical Officer of Health to the effect of the notice. 

(4.) Where any notice has been given in relation to any 
foreign meat by the Officer of Customs, in pursuance of sub- 
division (2) or of subdivision (3) of this Article, a person shall 
not, without the express permission of the Officer of Customs, 
remove the meat, at any time before its examination by the 
Medical Officer of Health, from the ship, or from the place of 
delivery or of landing, or from any other place specified in the 
notice. 

Examination of foreign meat by Medical Officer of Health. 

(B.) On being informed by the Officer of Customs to the effect 
of the notice given by him in pursuance of subdivision (2) or of 
subdivision (3) of this Article, the Medical Officer of Health shall 
forthwith proceed to examine the foreign meat to which the 
notice relates. 

If upon his examination of the meat, the Medical Officer of 
Health is of opinion that the meat may be removed to a place 
of destination in Ireland for any purpose other than exportation, 
he shall give a certificate in writing to that effect. 
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If, u p°n his examination of the meat, the Medical Officer of 
Health is of opinion that the meat should not be removed to a 
place oi destination in Ireland for any purpose other than ex- 
portation, he shall by a notice in writing forbid the removal of 
the meat for any. purpose other than exportation. 

y!*) Every notice given by the Officer of Customs, and every 
certificate and every notice given by the Medical Officer of Health 
in pursuance of this Article shall set forth the description of the 
foreign meat to which the notice or certificate relates, and such 
other details as will suffice to identify the particular consign- 

. Medical Officer of Health shall give every such certificate 
m duplicate, and every such notice in triplicate. 

The Medical Officer of Health shall give one copy of the certi- 
ficate to the Officer of Customs, and one copy to the importer. 

The Medical Officer of Health shall give one copy of the notice 
to the Officer of Customs, one copy to the importer, and one copy 
to the Sanitary Authority. 


Examination of foreign meat by Medical Officer of Health in 
special cases. 

Article IV. — (1.) Where the Medical Officer of Health has 
ascertained that any foreign meat which the Officer of Customs 
has allowed to be removed, is still within the district, the Medical 
Officer of Health may proceed forthwith to examine the meat. 

If, upon his examination of the meat, the Medical Officer of 
Health is of opinion that the meat should not be removed to a 
place of destination in Ireland for any purpose other than ex- 
poi tation. ^ he shall by a notice in writing forbid the removal of 
the meat for any purpose other than exportation. 

(2.) Every notice given by the Medical Officer of Health in 
pursuance of this Article shall set forth the description of the 
foreign meat to which the notice relates, and such other details 
as will suffice to identify the particular consignment. 

The Medical Officer shall give every such notice in duplicate. 

The Medical Officer of Health shall give one copy of the notice 
to the importer, and one copy to the Sanitary Authority. 

Rules for guidance of Medical Officer of Health. 

Article V. — The Medical Officer of Health in determining 
whether, m the case of any foreign meat to which these Regu- 
lations apply, he shall give a certificate or a notice in pursuance 
of these Regulations, shall observe and comply with the follow- 
ing rules, that is to say : — 

He shall not give a certificate and shall give a notice as 
regards Foreign Meat of Class I. and Foreign Meat of 
Class II.: b 

He shall not give a certificate and shall give a notice as 
regards Foreign Meat of Class III., or Foreign Meat 
Unclassed if, in his opinion, the meat, notwithstanding 
the official certificate, is diseased, unsound, unwhole- 
some, or unfit for human consumption. 
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Notice by Sanitary Authority to importer. 

Article VI. — The Sanitary Authority, within twelve hours 
after the receipt of a copy of a notice by the Medical Officer of 
Health, in pursuance of subdivision (5) of Article III., or of 
subdivision (1) of Article IV., with respect to any foreign meat, 
shall give to the importer notice in writing which, in addition 
to such other particulars (if any) as the Sanitary Authority deem 
necessary or expedient, shall state that, unless, within twelve 
hours after the receipt of the notice, the importer gives to the 
Sanitary Authority a written undertaking to the effect that, 
subject to compliance in all respects with the requirements of 
any Regulations made under the Public Health (Regulations as 
to Pood) Act, 1907, and in force for the time being, he will 
export the meat at his own expense, or in proceedings before a 
Justice in pursuance of those Regulations, he will) prove that the 
meat is not intended for sale for human consumption, the Sani- 
tary Authority will cause the meat to be destroyed under the 
supervision of the Medical Officer of Health. 

Destruction of foreign meat. 

Article VII. — (1.) Where, in pursuance of Article VI., a notice 
has been given by the Sanitary Authority with respect to any 
foreign meat, and no such written undertaking as is described in 
the notice has been received by the Sanitary Authority within 
the time specified in the notice, the Sanitary Authority shall 
forthwith cause the meat to which the notice relates to be 
destroyed, under the supervision of the Medical Officer of Health. 

(2.) Where, in pursuance of Article VI., a notice has been 
given by the Sanitary Authority with respect to any foreign 
meat, and within the time specified in the notice the Sanitary 
Authority have received such a written undertaking as is de- 
scribed in the notice to the effect that the importer will at his 
own expense export the meat, and within three days after the 
receipt by the Sanitary Authority of the undertaking the im- 
porter fails to export the meat, the Sanitary Authority shall 
cause the meat to be destroyed under the supervision of the 
Medical Officer of Health. 

Proceedings for proof that foreign meat is not intended for sale. 

Article VIII. — (1.) Where, in pursuance of Article VI., a notice 
has been given by the Sanitary Authority with respect to any 
foreign meat, and within the time specified in the notice, the 
Sanitary Authority have received such a written undertaking as 
is described in the notice to the effect that, subject to compliance 
in ail respects with any Regulations made under the Public 
Health (Regulations as to Pood) Act, 1907, and in force for the 
time being, the importer, in proceedings before a Justice, in 
pursuance of those Regulations, will prove that the meat is not 
intended for sale for human consumption, the Sanitary Authority 
shall within twenty-four hours after the receipt of the written 
undertaking take such steps as are prescribed or authorised by 
this Article to obtain the decision of a Justice with respect to the 
subject-matter of the undertaking of the importer or to any 
subject-matter of this Article. 
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(2.) For the purposes of this Article, an application may be 
made by the Sanitary Authority to any Justice having juris- 
diction in the District, and thereupon sub-section (2) of section 
twenty-eight of the Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1890, 
whether that sub-section is or is not in force in the District, and 
any provision in any Act of Parliament which applies to a 
proceeding under or consequent upon that sub-section, shall have 
effect in relation to the proceedings, as if the application were a 
complaint within the meaning of the said sub-section, and other- 
wise subject to such modifications and adaptations as are neces- 
sary to give effect to the following provisions, that is to say: — 

(i.) An order made by a Justice under the said sub-section, 
as applied by this sub-division, shall direct any foreign 
meat to be destroyed by the Sanitary Authority under 
the supervision of the Medical Officer of Health, if the 
Justice is satisfied that, in pursuance of any Regula- 
tions made under the Public Health (Regulations as to 
Food) Act, 1907, and in force for the time being, the 
removal of the meat to a place of destination in Ireland 
for any purpose other than exportation has been for- 
bidden, and that, on the evidence adduced before him, 
there is an absence of proof that the meat is not intended 
for sale for human consumption. 

Where the Justice is satisfied, on the evidence adduced 
before him, that it has been proved that the meat is 
not intended for sale for human consumption, he shall 
make an order of dismissal of the application. By that 
order the Justice shall direct that the prohibition of the 
removal of the meat in pursuance of any such Regula- 
tion as aforesaid shall cease to have effect. 

(ii.) The Justice shall further set forth in the order the 
description of and such other details as will suffice to 
identify the particular consignment of meat; together 
with the name, description, and abode of the importer, 
and the name, description and abode of the person to 
whom the consignment of meat is to be delivered; and 
shall forthwith furnish the Sanitary Authority with a 
copy of the order. 

Prohibition of removal or sale of foreign meat in certain cases. 

Article IX. — Where a notice forbidding the removal of any 
foreign meat has been given by the Medical Officer of Health in 
pursuance of sub-division (6) of Article III., or of sub-division 
(1) of Article IV., and a Justice has not, in pursuance of sub- 
division (2) of Article VIII., directed that the prohibition of the 
removal of the meat shall cease to have effect, a person shall not 
at any time remove the meat to a place of destination in Ireland 
for any purpose other than exportation. 

Record of foreign meat destroyed. 

Article X. — Where the Sanitary Authority in pursuance of 
these Regulations cause any foreign meat to be destroyed, the 
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Sanitary Authority, before the destruction of the meat, shall 
cause the description of, and such other details as will suffice 
to identify the particular consignment to be duly recorded, shall 
give to the importer a notice in writing of the destruction of the 
meat, including the contents of the record, and shall keep the 
record in their custody for a period of not less than twelve 
months. 

Certificates and notices by post. 

Article XL —A certificate or notice which, in pursuance of those 
Regulations, the Medical Officer of Health is empowered or re- 
quired, or the Sanitary Authority are required to give, may be 
given by properly addressing, prepaying and posting a letter 
containing the certificate or notice. 

Samples. 

Article XII. — The Medical Officer of Hoalth may, for any pur- 
pose of these Regulations, take a sample of foreign moat on board 
a ship, or delivered overside or landed within the District, and 
shall dispose of the sample in such manner as the -Sanitary 
Authority direct. 

Improper landing or transhipment of foreign meat. 

Article XIII. — A Master of a ship or another person shall not 
knowingly land or put on shore within the District of a Sanitary 
Authority, any foreign meat which, in compliance with a requi- 
sit'on of a Sanitary Authority in pursuance of these Regulations, 
the importer has caused to be exported. 


Answers to questions, Sc. 

Article XIV.— A person, in relation to anything within his 
knowledge, shall answer truly all such questions put to him by, 
and give all such information to the Officer of Customs or the 
Medical Officer of Health as are necessary for any purpose of 
these Regulations; and a person in relation to anything within 
his knowledge, and material to any purpose of proceedings in 
pursuance of these Regulations, shall make a true statement, and 
truly answer any question when required or put by a Justice or 
other competent authority in the course and for an} 7 purpose of 
those proceedings. 

Substitutes for, or assistants of, Medical Officers of Health. 

Article XV. — (1.) The Sanitary Authority may, with Our Con- 
sent, appoint and pay a legally qualified Medical Practitioner 
to act in the execution of these Regulations, either in the place 
of, or as an Assistant to the Medical Officer of Health. 

(2.) The Sanitary Authority may also, with Our Consent, 
appoint or employ and pay a person to act, under the direction 
of the Medical Officer of Health, in the exercise of any such 
powers or in the discharge of any such duties of the Medical 
Officer of Health under these Regulations as the Sanitary Autho- 
rity assign to the person so appointed. 
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Combinations. 

Article XVI.— A Sanitary Authority and a Local Authority, 
or two or more Sanitary Authorities or Local Authorities shall 
act together for. the purposes of these Regulations in every case 
m which We, by order, require any such joint action. 

In every such case, these Regulations shall, in relation to each 
Sanitary Authority, to each District of a Sanitary Authority 
to each Local Authority, and to each Area of a Local Authority 
to whom and to which the Order applies, have effect subject to 
such adaptations and modifications as are made by the Order. 

Determination of differences. 

Article XVII.— (1.) If a difference arises in relation to any 
mject-matter of, or to anything done under these Regulations, 
the difference may. on the application of all the parties affected, 
be referred to Us for determination. 

(2.) It shall be at Our option to determine any such difference 
as arbitrators or otherwise ; and, if We elect to determine the 
difference as arbitrators, the provisions of the Regulation of Rail- 
ways Act, 1868, respecting arbitrations by the Board of Trade, 
and the enactments amending those provisions shall apply as if 
they were re-enacted in these Regulations, and in terms made 
applicable to Us, and to the determination of the difference. 

f3.) Where We elect to determine any such difference other- 
wise than as arbitrators, We may by Our Order determine the 
difference, and Our determination shall be final and conclusive. 

(4.) Every Order made by us in pursuance of this Article 
shall have effect as if the Order were enacted in these Regulations.

Notice.— The Public Health Act, 1896, provides by sub- 
section 3 of section 1 that if any person wilfully neglects or 
refuses to obey or carry out, or obstructs the execution of any 
regulation made under any of the enactments mentioned in that 
Act he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding One Hundred 
Pounds, and, in the case of a continuing offence to a further 
penalty not exceeding Fifty Pounds for every day during which 
the offence continues. 

The power of making regulations under the Public Health 
Act, 1896, and the enactments mentioned in that Act is enlarged 
by the Public .Health (Regulations as to Food) Act, 1907.

REGULATIONS UNDER THE PUBLIC HEALTH, 
(REGULATIONS AS TO POOD) ACT, 1907. 

Local Government Board, 
Dublin, 20th November, 1908.

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
advert to the Public Health (Regulations as to Pood) Act, 190 7 
(7 Edw. 7, c. 32), and to state that they have made two sets of 
Regulations under that Act, one called “ The Public Health 
(First Series : Unsound Pood) (Ireland) Regulations, 1908,” and 
the other “ The Public Health (Foreign Meat) (Ireland) Regu- 
lations, 1908.” Copies of each set of Regulations are enclosed. 

Public Health (Regulations as to Pood) Act, 1907. 

For the purpose of preventing danger to the public health from 
the importation, preparation, storage, and distribution of articles 
of food or drink (other than drugs or water) the Act applies the 
methods of control which, in pursuance of an earlier series of 
enactments, have long been in successful operation with respect 
to infectious disease. 

The enactments thus applied include Section 148 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, as amended by the Public Health 
Act, 1896. 

The procedure to which effect is given by these enactments is 
that adopted in Section 1 (1) of the Act of 1907. _ A general 
power of making Regulations for the main purpose is conferred 
upon the Board, and to the provisions conferring this general 
power is appended an enumeration of particular subjects as 
appropriate for treatment by the Regulations, one of which is 
the application as respects any matters to be dealt with by the 
Regulations of any statutory provisions dealing with the like 
matters with the necessary modifications and adaptations. 

Under the combined enactments the Board are enabled to 
select the authorities and officers by whom the Regulations are 
to be enforced and executed, and, with the consent of the Board 
of Customs, to provide for the co-operation of the Officers of 
Customs for these purposes. 

It will be seen that the execution of the Regulations now issued 
will in part devolve on the Officers of customs, and the consent 
of the Commissioners of Customs has been given to them, so far 
as they apply to these Officers. 
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Subject to this, the execution of the Regulations is entrusted 
to Port Sanitary Authorities and to Councils who are Riparian 
Authorities. But provision is made for possible cases calling 
for the combination of these with other Local Authorities, and, 
in this way, for applying the principle of joint action according 
to the method recognised in Section 153 of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878. 

The Public Health (First Series : Unsound Food) (Ireland) 
Regulations, 1908. 

Object of the Regulations. 

These Regulations have been framed with the object of 
securing that articles of food which are unsound, unwholesome, 
or unfit for human consumption, and which as part of the 
cargo of a ship are brought to a place in this country either as 
a place of destination or as a place of deposit for transmission 
to a place of destination elsewhere in the United Kingdom shall 
be dealt with at the port of discharge. This procedure is 
necessary for the prevention of danger to the public health from 
the consumption of unsound or unwholesome food. Inspection 
of articles of food for this purpose has for many years been 
carried out with satisfactory results by the Port Sanitary 
Authority in the Port of London, and more recently also in the 
Port of Manchester. The experience gained in these Ports has 
been utilised in preparing these Regulations, which enable action 
to be taken with regard to unsound food in all port sanitary 
districts and in all urban and rural districts which include or 
abut on any part of a Customs Port which part is not within 
the jurisdiction of a Port Sanitary Authority. 

Date on which the Regulations take effect. 

The Regulations will take effect on and after December 1st, 
and in the interests of public health and of uniformity of ad- 
ministration it is desirable that the arrangements which are 
necessary to give effect to them should be made at an early date 
in all the districts to which they apply. 

Inspection. 

Powers of inspection for the purposes of the Regulations are 
conferred upon the Medical Officer of Health, or any duly quali- 
fied medical practitioner appointed or employed by the Sanitary 
Authority to act in the execution of the Regulations, and upon 
any other person appointed or employed by the Authority under 
the Regulations to exercise any powers or discharge any duties 
assigned to the Medical Officer of Health. The appointment and 
payment of such persons, with the consent of the Board, is 
authorised by Article XI. of the Regulations. 

In applying to the Board in connection with any appointment 
under this provision a statement should be furnished showing 
the experience in food inspection possessed by the proposed 
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officer, and whether he has obtained any special qualification 
such as the certificate in regard to meat and food inspection of 
the Royal Sanitary Institute. 

As regards the powers and duties to be assigned to any such 
officer, it may be observed that the Board consider it advisable 
that notices or certificates in writing should only be given by 
the Medical Officer of Health, or by an officer acting in the place 
of, or as assistant to, the Medical Officer of Health. 

Place and Method of Inspection. 

The Medical Officer of Health is authorised by Article IV. to 
examine articles of food which have been landed within the 
district of the Sanitary Authority. If the circumstances, in his 
opinion, so require, he may also examine such articles before 
they have been landed. In this connection, reference should be 
made to the paragraph below headed “ Communication with 
Customs Officers.” 

The same Article provides for necessary facilities being given 
for the purposes of his examination in the matter of convenient 
arrangement, unpacking, and the like, and Article VI. autho- 
rises him to apply to a justice for a warrant to enter premises 
in special cases. 

The Board consider it important that in determining the place 
and manner in which examination is made, the Medical Officer 
of Health should give full consideration to the circumstances in 
which particular foods are brought into or deposited within 
the district. It will be his object not only to examine under the 
conditions which are most favourable to efficient inspection, but 
in the case of perishable articles and food-stuffs in course of 
transit so to conduct the examination as to avoid any needless 
detention of goods or unnecessary inconvenience to the traders 
concerned. 

Inspection of food-stuffs should in ordinary cases be made 
after they have been landed. Exercise of the powers of inspec- 
tion on the ship or on lighters and barges may, however, be a 
matter of importance in special cases, as where the vessel dis- 
charges a cargo of food-stuffs overside. 

Taking of Samples. 

In order to meet the case of particular consignments in which 
it is necessary that special examination should be made (e.g., in 
the laboratory), powers of sampling are conferred by Article 
VIII. The Board consider it important that samples of food- 
stuffs, which themselves possess a material money value, should 
be taken only in cases where there is substantial reason for this 
course, and would recommend that a record should be kept of 
the nature and method of disposal of any such samples. 
Vouchers in respect of samples taken under this Article should 
be supplied in all cases on the request of the owner or other 
person having charge of the goods. 

Article VIII. also provides for the temporary detention of 
consignments pending the completion of the examination of the 
samples taken. Such detention should, however, not be regarded 
as a necessary consequence of taking samples. 
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Communication with Customs Officers. 

Attention is drawn to Article XIV. (2), which provides that 
in certain circumstances the examination of an article of food 
by an officer of the Sanitary Authority shall not be made with- 
out the consent of the. Officer of Customs. The Officer of Cus- 
toms is, however, required to afford facilities for such examina- 
tion, and the Board would suggest that the Medical Officer of 
Health should confer from time to time, as circumstances re- 
quire, with the Collector or other Chief Officer of Customs acting 
m his district, so as to secure co-operation between the officers 
concerned. 

Procedure in connection with Unsound Food. 

. Under Article IV. the Medical Officer of Health is empowered, 
himself or by an assistant, to seize and carry away an article 
of food which, in his opinion, is unsound or unwholesome, or 
unlit for human consumption, in order that application may be 
made to a, Justice for an order of condemnation. Alternatively, 
the Medical Officer of Health, by notice to the importer or to 
any other person having charge of the article, may require that 
until it has been examined by a Justice it shall not be removed 
from the place specified in the notice without the permission of 
the Medical Officer of Health. Such notice, however, does not 
preclude the removal of the food in question, at the request or 
with the consent of the importer, and with the permission of 
the Medical Officer of Health, for the purpose of its destruction 
or for the application of a process which will effectually prevent 
the article from being used for human consumption. 

In order that Revenue interests may not be jeopardised, duti- 
able articles in Customs charge should not be seized or removed 
without reference to the Local Customs Authorities. 

The Justice, if satisfied as regards the unsoundness of the 
particular food concerned, is required by Articles V. and VI. 
to condemn the food and order its destruction or its disposal 
under the supervision of the Medical Officer of Health by such 
means and in such a manner as to prevent its being used for 
human consumption. If, however, evidence satisfactory to the 
Justice is adduced that the food in question, although unsound, 
is not intended for sale for human consumption, he is required 
to make an order dismissing the complaint. A description of 
the food in question is to be given in any such order of dis- 
missal, and a copy of the order is to be furnished to the Sanitary 
Authority. 

The Board consider it important that the Medical Officer of 
Health, in determining the place to be specified in any notice, 
and in taking other action in regard to food ascertained or 
suspected to be unsound, should keep in mind considerations 
such as those above specified in the third paragraph of the 
observations under the heading “ Place and Method of Inspec- 
tion.” In the case of any articles which he has seized and 
carried away, it is desirable that he should afford all facilities 
which the circumstances may permit to the importer who wishes 
to make his own examination of the foods in question. 
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Records and Reports. 

Article VII. requires the Sanitary Authority to keep for a 
period of not less than twelve months a record of any article of 
food destroyed or disposed of in pursuance of the Regulations. 
In this connection the Board would suggest that an abstract of 
these records should be furnished by the Medical Officer of 
Health in his Annual Report to the Authority, which should 
also include an account of proceedings which have been taken 
by him, or under his direction, during the year to give effect 
to the Regulations. 

The Sanitary Authority v will no doubt wish to accede to rea- 
sonable applications by importers for documentary evidence that 
particular foods or consignments have been destroyed or dis- 
posed of. 

Provision for determination of Differences, &c. 

Article XIII. empowers the Board, on the application of all 
the parties affected, to determine, either as arbitrators or other- 
wise, any difference arising in relation to any subject-matter of, 
or anything done under, the Regulations. 

Communication in special cases with the Board. 

With a view to securing greater efficiency and uniformity of 
inspection under these Regulations, and of taking any necessary 
action in the interests of the country as a whole, the Board 
would be glad at any time to receive information in cases where, 
as a result of examination of foods under the Regulations, special 
danger to the public health is apprehended, or the foods have 
been found to present unusual or suspicious characteristics. 

The Public Health (Foreign Meat) (Ireland) 
Regulations, 1908. 

Object of the Regulations. 

The Board have given attention to the danger to public health 
entailed by the unrestricted importation of certain kinds of 
meat foods, and to the circumstance that equitable and efficient 
administration by local authorities in respect of disease and 
unsoundness in meat may be seriously hampered by such im- 
portation. 

The Regulations are designed to deal with foreign boneless 
meat which is imported in the form of scraps, trimmings, or 
other pieces not sufficiently identifiable with definite parts of a 
carcase, and which has not before importation been made ready 
for human consumption in the form of a sausage, or of another 
prepared or manufactured article of food ; with imported tripe, 
tongues, or kidneys to which certain chemical preservatives 
have been applied ; and with several parts of a pig not prepared 
before importation as bacon or ham, and not contained in a 
package with an “ official certificate ” of the kind referred to 
below 'unopened on it or attached to it. These meats are classed 
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together in the Regulations as “ Foreign Meat of Class I.,” and 
unless the importer of meat of this class exports it at his own 
expense, or furnishes proof, in the manner prescribed by the 
Regulations, that it is not intended for sale for human con- 
sumption, the meat is required to be destroyed. 

With a view to stopping the importation of carcases of pigs 
from which the lymphatic glands about the throat and elsewhere 
are absent (thereby preventing the detection of evidence of 
tuberculosis and other disease in the carcase), the Regulations 
provide that carcases of pigs, not prepared as bacon or ham, 
which are imported without the lymphatic glands, and from 
which the head has been removed (Foreign Meat of Class II.) 
shall be dealt with in a similar manner to Foreign Meat of 
Class I. 

Foreign Meat of Class III. consists of the several parts of a 
pig, not prepared as bacon or ham, and not being Foreign Meat 
of Class I., but contained in a package with an “ official cer- 
tificate ” attached as evidence that the pig from which the meat 
is derived has been certified by a competent authority in the 
place of origin to be free from disease at the time of slaughter, 
and that the meat has been certified by the like authority to 
have been dressed or prepared, and packed with the needful 
observance of all requirements for the prevention of danger 
arising to public health from the meat as an article of food. 
After the necessary communications with the responsible autho- 
rities of the counties concerned, the Board will take the steps 
contemplated by Article I. (, h ) of the Regulations to define and 
publish the “ official certificates ” which are to be accepted for 
this purpose. 

A further object of the Regulations is to provide means by 
which foreign meat generally which is diseased, unsound, un- 
wholesome, or unfit for human consumption may be detected and 
dealt with by public health authorities at the place of impor- 
tation. 

Date on which the Regulations take effect. 

The Regulations will take effect on and after 1st January, 
1909, and in the interests of public health and of uniformity of 
administration it is desirable that the arrangements which are 
necessary to give effect to them should be completed before that 
date in all the districts to which they apply. 

Inspection. 

Powers of inspection for the purposes of the Regulations are 
conferred upon the Medical Officer of Health, or any duly quali- 
fied medical practitioner appointed or employed by the Sanitary 
Authority to act in the execution of the Regulations, and upon 
any other person appointed or employed by the authority under 
the Regulations to exercise any powers or discharge any duties 
assigned to the Medical Officer of Health. The appointment and 
payment of such persons, with the consent of the Board, is 
authorised by Article XV. of the Regulations. It is desirable 
that, as far as possible, applications to the Board in this matter 
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should also include applications which may be required in 
respect of the appointment of officers for the purpose of the 
Public Health (First Series: Unsound Food) (Ireland) Regu- 
lations, 1908. 

Procedure under the Regulations. 

The Regulations require by Article III. (2) that the Officer of 
Customs shall cause to be detained, for examination by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Sanitary Authority, any foreign 
meat which according to the best opinion which, in the circum- 
stances of the case, his knowledge enables him to form has the 
characteristics of foreign meat of either Class I. or Class II. 

If he finds that the cargo comprises Foreign Meat of Class 
III. or Foreign Meat Unclassed he may allow it to be removed 
unless he is of opinion that the meat requires examination by 
the Medical Officer of Health. 

It will be the duty of the Medical Officer of Health, on being 
informed by the Customs Officer of the detention, to examine 
the meat and to give either a notice forbidding its removal for 
any purpose other than exportation, or a certificate that it may 
be removed. But he is not to give a certificate and must give 
a notice as regards Foreign Meat of Class I. or Class II., and 
also as regards Foreign Meat of Class III. or Foreign Meat Un- 
classed if it is, in his opinion, notwithstanding the official 
certificate, diseased, unsound, unwholesome, or unfit for human 
consumption. 

The Regulations as to the action to be taken where he gives a 
notice of tfte kind referred to will be found in Articles VI. 
to IX. 

Article X. requires a record to be kept of foreign meat de- 
stroyed, and Article XII. enables the Medical Officer of Health 
to take samples of foreign meat for the purpose of the Regula- 
tions. He is to dispose of the samples in such manner as the 
Sanitary Authority direct. 

It will be observed that under Article IV. the Medical Officer 
of Health is empowered to examine any foreign meat which is 
still in the District; even though its removal from the ship, or 
from the place of delivery or of landing, may have been allowed, 
and that if he is of opinion that it should not be removed to a 
place of destination for any purpose other than exportation, he 
is to give notice forbidding its removal except for exportation. 


Provision for determination of Differences, Sc. 

Article XVII. empowers the Board, on the application of all 
the parties affected, to determine, either as arbitrators or other- 
wise, any difference arising in relation to any subject-matter of, 
or anything done under, the Regulations. 


The administration of these Regulations will call for attention 
to various matters of detail in order that efficiency and uni- 
formity of practice may be secured, and needless detention of 
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meat foods and inconvenience to the traders concerned may be 
avoided. It is therefore desirable that each Sanitary Authority 
concerned should make suitable inquiries in order to ascertain 
the extent to which foreign meat is imported into the District 
and as to the circumstances, if any, in which the importation 
of the special kinds of meat above referred to may take place.

REGULATIONS UNDER THE PUBLIC HEALTH 
(REGULATIONS AS TO FOOD) ACT, 1907. 

Local Government Board,

Sir, ’ 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
draw attention to the provisions of the Public Health (Foreign 
Meat) (Ireland) Regulations, 1908, with reference to “Official 
Certificates.” The expression “ Official Certificate ” in the Re- 
gulations includes a label or mark which by a notice published 
in the Dublin Gazette at any time during the 12 months begin- 
ning on the 1st August last is declared to be admissible to the 
extent and subject to the conditions prescribed by the notice as 
evidence that the pig from which the meat is derived has been 
certified by. a competent authority in the place of origin to be 
free from, disease at the time of slaughter, and that the meat has 
been certified by the like authority to have been dressed or pre- 
pared and packed with the needful observance of all require- 
ments for the prevention of danger arising to public health from 
the meat as an article of food. 

The Board have given consideration to communications re- 
ceived from the responsible authorities of certain British 
Dominions and Foreign Countries in which pork is inspected 
by. officers authorised by the Governments concerned before 
being exported to this country. They have now caused to be 
inserted in the Dublin Gazette of the 16th February, 1909. a 
notice containing a schedule of labels and marks declared to be 
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admissible as Official Certificates in respect of Foreign Meat 
which consists of pork, or other edible parts of the pig, which 

has been subjected to inspection in the following countries: • 

Denmark; the Netherlands: the Dominion of Canada; the 
Dominion of New Zealand. 

A copy of the notice in the Dublin Gazette, which describes 
the labels and marks thus scheduled and specifies certain con- 
ditions attaching to their acceptance, is attached to this Circular 
(Appendix I.). Brief descriptions or illustrations of the accepted 
labels and marks are also attached (Appendix II.). It will be 
observed that the Certificate in the case of the Netherlands is 
admissible only until the 1st May, 1909. 


Significance of Official Certificates in the administration 
of the Regulations. 

The specification as Official Certificates of the labels and marks 
now. scheduled will, it is believed, facilitate the work of the 
Medical Officer of Health at all ports at which pork is imported, 
and, in the case of pork imported in the form of entire carcasses, 
it is anticipated that the Medical Officer of Health by ascertain- 
ing whether the carcasses bear any of these specified labels or 
marks, will obtain a valuable indication as to the extent of 
examination which it is necessary to make of them under the 
Foreign Meat Regulations. 

It should, however, be understood that the fact that an Official 
Certificate accompanies carcasses of pigs, or any other kind of 
imported pork, does not exempt the meat from liability to ex- 
amination.. All meat, even if officially certified, which is 
imported in the form of scrap meat, or which, in the opinion 
of the Medical Officer of Health, is diseased, unsound, unwhole- 
some, or unfit for human consumption should be dealt with in 
the manner prescribed by the Regulations. Similar considera- 
tions apply to carcasses of pigs which are imported without the 
head in its natural state of attachment and without the lym- 
phatic glands about the throat and any other part of the carcass 
in their natural position. 

The Board will be glad to receive information from Medical 
Officers of Health of any instances in which it is necessary to 
take action, for the above reasons, in regard to any officially 
certified meat. 


“ Boxed ” pork and other pork imported in portions less than the 
entire carcass without an Official Certificate. 

Under the provisions of the Public Health (Foreign Meat) 
(Ireland) Regulations, 1908, Officers of Customs will detain, 
for. examination by the Medical Officer of Health, imported meat 
which appears to fall within the category of Foreign Meat of 
Class I. (c), i.e., pork or other edible parts of the pig (not being 
prepared os bacon or . ham) which is in portions less than the 
entire carcass, and which is not accompanied by a label or mark 
which has been specified in the Dublin Gazette to be admissible 
ns an Official Certificate. 
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Edible parts of the pig include edible “ offal,” such as pi^s’ 
tongues, pigs' kidneys, pigs’ plucks, pigs’ hearts, pigs’ livers, 
and pigs feet. It is desirable that the Medical Officer of Health 
should furnish the Chief Officer of Customs at the port with 
any mlonnation which may be necessary to ensure the detention 
for examination by the Medical Officer of Health of consignments 
ol this kind. 


tt T nt ® e S ulatiorls . require that where the Medical Officer of 
Health has ascertained, by notice received from an Officer of 
Customs or otherwise, that any imported meat comes within the 
category of Foreign Meat of Class I. (c), he should give a notice 
forbidding the removal of the meat for any purpose other than 
exportation (see Article III. (5) and Article V.) If an importer 
to whom a notice of the kind above-mentioned has been given 
desires nof to export the meat, but to use it for some purpose 
other than sale fop human consumption, the procedure to be 
adopted to enable him to do so is provided in the Regulations 
(articles VI. and VIII.).

Medical Officers of Health, that arrangements should be made by 
the Public Health Committee to inform them as to the action 
taken upon their reports, and it is evidently desirable that the 
District Medical Officers of Health should be brought in closer 
touch with the Medical Superintendent Officer of Health and the 
Public Health Department. 

Sanitary Sub-Officers. 

The Board desire to bring under the special notice of the Cor- 
poration the gravity of the statement made on page 81 of the 
Commission’s Report regarding the defective methods of cleansing 
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and the absence of systematic inspection for the discovery of 
nuisances which the evidence at the Inquiry disclosed. It is 
evident that more energetic measures than have prevailed in the 
past are needed for the discovery of nuisances, seeing that 
the Health Commission have pointed out that the Sanitary 
Sub-Officers have failed to keep themselves informed of the in- 
sanitary conditions existing in their districts. This defect will 
doubtless be remedied by the recent improvements in the distri- 
bution and strength of the Sanitary Staff, but both the Medical 
Superintendent Officer of Health and of Public Health Commit- 
tee should be careful to watch the effect of the new system and 
should scrutinise the work performed by each officer, and it 
should _ be intimated to the Sanitary Sub-Officers that in con- 
sideration of their recently increased remuneration a higher stan- 
dard of work will in future be expected. In dealing with reports 
of nuisances, the Public Health Committee would do well to bear 
in mind the statement of the Commission that there can be 
no doubt that insanitary conditions have played a very important 
part in the dissemination of enteric fever. One of the principal 
duties of a Medical Superintendent Officer of Health is to exercise 
supervision and control over the other Sanitary Officers, and the 
Board expect that Dr. Bailie will see in future that officers who 
do not satisfactorily discharge their duties will be reported to 
the Public Health Committee and to this Department. 

Refuse Disposal. 

The Board consider that the Corporation should carefully study 
the recommendations of the Commission dealing with the re- 
moval and disposal of refuse, which include (a) collection of 
houses lefuse ut least twice a week from the poorer and more 
thickly populated areas of the city, and once a week from the 
less populous districts ; (b) provision of additional destructors ; 
(c) immediate removal from tne city of all refuse intended for 
use as manure; (d) abolition of deposit of refuse on sites which 
may be built on ; (e) the frequent and systematic cleansing of 
back passages. It appears that the arrangements of the Cor- 
poration, so far as houses outside the centre or more thickly 
populated portions of the city are concerned, only provide for 
the removal of refuse every five weeks, but the Board are of 
opinion that nothing less than a full adoption of the recommen- 
dations of the Health Commission as regards public and domestic 
cleansing could be considered adequate. It is not clear from the 
Corporation reply what steps, if any, have been taken for the 
frequent cleansing of back passages, but the matter should not 
be overlooked. With regard to the provision of an additional 
destructor, the Corporation appear to think that its only value 
would be to facilitate the periodical cleaning of the existing 
destructor, and that its use would be rendered unnecessary if a 
large reclamation scheme can be arranged. The Commission, 
liowev er, 'expressly state that the present installation is unequal 
to the demands made upon it, and that the provision of one or 
more additional destructors ought not to be delayed. The Board 
understand that the Corporation are negotiating with the Bail- 
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way Companies with a view to the removal from Belfast of 
1 ef use matters possessing a manorial value ; it is, however, desir- 
able that all lefuse not so disposed of should be consumed in the 
destructor, or deposited if possible, in some unobjectionable 
situation. In selecting such dumping grounds, the Corporation 
will no doubt consider the possibilities of future buildino- opera- 
tions and avoid depositing refuse of an objectionable nature on 
any land that may be used as a site for dwelling houses. 

Flooding. 

The Corporation do not state their intentions with regard to 
the report of the City Surveyor on the causes of flooding, but it 
is presumed that remedial measures will be undertaken in accord- 
ance with his recommendations. 

Shellfish and Enteric Fever. 

The Board note that the Corporation are not disposed to accept 
unreservedly the Commission's view as to the influence of shell- 
fish in promoting the excessive incidence of enteric fever on the 
inhabitants, of Belfast. In this connection, however, the Board 
desire to direct the attention of the Corporation to the report 
of Dr. Browne, one of their Medical Inspectors, who visited Bel- 
fast Lough, as well as other shell-fish laying in Ireland, in 1903, 
and reported in the following terms : — 

“.In the course of . this inquiry instances of enteric fever fol- 
lowing the consumption of shell-fish from suspected sources were 
brought under my notice. Doctor Whittaker, Medical Superin- 
tendent Officer of Health, Belfast, stated that numerous cases of 
enteric fever had occurred in that city from time to time trace- 
able to the eating of shell-fish collected from the sewage polluted 
shores of Belfast Lough, and I have received from Dr. Clibborn, 
Medical Inspector of the district, the following memorandum 
in support of this statement : — 

“ ‘ The sale of cockles gathered on the foreshore of Belfast 
Lough, although not so extensively carried on as formerly, 
is still of considerable importance ; but the quantity gathered 
by the general public (who come from nearly every part of 
the town) and carried home for consumption, probably ex- 
ceeds to a large extent that gathered by those who earn their 
living by this occupation. As many as fifty to sixty persons 
have been counted gathering cockles in one day, close to the 
sewage outfall works, and these people are not so particular 
as to the cleanness of the shell-fish, often picking up those 
which are highly discoloured and show up on the surface of 
the slobland. Many cases of typhoid have occurred in 
houses where xhis class of shell-fish has been used. 

“ ‘ There are several persons who make a living by the 
taking of shell-fish from the foreshores of the Lough, and it 
will be interesting to give here the approximate quantities 
of the shell-fish taken during the years 1896 to 1902 inclusive, 
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per returns made by tlie Coastguards to the Fisheries 
Department, Dublin.

“ The greater part of the mussels, periwinkles, &c., are 
sent to England and Scotland, the mussels being used prin- 
cipally for bait, but the cockles are disjiosed of in Belfast. 
They are hawked in the evenings through the working class 
districts, sold to the residents, and in public houses. Bag 
gatherers frequently cany them and exchange them to 
children for rags and bones. 

The following are a few instances of recent cases of 
typhoid which have occurred to persons who, it is admitted, 
ate cockles a fortnight or three weeks prior to the onset of 
the disease. There are many instances where the patients 
suffering from enteric fever have denied eating shell-fish, 
although the Sanitary Inspector has found the empty cockle 
shells in the ashpit. 

Mountcollyer-street. — In the house A, four, cases occurred. 
About ten days prior to the first case, three of the 
children visited Greencastle, and ate a quantity of 
cockles; they brought some home and gave them to 
a fourth child. All four were attacked with 
typhoid. 

Mileriver-street. — In the house B, three cases occurred. 
Mrs. B. says one of her boys went to Greencastle and 
brought home some cockles, of which the familv 
partook, and about three weeks afterwards three of 
the family had typhoid. 

Abercorn-street. — One case. The Sanitary Inspector 
was informed that the patient had eaten shell-fish. 

Edward-street. — One case. The Sanitary Inspector was 
informed that the patient had eaten shell-fish, 

Orimea-street.— Three cases in the house C. said to be 
caused by eating mussels gathered on the foreshore. 

Harrisburg-street. — One case alleged to be caused bv 
eating cockles bought from a hawker on the street. 

Holywood-road. — Five cases'.

Professor J. Lorrain Smith, M.B., has also referred to the 
matter in a valuable “ Report on the occurrence of Typhoid Fever- 
in Belfast,” which he has recently made for the information of 
the Corporation. The following is an extract from the Report : — 

“ Another means of spreading typhoid infection, which 
is of interest to the citizens of Belfast, is the consumption of 
shell-fish taken from contaminated waters. Recently a 
good deal of attention has been given to this question. The 
problem, as it affects Belfast, I have dealt with in my report 
on the bacteria found in shell-fish taken from the' Lough- 
In that report I gave evidence to prove that bacteria charac- 
teristic of sewage are to be found in the shell-fish obtained 
from these waters. The bacteria for which search was- 
made were bacillus coli communis, bacillus enteritidis sporo- 
genes, and streptococci. Shell-fish in which these microbes 
abound are to be regarded as a means of conveying typhoid 
infection.” 

Dr. Browne, in a further passage, observes: — 

“ Enteric fever has been very prevalent in Belfast for 
several years past, and it seems probable that the consump- 
tion of shell-fish, which is very general, particularly amongst 
the working classes, may have to some extent been account- 
able. 

“ I may mention here that when visiting the mussel and 
cockle strands in Belfast Lough, I saw several people 
gathering these shell-fish only a few hundred yards from 
the sewer outfalls, and, on questioning some of them, found 
they were workmen from the shipbuilding yards who were 
taking a holiday. They informed me that it was common 
practice for the workmen to collect shell-fish in the samp: 
locality and to bring them home for their families to eat.. 
The shell-fish are generally eaten cooked, but sometimes in 
the raw state. On further inquiry, I was informed that 
several members of the workmen’s families, who had par- 
taken of the shell-fish, had subsequent!}- developed enteric- 
fever, but that whether the disease was caused by the shell- 
fish or not was not ascertained.” 

Now that the influence of contaminated shell-fish in com- 
municating enteric fever has been emphasised by the Health 
Commission’s Report, it is clearly incumbent on the Corporation 
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to be oil their guard against this obvious source of dilger to 
the pubhc health. The public should be fully warned 
against the risk of eating shell-fish taken from Belfast Lough 
Cautionary notices should be displayed on the gathering grounds

Works are now in progress to provide for the efficient filtration 
of the entne water supply to the city, and are expected to be 
completed, before the end of the present month. The necessity 
for pumping portion of the water direct from the River Lee 
into the service reservoir and distributing it unfiltered will then 
no longer exist. 

Waterford County Borough.- Durihg the past year five cases 
of enteric fever were notified, as compared with sixteen during 
the previous year. The causes assigned were usually defective 
sanitation of the houses m which the cases occurred. ' The water 
suppiy of the district is, however, insufficiently filtered. 

Clonmel Urban District-Fourteen cases of enteric fever were 
notified m this district during the year. Five of these occurred 
m one family m August last and four were notified in November. 
In one case the. infection was imported into the district. The 
sources of infection were not definitely traced. The sewerage of 
the district is, however, defective. The water supply is of excel- 
lent quality, and no suspicion attached to the milk supply. 

Tralee Urban District.— In this district during the year twelve 
cases of enteric fever occurred. 

The sanitary arrangements and sewerage of the houses in 
Minch ?, 6 cases occurred were defective, and may have been 
responsible for. the outbreaks. The water supply of the district 
is oi good quality. No suspicion attached to the milk supplies. 

Midleton Urban District. — Six cases of enteric fever were re- 
ported from this district during the year, and were attributed to 
the defective sanitation of the houses in which the cases 
occurred. 

Dungarvan Urban District— In this district six cases of enteric 
fever occurred and were attributed to defective sewerage. The 
sewerage system of the town is most defective. 

Carrick-on-Suir Urban District. — Three cases of enteric fever 
were reported in this district. The water supply and sewerage 
system of the town are both defective, and to the 'latter cause the 
Medical Officer of Health attributed the occurrence of the fever. 
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Nenagh Urban District. — Three cases of enteric fever were 
notified in this district, and were attributed to the faulty sanitarv 
arrangements of the houses in which the cases occurred. The 
water supply is good, but the sewerage of the town is'very defec- 
tive. 

Mallow Urban District. — Two cases of enteric fever were noti- 
fied in this district, the infection in both instances having been 
imported into the district. 

Kanturk Rural District. — Twenty cases of enteric fever 
occurred in this district during the past year, sixteen of which 
occurred in the past month. As the result of my inquiries into 
this outbreak, I found that in most of the cases'" the families of 
the patients obtained their milk supply either directly or in- 
directly from the local Creameries, and although it was not 
definitely ascertained that the infection was spread through the 
medium of the milk distributed from the Creameries, the circum- 
stances were strongly in favour of that theory. The Creameries 
referred to were, however, provided with pasteurising plant 
and the separated milk was pasteurised before being distributed. 
Occasionally, however, new milk is, I understand, obtained from 
one of the Creameries by customers in the town of Kanturk. 

Tralee Rural District. — In this district twenty cases of enteric 
fever were notified during the year. The cases occurred in 
different parts of the district, and were attributed chiefly to con- 
taminated water supplies and defective sanitation of the houses 
in which the illness occurred. 

Cork Rural District. — Four cases of enteric fever were notified 
in this district during the year, as compared with six during the 
previous year — the sources of infection were not traced. 

Caherciveen Rural District. — Fourteen cases of enteric fever 
occurred during the year in the Ernlagh portion of the district. 
The outbreak was confined to three families and was attributed 
to contaminated water. 

Cashel Rural District. — From the Fethard portion of this dis- 
trict twelve cases of enteric fever were notified during the year. 
Three families were affected. Polluted water was the probable 
cause of the outbreak and the infection probably spread through 
contact. 

Tipperary No. 1 Rural District. — An outbreak of enteric fever 
occurred during the year in the Cappagh portion of the district. 
In all four cases, the cause assigned was polluted water. A man 
who was residing at the time in one of the infected houses went 
to live in the Silvermines portion of the Nenagh Rural District, 
where he developed the disease. 

Thurles Rural District. — Eight cases of enteric fever occurred 
in this district during the year in the portion adjoining the 
Cappagh District of Tipperary No. 1 Rural District, from which 
district the infection is supposed to have been imported. 

Dingle Rural District. — In this district nine cases of enteric 
fever occurred during the year. Contaminated water and defec- 
tive sanitation generally were assigned as the causes. 
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Mallow Rural District. — In this district six cases of enteric 
fever were notified during the year, polluted water being the 
supposed cause. 

Dungarvan Rural District. — Five cases of enteric fever were 
notified during the year. Polluted water was supposed to be 
the cause. 

Lismore Rural District. — Three cases of enteric fever were re- 
ported during the year, and were attributed to polluted water. 

Killarney Rural District. — Four cases of enteric fever notified 
during year. Polluted water was supposed to be the cause. 

Millstreet Rural District. — Three cases of enteric fever were 
reported during the year. The sources of infection were not 
definitely traced, but. these cases were possibly due to contami- 
nated water supplies. 

Sporadic cases of enteric fever were reported from thirteen 
other Rural Districts. 

Typhus Fever. 

Waterford County Borough. — Fourteen cases of typhus fever 
occurred in Waterford County Borough during the past three 
months. The outbreak was doubtless due to the overcrowded 
and general insanitary condition of the house in which the out- 
break originated. 

Cork County Borough. — In this district nineteen cases of 
typhus fever were notified from December last up to the end of 
March, as compared with ten cases in the preceding year. 

The outbreak originated in a tenement house in North Main 
Street, and was due to overcrowding and deficient ventilation. 
The infection was spread by contact. The patients were all 
removed to hospital and the contacts to the shelter provided by 
the Sanitary Authority, where they were kept under observation 
for the usual period. The houses in which the fever cases 
occurred were thoroughly disinfected, also bedding, clothing, &c., 
exposed to infection. 

Cork Rural District. — Seven cases of typhus fever were notified 
in this district during the past two months. The outbreak 
occurred in a labourer’s cottage at Hollyhill, close to the city 
boundary, and was doubtless due to overcrowding and the filthy 
state in which the cottage was kept. In addition to the labourer’s 
family (consisting of eight persons) there were three lodgers in 
the cottage. 

Caherciveen Rural District. — Six cases of typhus fever occurred 
in the Emlagh portion of the district during the year. General 
insanitary conditions gave rise to the outbreak, which was con- 
fined to three families. 

Another outbreak of this disease occurred in the Derrynane 
portion of the district. Ten persons (members of two families) 
were attacked. The first case was not medically attended, thus 
favouring the spread of the disease. Overcrowding was said to 
be the cause of the outbreak. The usual precautionary measures 
were adopted when the nature of the disease was discovered. 
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Dingle Rural District. — In this district eight cases of typhus 
lever occurred during the year, and were attributed to the in- 
•samtary conditions which generally prevail throughout the entire 
•district. 

Ken-mare Rural District. — Five cases of tvphus fever were 
reported in the district during the year, said to be due to over- 
•crowding and the insanitary condition of the premises in which 
the outbreak originated. 

Four cases of typhus fever were reported from Kilmallock 
Rural District, and one each from Tralee' Rural, Midleton Urban 
■and Rural, and Bantry Rural Districts. 

Diphtheria. 

Cork County Borough.— During the year fifty cases of diph- 
theria were notified in this district, as compared with thirty-seven 
m the previous year. As in the case of the enteric fever outbreak, 
•detective house drains were held to be largely responsible for the 
occurrence of the disease. Contact with previous cases in some 
instances led to the spread of the infection. The usual pre- 
cautionary measures were adopted. 

Cork Rural District.— In this district eighteen cases of diph- 
thena were notified during the year, the cases cropped up in 
■different parts of the district. The sources of infection were not 
ascertained. 

Waterford County Borough.— Dive cases of diphtheria were 
notified during the year in this district. The sources of infection 
were not ascertained. 

Midleton Rural District. — A rather severe outbreak of diph- 
theria occurred at Whitegate in this district in November last. 

ilie first case occurred in an insanitary house, and the infec- 
tion was spread through attendance at the local National School. 
Ihe school was closed temporarily and disinfection carried out. 
three deaths resulted from the disease.

Scarlatina. 

Cork County Borough.— hi this district during the past year 
14b cases of scaUatina were notified, as compared with 50 in the 
>eai 1-907 and 26 m 1906. The infection was spread through 
school attendance and contact with persons suffering from the 
•disease m a mild form or unrecognised cases. 
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Waterford County Borough. — Twenty-one cases of scarlatina 
were notified during the past year in this district, as compared 
with 166 in the previous year. 

Cork Rural District. — In this district 38 oases of scarlatina 
were notified during the year, as compared with 16 during the 
previous year. Some of the cases occurred on farms from which 
milk was supplied to Cork City. Precautionary measures were 
adopted to guard against the spread of infection through the 
medium of milk supplies from infected farms, but whether these 
were adequately observed I am unable to state. 

Tipperary No. 2 Rural District. — Twenty-five cases of scarla- 
tina occurred in this district during the past year ; the infection 
is supposed to have been introduced from Limerick City and to 
have been spread by contact with unrecognised cases. 

Killarney Rural District. — Twelve cases of scarlatina occurred 
in the Glenflesk portion of the district. The outbreak was con- 
fined to a few families. The usual precautionary measures were 
adopted with success.

Measles. 

Measles was generally prevalent throughout the entire district 
under my charge during the year, very few localities escaping. 
The disease was generally of a mild form, but . in Waterford 
County Borough and in Tralee Urban District the disease 
assumed a severe type; B6 deaths were registered in Waterford 
City and 23 in Tralee Urban District as due to measles. In Cork 
City 13 deaths from measles were registered. _ 

The death rate from the principal epidemic diseases m these 
districts was in consequence high for the year, being IB per 
thousand in Cork City, 3.1 in Waterford City, and 3.6 m Tralee 

Urban District. , , , , 

Owing to the fact that the poorer classes look upon measles as 
a trivial complaint, and rarely call in medical aid or adopt any 
precautionary measures, the infection is spread rapidly once the 
disease appears in a district; closing of schools, isolation of the 
sick and disinfection are usually resorted to when too late, the 
disease having already become epidemic.

Diarrhceal Diseases. 

t The Medical Superintendent Officer- of Health, Cork County 
Borough, in his last annual report, called special attention to the 
prevalence of epidemic diarrhoea in Cork City during the late 
summer and autumn months amongst the children of the labour- 
ing classes residing in the most congested parts of the city in 
overcrowded and dirty houses, to which causes, and the improper 
feeding of infants, he attributes the prevalence of the disease. 

The Sanitary Authority have been requested to appoint Female 
Inspectors to visit the slums of the city for the purpose of in- 
structing poor mothers as to the proper care and feeding of their 
infants, but so far no action has been taken in the matter. 
Diarrhoea has recently been added to the list of noti- 
fiable diseases in Cork County Borough. During the past year 
524 cases of diarrhoea were notified, and 79 deaths were regis- 
tered as due to this disease. 

In Waterford County Borough 11 deaths were registered 
during the year as due to diarrhrea. The disease is not notifiable 
in this district, but a considerable number of cases of diarrhoea 
occurred amongst the poorer children in the city, attributable to 
insanitary surroundings and improper feeding. 

General Observations upon the Sanitation and Sanitary 
Administration of the District under my Charge. 

Cork County Borough . — A gradual improvement is being 
effected in the sanitary condition of the City of Cork. The 
housing of the working classes is one of the most important 
matters requiring attention, and although the Sanitary Authority 
have done much to improve the housing conditions much more 
is required, as many insanitary areas still exist. During the 
past five years 185 working-class dwellings have been erected 
at .a cost of over £26,000. £27,864 has been expended on im- 
proving the water supply, over £6,000 on sewerage works, £8,750 
on paving streets, &c., and £1,800 on new roads and bridges. 

During the past year 375 reports were received from the Medi- 
cal Officers of Health dealing with nuisances and other insanitary 
conditions, all of which received due attention; 115,749 inspec- 
tions were made by the Sanitary Staff, which included inspections 
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of tenement houses, common lodging houses, slaughter houses, 
milkshops, bakeries, and workshops, &c. ; 327 prosecutions were 
instituted under the Public Health Act, and 39 for exposing un- 
sound meat for sale. 

The inspection of frozen meat, of which there is a large im- 
portation into the city, was carried out by a member of the 
sanitary staff, who discharged this duty efficiently. 

The water supply of the city is regularly analysed and found 
to vary considerably in quality, doubtless owing to the fact 
that a certain proportion of the water is pumped direct from the 
River Lee and distributed unfiltered. It is expected that in a 
few weeks time the works in progress providing for the efficient 
filtration of the entire water supply will be completed. 

The Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops Order, which came into 
force on the 1st May last, is being carefully administered. A 
Veterinary Surgeon has been appointed as inspector under the 
Order, and regular and systematic inspections of all dairies, 
cowsheds and milkshops in the district are made. Any defects 
discovered are reported to the Sanitary Authority and orders 
made for their remedy. 

Other Districts . — In other districts under my charge sanitation 
is receiving more attention of late years, particularly with regard 
to the housing of the labouring class in the Rural Districts. In 
the Urban Districts, however, the progress made in sanitation 
is not so satisfactory, especially with regard to the housing of 
the working classes which, generally speaking, is very defective. 

The Medical Officers of Health and Sanitary Sub-Officers have 
generally displayed more zeal in inspecting their districts and 
reporting defects discovered.

Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops . — The Dairies, Cowsheds and 
Milkshops, &c., Order, which came into force on the 1st May 
last, has been put in operation to a. limited extent, only about 
twenty-one sanitary authorities having up to the present taken 
the necessary steps to appoint officers, &c. 

The majority of Sanitary Authorities refuse to take any action 
in the matter on the grounds of expense of administration, not- 
withstanding repeated representations oil the part of the Local 
Government Board pointing out the necessity on public health 
grounds for a careful administration of the Order. I have, also, 
during the past year attended meetings of nearly all of the Sani- 
tary Authorities in my district, and urged on them the desir- 
ability of putting the Order in operation, but with unsatisfactory 
results generally. I fear it will be necessary to resort to com- 
pulsion in the case of many of the Sanitary Authorities before 
the Order is put in operation. 

From personal observation and inspection I am in a position 
to state that the conditions under which milk is produced gene- 
ally are very unsatisfactory. The cowsheds are frequently 
defective as regards construction, ventilation, lighting, cubic 
area, cleanliness, and drainage. The water supplies on many of 
the farms must be viewed with suspicion as being subject to 
pollution. The milking utensils are very often kept in the living 
rooms of dwelling houses and are not always properly cleansed. 
The hands of the milkers are very seldom washed before milking 
the cattle, nor are the cows' udders cleansed. Many Managers 
of Creameries, to whom I have spoken, have informed me that 
milk is often delivered at the Creameries in a very dirty condi- 
tion, and that the milk cans are often not properly cleansed. 
These facts strongly emphasise the necessity for careful super- 
vision being exercised in the matter of the milk supplies.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. 

(b.) Report of Dr. T. J. Browne, Medical Inspector. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

During the past year an increased interest has very generally 
been taken throughout my district in the matter of the prevention 
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of pulmonary tuberculosis, clue largely to visits paid by the 
Tuberculosis Exhibition to all the important centres of population 
and to the circulation of literature, posters, leaflets, &c., dealing 
with the causes and prevention of the disease. The educational 
effects resulting from the crusade against consumption will, it is 
hoped, soon bear fruit, as the public are now well aware of ths 
infectious nature of the disease, its causes and prevention, and 
are adopting precautionary measures in their homes and else- 
where. 

Patients suffering from the disease in its early stage are fre- 
quently sent by sanitary authorities for treatment in a Sana- 
torium, advanced cases are isolated in their homes or sent to the 
Consumptive wards of the local hospitals, disinfection and other 
precautionary measures are very generally resorted to. 

Voluntary notification of the disease has been adopted in Cork 
County Borough, but only & small percentage of cases are noti- 
fied. In the cases of those notified disinfection is carried out by 
the sanitary staff. 

There was a decline of 33 in the number of deaths registered 
as due to Phthisis in Cork County Borough in the past year, as 
compared with the preceding year, the numbers being for 1907 
278, and 1908 245 deaths. 

Several Medical Officers of Health have informed me that there 
is a decline in the number of new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
coming under their notice, and have commented on the fact that 
infection is often introduced into a district by persons in an 
advanced stage of Phthisis returning from the United States to 
their friends in Ireland. 

A. Sanatorium to provide accommodation for 80 poor persons 
is in course of erection at Streamhill, Doneraile, County Cork, 
and in other counties the question of providing Sanatoria for 
consumptives is receiving attention. 

The Workhouse hospitals are now largely availed of by poor 
persons in the advanced stages of the disease, and in most of the 
hospitals special wards have been provided for their accommoda- 
tion, thus serving to prevent the spread of infection in the families 
of the poor.

( c .) Report of Dr. Clibborn, Medical Inspector, on the Public 
Health of the District under his charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit the following report for the year 
1908-1909 upon the public health of the district under my charge. 

There has been no change in the area of my district since my 
last report. 
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Small Pox. 

I am glad to be able to state that no case of small pox has 
been reported from any portion of the district in my charge. In 
this connection, I think it well to mention that, generally speak- 
ing, the administration of the compulsory Vaccination Acts is 
well carried out by the various Boards of Guardians comprised in 
my district, but in Carrickmacross Union these Acts might be 
more promptly enforced as the Guardians of that Union are, 
I consider, too much inclined to postpone action when the quar- 
terly returns of defaulters are sent to them by the Medical 
Officers of Health. In Belfast Union there is an officer detailed 
solely to perform this work, but he does, not seem to be able to 
cope with the enormous number of defaulters, as at the end of 
the year 1908 there remained 3,273 defaulters to be accounted 
for. The method of operating is not satisfactory in many cases, 
though this remark applies chiefly to some private practitioners. 

Enteric Ferfir. 

This disease was not so prevalent in the period under report 
as it was in former years. The number of cases notified was 
smaller and fewer districts were affected. Particulars follow: — 

Newry No. 1 Rural District. — Five cases were reported, in two 
of which the source of infection was attributed by the Medical 
Officer of Health to the eating of oysters obtained from a hawker 
of oysters. It appears that these oysters had been taken from 
oyster beds situated in Carlingford Lough, at Omeath (which 
were reported on unfavourably by Dr. Browne, Inspector, Local 
Government Board, in his report to the Local Government 
Board). I visited Omeath and obtained oysters from the beds 
referred to and had them forwarded to Professor McWeeney for 
bacteriological examination, but I have not yet heard the result. 
Dr. Laverty, Medical Officer of Health for Rathfriland, is quite 
satisfied that the source of infection in these cases was the eating 
of oysters, as all other sources of infection could be excluded. 
Thetihree remaining cases of enteric fever were due to accidental 
pollution of the water supply used by the patients. 

Dundalk Rural District. — Three cases were reported, but the 
source of infection could not be traced ; proper steps were taken 
to prevent the spread of the disease. 

One doubtful case was reported from Dundalk Urban District. 

Newtownards Urban District. — Five cases were reported, the 
source of infection being polluted water from a pump situated 
in the town. 

In former years certain outbreaks which occurred in the Urban 
District were attributed to the defective public water supply; 
but the Urban Council have recently, at considerable expense, 
provided an excellent supply of good potable water for their 
district. 

Belfast County Borough. — Two hundred and forty-four cases 
of enteric fever were notified in Belfast City, which compares 
favourably with the previous year when 282 cases were re- 
ported. 
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Typhus Fever. 

Dundalk Rural District . — Four oases of this disease were 
notified, the source of infection was overcrowding and general 
want of cleanliness. The patients were promptly removed to 
hospital, and all the necessary steps to prevent the spread of the 
■disease were taken. 

Belfast County Borough . — Eleven cases were notified in the 
city, which happened to be the same number as in the previous 
year; a greater number of cases, however, actually occurred, 
being “ contact ” cases that developed after the patients’ removal 
to the Isolation Hospital.

The original cause of infection in these cases was due, as a 
rule, to the dirty internal condition of the houses and of the 
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inmates, supplemented in some instances by temporary over- 
crowding. One of the affected houses, viz., 4 Killen Place, was 
a double tenancy house of the class which causes so much trouble 
in Belfast City — the downstairs portion was in a cleanly con- 
dition, but the upper storey, occupied by the infected family, 
was in a very dirty and neglected condition. 

In every instance the infected persons were removed to hospital ; 
their bedding, wearing apparel, &c., were burned and the house 
occupied by them was thoroughly disinfected. Those who had 
been in direct contact with the patient were removed to the 
Isolation Hospital, and there kept under observation. 

A house to house inspection of the streets in which the cases 
occurred, and those in the immediate vicinity, was carried out. 
Disinfection was effected by means of Carbolic Vapour, and 
afterwards with a strong solution of Cyllin; the drains, sewers 
and yards were thoroughly treated. In addition the “ contacts ” 
in every instance where known, were followed up and any houses 
to which they had resorted were disinfected. 

Pawn shops in the neighbourhood were also visited, and in- 
quiry made as to whether clothing, &c., from any of the houses 
under observation had been pledged. Such pledges, when dis- 
covered, were thoroughly disinfected. 

Diphtheria. 

Of the various classes of Infectious Disease reported during 
the year (elsewhere than in Belfast County Borough), this disease 
was the most prevalent and widely spread in my district. 

Cases were reported from Cookstown Urban, Cookstown Rural, 
Lisburn Urban, Aghalee Rural, Newry No. 1 Rural District, and 
Belfast County Borough. 

Cookstown Urban and Rural Districts . — Soon after the out- 
break had arisen I visited Cookstown according to instructions, 
and had an interview with Dr. Graves, Medical Officer of Health, 
and other persons interested. 

The first case reported to the Medical Officer of Health was 
on the 26th July, 1908, and arose in the Urban District. This 
was followed by three cases during August and two during 
September. In October ten cases and in November four cases 
were notified. Up to this period the number of cases in the 
Rural District was only four, but subsequently eighteen fresh 
cases were notified, making a total in the Rural District of 22 
up to 27th March, 1909. 

In the Urban District four additional cases had been reported, 
making a total of 24 in the Urban District. The majority of the 
cases were children, and the death rate was not high. 

The original source of infection could not be satisfactorily 
traced. There was no reason to suspect the milk supplies, and 
the Medical Officer informed me that after making careful in- 
quiries he could not ascertain that any case of illness had 
occurred among public milk suppliers. The Medical Officer of 
Health was of opinion the cause of the outbreak was atmospheric, 
and its spread was largely due to persons infected in the early 
stage walking about. In several instances the patients came to 
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the Medical Officer’s house, while actually suffering from the 
disease. 

At a meeting of the Urban Council specially summoned for 
the purpose the Medical Officer of Health, on my suggestion, 
advised the closing of the schools in the Urban District, and a 
notice to this effect was addressed to the School Managers. All 
the schools were cleansed and disinfected. The Medical Officer 
of Health visited all the houses where the disease occurred, and 
warned the householders not to send any of the children to 
school, until he had certified them to be free from infection. 

Lisburn Urban District . — An outbreak of this disease also 
occurred in the Lisburn Urban District, IB cases being reported. 
The oases occurred at intervals between the 1st September, 1908, 
and the 1st February, 1909. Except in a few instances, no 
definite source of infection could be traced. Only three of the 
children attacked attended at school. The milk was supplied 
from twelve different dairies, and there was no reason, in the 
Medical Officer’s opinion, to suspect any of them. 

In the majority of the cases the houses where the disease 
appeared were in a very fairly satisfactory condition, except 
about three, where the house drains were being connected with 
the new system of sewers. 

The source of infection was probably due to mild undetected 
or unreported cases of the disease. 

Six deaths occurred. 

In every case the bedclothing, wearing apparel and rooms in 
which the patients had been were thoroughly disinfected, and 
the necessary precautions were taken to prevent the spread of 
the disease. Anti-diphtheritic serum was freely used. 

Aghalee Rural District.— Seven cases were notified, but the 
disease was not of an epidemic form and requires no special 
notice. 

Newry No. 1 Rural District .— Twelve cases were notified, all 
of which occurred in the Rathfriland portion of the district. 
The Medical Officer of Health, when reporting the first case, stated 
that the sanitary condition of the house was not satisfactory. 
Some of the later cases may have contracted the disease by 
contact, but no history of this could be obtained. The disease 
appears to have died out, as the last case notified was on the 
27th December, 1908. 

Lurqan Rural District .— Eight cases were notified. The Medi- 
cal Officer of Health was of opinion that seven cases which 
occurred were due to a contaminated water supply. This samtaiy 
defect has been brought under the notice of the Lurgan .Rural 
District, the sanitary authority, by the Local Government Board, 
and it will be duly considered by them. 

Measles. 

Thirteen cases of measles were notified from Newtownards 
town, but the disease was not of a serious form and requires no 
special comment. The Medical Officer took all the necessary 
precautions. 
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Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis.

As a rule the sanitary condition of the houses where this 
disease manifested itself was unsatisfactory, and there was also 
a want of peisonal cleanliness observable. Prompt steps were 
taken to prevent the spread of the disease. 

The number of cases notified in the year under report compares, 
very favourably with the past few years. For the year ending 
31st March, 1908, in Belfast County Borough the' number of 
cases notified was 469, while for the year ending 31st March 
1909, the number had fallen to 64. 

Scarlatina and Measles. 

Outside Belfast no outbreak of importance occurred in anv 
portion of my district. 

318 cases of scarlatina were notified in Belfast, but the num- 
ber compares favourably with the- former year (when 403 cases 
were notified. The number of cases of measles could not be 
ascertained but in the opinion of the Medical Superintendent 
Umcer of Health, it was less than in former years. 

. xt ma ; y be mentioned that the total number of cases of Infec- 
tious Diseases notified in Belfast County Borough was 1 299 
for the year ending 31st March, 1909, as against 2,067 for the 
preceding year, which shows a considerable decline. 

The following return shows the details of the figures iust

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General Remarks. 

It is not my intention to make any special reference to the 
sanitary circumstances and condition of Belfast County Borough, 
as the Health Commission which was appointed to inquire into 
those matters have furnished an exhaustive report which is at 
present under the consideration of the Corporation. 

Cootehill Urban Council have not as yet taken any steps to 
improve the sewerage defects of their district beyond making a 
few sewers, nor have any steps been taken by this Council to 
provide a supply of good potable water. 

Larne Urban Council. — Beyond obtaining plans and estimates 
for a sewerage scheme, this Council have done nothing to carry 
out the works in question. This important town, so far as their 
sewerage system is concerned, is in a most backward state. 

Newry No. 9 Rural District. — Complaints about the defective 
sewerage of Poyntzpass, a small town in this Rural District, 
have been received. The sanitary authority have practically 
refused to take what the Medical Officer of Health considers 
sufficient steps to remedy the existing sewerage defects, and a 
complaint of default under Section IB of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, having been lodged against the Sanitary 
Authority, the Local Government Board have directed a local 
inquiry to be held in pursuance of that section. 

Monaghan Urban Council have not taken action to provide 
this district with a proper system of sewerage, to replace the 
present system, which is most defective. The Council have been 
addressed on this subject by the Local Government Board on 
several occasions without effect. 

Lisburn Urban District have recently completed an extensive 
sewerage system for the Urban District at great expense. 

Belfast and Castlereagh Rural Districts are at present carry- 
ing out extensive sewerage schemes for different portions of their 
districts, which, when completed, will, it is to be hoped, tend to 
the improvement of the public health. 

As a rule there has been a much greater interest in public 
health questions taken by the several sanitary authorities in the 
past year than in former years. I am glad to say that the 
majority of the sanitary authorities in my district recognise their 
responsibilities. 

(1.) Tuberculosis. (2.) Dairies and Cowsheds Order. 

These subjects are so intimately connected that I have thought 
it advisable to deal with them under one section. 

So far as the providing of Sanatoriums is concerned, only 
two authorities have taken any effective steps, viz.- — the Belfast 
County Borough and the Belfast Board of Guardians. 

The former bodv have entered into an agreement with the 
Committee of the ‘Forster Green Hospital for Consumption to 
provide and reserve 2B beds for the sole and exclusive use of 
patients nominated by the Public Health Committee of the 
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Corporation ; and in order to provide for the accommodation of 
these patients, the Co mm ittee of the Forster Green Hospital have 
erected additional buildings, which were duly opened on the 1st 
°,f jher ’. r -C'e Corporation have also a right to the use 
of 10 additional beds, in case such beds are unoccupied by 
patients admitted by the Committee of the Forster Green Hospi- 
tal. . From the date on which this arrangement came into 
operation until 31st December, 1908, there were 32 persons nomi- 
nated patients by the Public Health Committee treated in the 
Forster Green Hospital. The arrangement with the Forster 
Green Committee further provided that the latter shall maintain 
a Dispensary, where medical examination and advice should be 
available; that the dispensary patients shall be visited in their 
homes by a nurse, and also when necessary by a physician at- 
tached to the dispensary. The Corporation have made arrange- 
ments with their Medical Officers of Health to voluntarily notify 
any cases of Phthisis coming under their notice, so that the 
houses where the patients reside may be visited by the Female 
Sanitary Sub-Officers, and suitable advice, as to fresh air, light, 
and cleanliness is then given to the occupants of the dwellings’ 
In houses where a death has occurred, disinfectants are provided. 
249 cases of consumption were thus brought under the notice of 
the Public Health Committee in 1908. 

The Abbey Sanatorium, provided by the Belfast Board of 
Guardians, has done excellent work, and 1,141 patients have 
received treatment therein since it opened. The following is a 

summary of the work performed during the last year:

Remaining under treatment on 31st March, 1909, 265 

As regards the 410 patients discharged during the year — 

66 were greatly improved. 

258 were improved. 

22 did not remain sufficiently long under treatment. 

64 no improvement. 

410 

The patients recorded as “ greatly improved ” were able to 
return to their ordinary avocations, as the tubercular symptoms 
had abated. Those recorded as improved were more advanced 
cases of the disease on admission. When discharged the patients 
were not capable of performing full work, but they could do 
light work, especially if it was in the open air. The beds in the 
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Sanatorium are always full, and recently there were 130 addi- 
tional cases under treatment in the Infirmary. The latter 
number has since been reduced to 100. 

Ballymena and Antrim Rural District Councils are providing 
movable consumptive “ Shelters ” for distribution in tlieir dis- 
tricts, the “ Shelters ” to be in charge of the respective Medical 
Officers of Health. I have reason to believe that the Monaghan 
Rural District will also take similar steps. 

Dairies , Cowsheds, and Milkshops Order, 1908. 

When this Order first came under the consideration of the 
various Sanitary Authorities in my charge, it encountered — with 
few exceptions — strong opposition. To a great extent the atti- 
tude of the Local Authorities was due to a misapprehension of 
the provisions of the Order. To counteract this idea, I visited 
practically all the districts and attended several meetings of 
the various Councils. I am glad to report that the greater 
number of the Sanitary Authorities now recognise their responsi- 
bility, and the provisions of the Order are now fairly carried 
out. The various Tuberculosis Exhibitions, held under the 
auspices of Lady Aberdeen, helped largely to educate the people 
as to the necessity for an improvement of the sanitary conditions 
of the cowsheds, &c., throughout the country. 

The only important Councils (and I mean by “ important ” 
localities where the milk trade is extensive) that have so far 
refused to take the necessary steps to enforce the Dairies, &c., 
Order, are Castleblayney and pewry No. 2 Rural District 
Councils. 

In Belfast County Borough a great improvement has been 
made within the past year in the condition of the cowsheds. Dr. 
Bailie, Medical Superintendent Officer of Health, has taken _ a 
personal interest in the subject, and the Public Health Commit- 
tee, acting on his advice, have framed Bye-Laws under the Order, 
which are at present in force. There are two Sanitary Sub- 
Officers engaged in Belfast in the work of inspecting dairies, &c., 
one of whom devotes his entire time to the inspection of cowsheds 
and the other to the inspection of milkshops. There are 216 
cowsheds situated within the County Borough, in which 3,221 
cows are housed. During the year 3,247 inspections were made. 

In 105 cases the cowsheds were reconstructed so as to comply 
with the conditions of the Dairies, &c., Order. There are 1,914 
milkshops registered, and during the year 5,179 inspections were 
made. Ten prosecutions were instituted by the Public Health 
Committee. 

In 54 instances, in which the premises were found unsuitable 
for the storage and sale of milk, the occupiers were prohibited 
from continuing the business of a purveyor of milk. Legal pro- 
ceedings were instituted in 25 cases for breaches of this Order. 

The Sanitary Sub-Officer detailed for the inspection of milk- 
shops also keeps the Register of Dairies and Milkshops, but it 
is doubtful if this is a good arrangement. I am of opinion that 
this officer should be relieved of the latter duty, in order that he 
may devote his entire time to his proper work of inspection. The 
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duties of Registrar should be carried out by one of the clerical 
staff, and if necessary, the clerical staff of the Department might 
be increased for this purpose. 

Periodical inspection of the milch cows is made by Mr. Jordan, 
Veterinary Surgeon, who has reported favourably as regards the 
general health and condition of such cattle. 

I expect that within the next year all the sanitary authorities- 
in my district will comply with the provisions of the Dairies, &c.. 
Order, especially if legal proceedings are instituted against a 
local authority that has definitely refused to take action in the 
matter.

C d •) Report of Dr. Clibborn, Medical Inspector, on the Ad- 
ministration of the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops Order, 
1908, in the Antrim Rural District. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

The above Order, which came into operation on the 1st of 
May, 1908, was put into effect by the Rural District Council in 
the month of July following, when they made arrangements for 
registration and gave public notice requiring same. Dp to the 
present 130 cowkeepers have registered their premises, and I am 
informed applications continue to be received, but this number 
cannot represent all the persons engaged in the milk trade in 
this district, and the Council should, I think, issue fresh notices 
calling attention to the necessity for registration. If after a 
given date any person, who is not registered, is found selling 
milk, he should be prosecuted; it is unfair to those who have 
registered not to enforce this regulation uniformly. The Council 
should order their officers to report any such case to them. 

The majority of those registered are farmers, who send their 
milk daily to the Creameries and by rail to Belfast. After the 
issue of the Dairies Order much dissatisfaction was felt parti- 
cularly by cowkeepers in a small way of business, who appre- 
hended that the provisions were so stringent that their cowsheds 
would be condemned and their business injured; this feeling has, 
I am informed, practically been dispelled as a result of the 
enlightenment of cowkeepers through the Veterinary Inspectors’ 
visits and their recommendations with regard to dairy premises. 

, The following are the arrangements made for the administra- 
tion of the Order, and, in my opinion, if fully carried out, will 
prove most satisfactory. 
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Officers. 

A Registrar and a Dairy Inspector were at the outset ap- 
pointed; the latter reports breaches of the Order coming to his 
knowledge. Subsequently two Veterinary Surgeons have been 
appointed, the scope of whose duties are described later on. 

Registration. 

A form of application giving dimensions and other arrange- 
ments is required to be filled up and is sent to the Dairy Inspector, 
who visits the premises, checks the measurements, etc., and then 
returns the form to the Registrar. The latter officer registers the 
particulars, issues a certificate of registration to the cowkeeper, 
and also transmits a note of the case to the Inspector to be entered 
by him in a duplicate register for future reference. 

Inspection by Dairy Inspector. 

This Inspector makes periodic visits and each month reports 
to the Council on the premises visited by him. Where complaint 
is made, notice is served requiring the defect to be remedied; 
such cases are entered in a register called the “ Records of Defects 
Register ” which contains a record of the complaint, the steps 
taken by the Council, and the result. When a notice is served, 
the Dairy Inspector is supplied with particulars of the require- 
ments and requested to visit the premises and report at the ex- 
piration of the time allowed to make the necessary improvements. 
So far, it has not been found necessary to prosecute cowkeepers. 
for non-compliance with notices served. 

Inspection by Veterinary Surgeons. 

Arrangements have been made for the inspection of cowsheds 
by Veterinary Surgeons in cases where on calculation the air 
space for each cow is found to be less than 500 cubic feet. A 
large number of cowsheds have already been inspected, and I 
am informed that one of the Inspectors states that, generally 
speaking, his recommendations for improvements have not been 
unfavourably received by the cowkeepers. The Council should 
not confine the inspection by the Veterinary Inspectors to these 
cowsheds; all dairy cattle and cowsheds used in connection with 
the sale of milk should be periodically visited and reported on by 
these officers. 

The Veterinary Inspectors have been provided with two differ- 
ent forms of certificate, which are in duplicate, to admit of a 
copy being issued to the occupier and one retained by the Council. 
Form I. is issued when the arrangements are sufficient, having 
regard to Article 6 of the Order, for the accommodation of the 
cows ; Form II. is used when the arrangements are not suitable ; it 
prescribes the improvements which are necessary and contains a 
request to have the same carried out within a given reasonable 
time, at the end of which the Inspector will again visit. If his 
recommendations have then been carried out, he will issue the 
certificate as to suitability of the premises, “ Form I.” ; if not, 
he will report the cowkeeper to the Council as a defaulter under 
the Order. 
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Revision of Register. 

With a view to keeping a Register of persons carry- 
ing on business in the district up to date, the Dairy 
Inspector has received instructions to report any person 
registered who may have ceased to carry on business, or gone 
out of occupation of the premises for which he is registered; he 
also reports any person whom he finds carrying on business, and 
who has failed to register; a notice in writing is then served, 
requiring registration. The attention of the Rural District Coun- 
cil might be drawn to provisions of Article 1 (1) of the Dairies 
Order, as to the periodical revision of the Register every year, 
at a time to be fixed by the Council. I am of opinion, from in- 
quiries made, that there must be a fair number of persons either 
selling milk or sending it to Creameries not yet registered. 

The arrangements made in this district are most satisfactory 
with the few exceptions referred to in this report, and so far as I 
can form an opinion, the Council are showing a reasonable desire 
to carry out this Order.

(e.) Report of Surgeon-Colonel D. Edgar Flinn, Medical In- 
spector, on the Public Health of the District under his 
charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit the following report dealing with 
the principal oufbreaks of infectious disease that occurred in my 
district during the year ended March 31st, 1909. 

Small Pox. 

During the period under review no case of small pox was 
notified as having occurred in the district under my charge. 

Enteric Fever. 

County Borough of Dublin. — Enteric Fever was more or less 
prevalent in the County Borough of Dublin during the closing 
months of the year 1908. in the year 1907-8 the number of 
notifications of enteric fever (319) was the lowest on record, but 
last year the notifications reached the high figure of 667 ; the 
Clontarf outbreak, however, contributed largely to this total. 

The mildness of the autumn weather of last year was con- 
sidered favourable to the prevalence of enteric fever. A localized 
outbreak in the Cuffe Street area was supposed to be due to milk 
infection, but careful inquiries failed to discover any connection 
with the milk distribution. The Clontarf outbreak, which is 
referred to in a separate report, was clearly traceable to infection 
from a milk supply. 
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The Medical Superintendent Officer of Health has, I am in- 
formed. been engaged in making inquiries as to the sanitary 
condition of all houses where cases of enteric fever were notified 
as having occurred during a given period — this report has not 
yet been submitted to the Public Health Committee. 

Balrothery Rural District . — During the months of August and 
September seven cases of enteric fever were notified as having 
occurred at Malahide. The Medical Officer of Health attri- 
buted the outbreak to the water supply, and notices were posted 
warning, the public against drinking the water from the foun- 
tain unless it were boiled. A subsequent analysis indicated that 
the water, although hard, was not unfit for drinking purposes. 

The Rural District Council have at present in contemplation 
the introduction of a water supply from without the inhabited 
area, and plans have been already submitted with this object. 

Isolated cases of enteric fever also occurred at Swords and 
Lusk, but no development of the disease took place. 

North Dublin Rural District . — Three cases of enteric fever 
were notified during the month of September as having occurred 
in the Castleknock Dispensary District, and were stated to have 
a common milk supply, but owing to the precautionary measures 
that were taken the disease did not spread. 

Carlow Rural District . — Some four or five cases of enteric 
fever occurred at Tullow in the Carlow Rural District in October, 
1908. These cases were attributed to the drinking of impure 
water, and on analysis this water was condemned as unfit for 
dietetic purposes. The disease did not spread. 

Two cases of enteric fever also occurred at Bagenalstown, and 
one at Leighlinbridge. 

Carloio Urban District . — Enteric fever has been more or less, 
prevalent in Carlow Urban District since the autumn of last 
year. In October eight cases were notified, in November there 
were two cases, in December three cases, and in January, 1909, 
there were seven cases. The Medical Officer attributed the pre- 
valence of the disease to defective sanitation and want of 
sewerage. In four of the cases there was a common milk 
supply. All the patients were removed to hospital and disin- 
fection and fumigation of the dwellings were carried out in 
every instance. 

A recrudescence of the disease has occurred recently, and I 
am at present engaged in investigating its cause and reporting, 
on the sanitary condition and circumstances of the Urban Dis- 
trict. 

Wicklow Urban District . — Some cases of enteric fever (six in 
number) occurred in the Wicklow Urban District during the 
year ended March 31st, 1909. The source of infection was not 
quite clear; suspicion has on several occasions been directed to 
the water supply, but the most recent analysis has not warranted 
this suspicion. ' The attention of the Sanitary Authority has 
frequently been drawn to the faulty character of the system of 
filtration. 

L 
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Enniscorthy Urban District — An outbreak of fever of an 
ill-defined type occurred in the Enniscorthy Urban District in 
November and December, 1908. The primary case occurred at 
a dairy, from which part of the milk supply of the Enniscorthy 
Workhouse was derived; the patient, a girl about 20 years 
of age was attended by Dr. Furlong, Medical Officer of the 
Workhouse and Fever Hospital, who saw the case for the first 
time on October 18th, but did not notify it until November 18th 
as he stated he was not aware that “ Relapsing Fever ” was sche- 
duled as a notifiable disease. 

Subsequently, on November 24th, Dr. Kelly, Medical Officer 
. Enniscorthy Dispensary District, in compliance with the pro- 
visions of the Sanitary Order,, reported to the Local Government 
-Board a case of ‘' Enteric Fever ” as having occurred in St. 
Johns Street, Enniscorthy— this house was supplied with milk 
from the same dairy. 

On November 28th four cases of “ Relapsing Fever ” were noti- 
fied by Dr. Furlong. All these patients were, I am informed 
supplied with milk from the same dairy where the primary case 
occurred. One of the cases was a nursing Sister who had been in 
-attendance on the patient resident at the Dairy. 

December 1st a case of “ Enteric Fever ” was notified by 
Dr. Roberts, the probable source of infection being stated as milk 
and on, December 19th three cases were notified, one of “ Enteric 
Fever,’ by Dr. Boyce, and two of “Relapsing Fever,” by Dr 
.furlong. All these cases obtained their milk from the same 
■dairy. 


On December 22nd Dr. Kelly -also notified a case of “Enteric 
lever from St. John’s Street, Enniscorthy; the source of infec- 
tion was stated to be milk supplied from the dairy before men- 
tioned, and on January Bth, 1909, two further cases of “ Relaps- 
ing Fever were notified Dy Dr. Furlong, as having occurred at 
the W orkhouse Infirmary. In all, seventeen cases occurred, and 
they a 1 had a common milk supply. The milk purveyor, in 
whose house the first case occurred, was a joint contractor to the 
Workhouse, but as the milk was boiled from the onset of the 
disease only six cases occurred among the inmates of the Work- 
house, though two other patients resided within the grounds of 
the Workhouse, being children of the Master. All these cases 
were promptly removed to the Fever Hospital. There were no 
-deaths. 


•?J W0 members of a religious community, that were supplied 
with milk from the dairy, also contracted the disease, and a few 
■of the customers of two small retailers of milk, who derived their 
suppiy from the dairy before mentioned, were also attacked. 

1 our specimens of blood at my suggestion were forwarded to 
lioxrasor Mc\A eeney, on November 28th, for examination under 
the \\ idal Test — three of the specimens were reported as giving 
a strongly positive reaction, and the fourth as giving a slight 


Dr. Furlong forwarded a memorandum to the Local Govern- 
ment Board on November 29th, 1908, setting forth a number of 
•considerations which influenced him in not regarding the out- 
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break as one of enteric fever, and in concluding his remarks he 
stated that “ it may be an abnormal case of Typhoid, but clearly 
not of the enteric type.” 

On January 29th, 1909, in a further communication to the 
Local Government Board, Dr. Furlong described the cases that 
had been under his treatment since the previous November as 
“ Bilious Relapsing Fever ” or Bilious Typhoid Fever,” and cited 
his unique experience of four previous outbreaks of a similar 
nature that had come under his notice, during his connection 
with the Enniscorthy Fever Hospital (he had seen over fifty cases 
and there had not been a death) the temperature in some of the 
cases ranged as high as 107°, 108°, and 109° Farenheit. 

■I had recently, when in Enniscorthy, an interview with Dr. 
Furlong and whilst adhering to his views as to the abnormal 
character of the outbreak, he was in agreement that several of the 
symptoms might also be common to, and characteristic of, enteric 
or typhoid fever. 

Cerebro-Spinal Fever. 

County Borough of Dublin. — During the year ended March 
hist, 1909, thirty-two cases of cerebro-spinal fever were notified 
to the Public Health Committee as having occurred in the city. 
This was a slight decline on the previous year, when thirty-nine 
cases of the disease were notified. The disease, as in the years 
1907-08, was confined to the poorer classes. Sixteen of the cases 
(exactly 50 per cent.) proved fatal. Eighteen of the cases 
occurred in children under fifteen years of age. All the patients 
were removed to hospital, and the “ contacts ” were taken to 
the Corporation “ Refuge ” in Nicholas Street pending the dis- 
infection of their dwellings, bedding, and clothing. Four of 
the cases were of the “ fulminant ” type, death occurring very 
soon after the onset of the attack. 

Steps have recently been taken to make the disease perman- 
ently notifiable in the city. Hitherto it was only made notifiable 
from year to year. 

Lumbar puncture was performed in a considerable number 
of the cases, and the diagnosis was confirmed bacteriologieally. 

The incidence of the disease was not confined to any one 
quarter of the city, but cases were notified simultaneously in 
districts far apart from each other. The largest number of 
notifications occurred in April, 1908, ten cases being notified 
during that month, and eight of these proving fatal. Since then 
the disease has been gradually declining. 

Sporadic cases of cerebro-spinal fever occurred in Pembroke 
Urban District (two, one fatal), Blackrock Urban District (one), 
Rathdown No. 2 Rural District (two), Gorey Rural District 
(two), Rathdrum Rural District (two, both fatal). 

Scarlatina. 

County Borough of Dublin.— An outbreak of scarlatina 
occurred in the month of August in the Glasnevin District, 
which was clearly traceable to a dairy in the locality. Sixteen 
persons who used the milk from this dairy developed scarlatina. It 
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was found on examination that one of the milkers had a sore 
throat of a suspicious character. He was at once removed to 
hospital, and subsequently no further cases occurred. It is 
probable that only a portion of the milk became infected, and 
that only for a day or so. None of the cases proved fatal. 

The dairy proprietor and his family were medically examined, 
and all were found to be in good health, the cows were pastured 
about three miles away in the North Dublin Rural District ; the 
animals were also examined by the Veterinary Surgeon to the 
County Council, and were found free from disease. " 

In September and October several cases of scarlatina again 
occurred in this district, a fatal case of malignant scarlatina in 
a child was reported as having occurred at a dairy at Finglas 
that supplied milk in the Glasnevin District. The milch cows in 
this instance also were pastured at a distance of four miles from 
the dairy and were milked in the fields, the milk being sent direct 
to Dublin without touching the dairy. It was ascertained that 
the child, whose case proved fatal at the dairy premises, was 
in the habit of playing with two other children in the neighbour- 
hood who had also contracted the disease, and who were, it is 
stated, desquamating at the time. The dairy premises were 
thoroughly disinfected, and the cowbyres and dairy were lime- 
washed, and there was no further spread of the disease. 

North Dublin Rural District. — Some cases of scarlatina 
occurred in the Sutton and Baldoyle District, which were trace- 
able to a dairy at Baldoyle where a case had occurred, and which 
has been removed to hospital. Owing to the strict and prompt 
precautionary measures that were taken in this case, the 
threatened outbreak was arrested and no further developments 
took place. 

Balrotliery Rural District. — Scarlatina was prevalent in differ- 
ent portions of the Balrotliery Rural District. In June and 
July thirteen cases were notified from Malahide District, most 
of the cases were removed to hospital. The Medical Officer of 
Health was of opinion that the disease was imported into the' 
district. 

In October, November, and December seventeen cases were- 
notified as having occurred in the Balbriggan Dispensary Dis- 
trict. In this instance the Medical Officer also reported that the- 
disease was imported into the district. All the cases were of a 
mild tjqie. 

Cases of scarlatina occurred also in the Navan Rural District,, 
the New Ross Rural District, and the Castleknock Dispensary 
District (North Dublin Rural District). Strict precautionary 
measures were carried out and the disease did not spread in either 
of the districts. 

Typhus Fever. 

Shillelagh Rural District. — Four cases stated to be typhus 
fever occurred in the Shillelagh Rural District in the month of 
January, one of these proved fatal. It was thought that the- 
disease was imported into the district by a Postal Messenger from 
Carlow who was subsequently admitted to the Carlow Fever 
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Hospital, but was reported by the Medical Officer to be suffering 
from enteric fever. 

Baltinglass Rural District. — Two cases of typhus were reported 
as having occurred in the Baltinglass Rural District ; they were 
stated to have been caused by insanitary surroundings and over- 
crowding. Both cases were removed to hospital, and the disease 
did not spread. 

Diphtheria. 

County Borough of Dublin. — Diphtheria has been more or less 
prevalent in Dublin during the year ended March 31st, 1909, in 
fact, the incidence of the disease has been increasing for some 
years in the city. 

In 1906, 229 cases were notified, in 1907, 265 cases, and in 
1908, 376 cases — thirty-five deaths were registered from the 
disease during the past year. 

No cause has been assigned for this increase. The Medical 
Superintendent Officer of Health has expressed the opinion that 
the increase may be more apparent than real, and that cases 
that were formerly described as acute tonsilitis and ordinary 
sore throat are now notified as diphtheria. 

The advantage of having a bacteriologist attached to the 
Public Health Department, to whom specimens of doubtful or 
suspected throat cases could be sent for examination, is obvious. 
The appointment of a bacteriologist by the Corporation would 
prove of great benefit in this as well as in the diagnosis of other 
doubtful infectious cases. 

Dublin is not exceptional in this increase in the incidence of 
diphtheria. In many of the larger towns in England and Wales 
the death rate from diphtheria has been increasing. 

The great majority of the cases occurred in the dwellings of 
the poorer classes and in localities where infectious diseases not 
infrequently prevail. 

Wicklow Urban District. — Fifteen cases of diphtheria occurred 
in the Wicklow Urban District during the year ended March 
31st, 1909. The Medical Officer of Health was of opinion that 
defective drainage was principally responsible for the prevalence 
of the disease. Steps have recently been taken to improve the 
system of sewerage in the town — the disease was of a mild type. 

Rathdrum Rural District.— Several cases of diphtheria were 
reported as having occurred in the village of Rathnew — two cases 
of enteric fever also occurred in the village. The water supply 
to Rathnew is very defective, and an improved supply is very 
much required. The question has been under consideration . for 
some time, and steps may probably be taken during the ensuing 
year to provide a pure water supply for this village. 

Measles. 

Kilkenny Urban District— An outbreak of measles occurred 
in this district in December, 1908; the disease was of a mild 
•character. It was estimated that between two and three hundred 
cases had occurred, and medical assistance was not sought for, 
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except in cases where pulmonary complication would arise 
About sixty cases were removed to hospital. It was stated that 
the disease was imported into the city. 

. The schools were closed for a brief period, and were thoroughly 
disinfected before being re-opened. Disinfection was also carried, 
out in a large percentage of the houses where cases occurred.. 
Measles not being, a notifiable disease it was difficult to ascertain 
where cases sometimes occurred. The disease continued prevalent 
during the months of January, February, and a part of the- 
month of March. 

General Observations. 

Water Supplies and Sewerage.—! am glad to be enabled to- 
repoit that practically all the Urban Districts in the area under- 
m y™ a ' r § e are now in possession of excellent water supplies. 

ihe sewerage is, however, yet defective in some of the Urban 
JJistiicts, but steps are being taken to promote and carry out 
improved schemes in the few districts requiring it. 

Cowsheds and Dairies.— The sanitary condition of the cow- 
sheds and dames is, I am also glad to say, gradually improving, 
and the improvement is coincident with, and remarkable in, those- 
districts that have appointed a Veterinary Inspector. There are 
still some large milk producing areas where the Bural District 
Douncils have not taken active steps to adminster the Cowsheds- 
and Dairies Order; yet I have every reason to hope that durino- 
the next half-year these bodies will also have appointed the 
necessary officers. 

Housing of the Working Classes. — The housing conditions of 
the working classes in the Urban Districts have improved, and 
several schemes have been promoted during the past year for 
the erection of dwellings for the working classes. In the Rural 
Districts the housing conditions also continue to improve and 
cottages are still being erected under the provisions of the 
Labourers Acts. 


Disinfection and Compensation. — Several of the more im- 
portant and populous Urban Districts are not yet provided with 
a proper and efficient steam disinfecting apparatus. As I have 
befoi.e pointed out, large sums of money are annually expended 
in giving compensation to householders for the destruction of 
infected bedding and clothing, which would be avoided if proper 
means were available for disinfection. 

Notification of Births Act. — The notification of Births Act. 
1907, which came into operation some time since, has not been 
adopted, I regret to say, in the County Borough of Dublin. The 
Public Health Committee recommended its adoption, but the 
Corporation declined to adopt it. This Act would exercise a verv 
beneficial effect m the city of Dublin if it were adopted, and I 
have no doubt that in time the infantile mortality rate' would 
show a marked improvement were the provisions of the Act in 
force, and consequently the general death-rate of the city would 
also be favourably affected.. Any legislation that would' tend to 
the achievement of this desirable object should receive the most 
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careful consideration at the hands of those who are primarily 
charged with the duty of safeguarding the public health of the 
city.

(/.) Report of Surgeon Colonel D. Edgar Flinn, Medical In- 
pector, on an Outbreak of Enteric Fever at Clontarf (Dublin 
County Borough). 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

In the autumn of last year a local epidemic of enteric fever 
occurred at Clontarf, a residential area lying to the north-east 
of Dublin and recently brought within the City Boundary. The 
initial notification of the disease was received at the Public 
Health Office of the Corporation of Dublin on the 28th Septem- 
ber, but the real commencement of the outbreak dates from about 
a fortnight previously, as cases were attended by local medical 
practitioners on the 15th, 1.7th, 18th, 19th, and 21st (two) Sep- 
tember. 

The following is a monthly record of the cases notified from 
Clontarf to the Sanitary Authority: — 

September, ... 7

November, ... 7 

December, ... 9 

Total, . 142 

At an early stage in the outbreak it was noted by the District 
Medical Officer of Health, Dr. OHonoghue, that all the infected 
houses were supplied with milk from the same source, a dairy 
in Vernon Avenue, and investigations were immediately insti- 
tuted with a view to ascertaining whether any cause of infection 
could be traced on or in connection with the dairy premises. 
The dairy was visited by Sir Charles Cameron, Medical Super- 
intendent Officer of Health, and by the Veterinary Inspector of 
the Corporation of Dublin, Mr. Watson, but no evidence of recent 
illness either in the dairyman’s household or among his em- 
ployees could be obtained, while the cows were found to be in 
good health, and the dairy premises and cowsheds were kept in 
a cleanly condition. Objection, however, was taken to the 
proximity of a water closet, which was defective, to a room used 
as a milk store, and also to the absence of interceptor or venti- 
lator on the drain connected with the dairy. Notices for the 
abatement of nuisances were at once served and duly complied 

Further precautionary measures were taken by obtaining 
samples of milk both from the dairy and from customers for 
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bacteriological examination, which, however, gave a negative 
result, and by testing specimens of the urine of the dairy em- 
ployees — with negative results also. On the 1st October a public 
warning was inserted in the Press by Sir Charles Cameron, 
advising householders to boil milk before using it. I have no 
doubt but that this note of warning may have had a good effect 
with the majority of householders in the affected area, but in 
some cases . that came to my knowledge the warning was not 
heeded until too late, and several houses became infected in 
consequence of neglecting to carry out this precaution and thus 
prolonged the continuance of the outbreak. 

Cases, however, continued to be reported without cessation, and 
nearly all^had one common feature in the use of milk from the 
dairy in Vernon Avenue, though in a few instances the relation- 
ship with this dairy was at first obscured by the fact that 
the milk was. procured indirectly through an intermediate 
vendor. Taking the entire outbreak about 130 cases had a 
direct connection with the Vernon Avenue dairy. The whole 
number of invaded houses was 82, of which 79 were supplied 
with milk from the one dairy, while the other three were par- 
tially so supplied. It was ascertained that this dairy served 
157 houses in the locality, in 79 of which enteric fever appeared, 
representing an incidence rate of 50 per cent. ; there were 28 other 
dairies supplying milk in the district, the customers of which 
were practically immune from attack. 

As soon as the circumstances began to point unmistakably 
to the Vernon Avenue dairy as the centre of infection, the Local 
Government . Board suggested to the Public Health Committee 
the advisability of proceeding to stop the milk supply from 
this source under the powers conferred by Section 4 of the 
Infectious Disease Prevention Act, 1890. The Corporation con- 
sulted their Law Adviser, who expressed the opinion that, as no 
evidence of infection or probability of infection had been dis- 
closed on the inspection of the dairy by the Medical Superin- 
tendent Officer of Health, the consequent action authorised by the 
section could not be taken. The presumptive evidence having 
in the meantime gained cumulative strength, the Local Govern- 
ment Board urged the Corporation to obtain Senior Counsel’s 
.opinion. This was done, but with the result of confirming the 
view taken by the Law Adviser of the Corporation. This opinion 
appears to me to reveal a grave defect in the statutory provision 
enabling local authorities to prohibit the sale of milk causing 
or likely to cause infectious disease, as I can scarcely conceive 
a case in which the relation of cause and effect between the 
consumption of milk from one particular source and the incidence 
of enteric fever could be more clearly demonstrated. The obvious 
intention of the section is to prevent the spread of infectious 
disease by the medium of milk, and it is regrettable, and it 
becomes a matter of serious moment, if the administration of 
this section is to be surrounded with technical difficulties and, 
as is suggested, is liable to become “ practically a dead letter.” 
Had it been possible to put this section into operation at the 
early stage of the outbreak, as was suggested in the Board’s letter

of October 6th, 1908, the number of cases would have at once 
diminished and the outbreak would have speedily been placed 
under control a'nd have had a much earlier termination.

In view of the facts which I have already related, there can, 
I consider, be no doubt that the cause of the spread of the disease 
was the consumption of milk distributed from the Vernon Avenue 
dairy, but the question remains to be considered, “ How did the 
milk become infected? ” 

Five possible solutions of this problem have been suggested, 
.and will now be in turn stated and examined. 

(1) AVas one or more of the milking staff a “ typhoid carrier ”? 

At this stage it may be explained that the dairy herd con- 
sisted of 58 cows, of which 13 were kept at the premises in 
Vernon Avenue while the remainder were pastured on fields at 
a distance. The bulk of the milk supply was obtained and de- 
livered direct to the consumer from the cows in the fields, but 
milk was also distributed from the dairy. The cases of enteric 
fever occurred among persons supplied from both these sources, 
-so that it may be assumed that there was a common infection. 

Three milkers were in the habit of regularly milking the herd 
— two of these milkers milked the cows at the pasture lands as 
well as at the dairy, the third man only milked the cows at 
the pasture fields but, when distributing milk, called to the 
dairy each day to replenish his supply. The second distributor 
of milk took his supply direct from the pasture fields to the 
'Consumers, but, as stated before, he assisted in the milking of 
the cows at the dairy. It will thus be seen that both milkers, 
who were also the distributors of the milk, were in continuous 
.and daily touch witn the dairy herd and premises as well as 
with the herd at the pasture fields. 

It will be of interest to record the distribution of the milk 
supply from the dairy by the two men who also assisted in the 
milking of the herd. In the western end of Clontarf, where the 
rate of attack' was greatest, A. K. distributed milk to the follow- 
ing localities: — 

Hollybrook Road, 

Castle Avenue, 
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Victoria Road, 

Howth Road, 

Haddon Road, 
tit. Lawrence Road, 

Warrenpoint, etc. 

J. Y. distributed milk in the eastern or Dollymount end of the- 
district, including the following places: —

The incidence of the disease was not so great in this portion: 
of the district, the larger number of cases occurring in the west- 
end and in good class residential localities. 

Careful inquiries failed to elicit that any member of the- 
dairy owner’s family, or of the employees had suffered from 
enteric fever— neither had any of their relatives been ill from, 
the disease, although on the first occasion of my visiting the 
pasture fields I noticed that one of the milkers looked rather ill 
and had a^ foul tongue. I asked Dr. O’Donoghue to visit and; 
examine this man, which he did, and he found that the tempera- 
ture was subnormal (97°F.). This man at a later stage was- 
transferred to other employment. 

At my suggestion the District Medical Officer (Dr. O’Donoghue) 
made a thorough search of the Medical Relief Register for a 
period extending over several years to ascertain whether any of 
the persons employed at the dairy had at any time suffered from 
enteric fever. It was found that not one of them had suffered 
from the disease. 

Specimens of the urine of the three milkers were submitted by 
Sir Charles Cameron to Professor McWeeney for bacteriological 
examination, but the result of the examination was negative. 
Subsequent to this I endeavoured, through the medium of Dr. 
O’Donoghue (who, from his local knowledge, afforded me con- 
siderable assistance during my investigations) to procure speci- 
mens of fceces from these workers, but these efforts were not 
successful, as were also the efforts made in the same direction 
by Sir Charles Cameron. 

Professor McWeeney, in the course of the outbreak, examined 
specimens of blood taken from the dairy owner and his family, 
as well as from the milkers. The result of this examination was 
not made known (as it was undertaken in the interests of the 
dairy owner), but soon after it had taken place three of the men 
who were engaged in milking and the distribution of the milk 
were transferred to another sphere of employment. 

Assuming that the bacteriological examinations of the blood 
were of a nature favourable to the “ carrier ” theory, it must on 
the other hand be noted that the examination of the urinarv 
excretions was of a negative character. 
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I find it difficult to accept the conclusion that any of the 
employees was a “ carrier.” No history of a past attack of 
enteric fever could be procured, the bacteriological evidence, so. 
far as at present known, was negative, while the same men had 
for a long time previously been employed in the distribution of 
milk without any ill effects to the consumer. The only point in 
support of the “ carrier ” hypothesis is the fact of three of the 
milkers being superseded after the examination conducted by 
Professor McWeeney. 

Since the termination of the outbreak these men, I am informed, 
have resumed their duties as milkers, and in the distribution of 
milk. If one or more of these men were “ carriers,” it will be 
interesting to note whether the theory recently enunciated that. 
“ once a carrier always a carrier ” will obtain confirmation in 
this instance. 

(2) Were the emanations from the refuse deposited at the 
Pairview sloblands responsible? 

No doubt much objectionable vegetable and other refuse had 
been deposited there for some time previous to the outbreak. It 
was, however, clearly established from the beginning that the 
emanations from the sloblands had no connection with the out- 
break, as no case of fever occurred at Pairview or in its immediate 
vicinity.

main drainage operations? 


Works in connection with the laying of the new sewerage 
system of Clontarf were in progress during last summer and 
autumn, and no doubt gave rise to local inconvenience and 
annoyance. But so far as the general incidence of the outbreak 
was concerned, the source of infection could not be ascribed to. 
this cause, seeing that the attack was almost exclusively confined 
to the customers of a particular dairy. The possible influence of 
the drainage operations must thus be narrowed down to the' 
contamination of this one source of milk supply. I have,, how- 
ever, ascertained that the work of laying the new sewer in the' 
vicinity of the dairy premises was only commenced on the 15th 
September which, by a strange coincidence, was the day on which 
the earliest case in the series was first medically attended. No- 
doubt this case had been incubating the disease for a week or 
more. Thus the commencement of the outbreak must be dated 
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fiom approximately the first week in September, as in addition 
to the case. mentioned above, there were several other oases 
apparently m the stage of incubation at this time. 

(4) Was defective drainage the medium of infection? 

th ® rf Qi ° f T my inquiries I learned of the existence of 
illness at No. 6 St Joseph s Square— a house which adjoined the 
dairy premises. On visiting this house on the 30th October I 
saw a woman whose delicate appearance led me to ask whether 
she had been recently ill. She replied that she had been confined 

h J f °n nt u 0 i>* gust ’ and tllat her medical attendant 
had stated that she had had an attack of Typhoid Fever. This case 
was not notified to the Public Health Authorities. Tlie medical 
practitioner, however, subsequently explained that the case was 
an obscure one, and that many of the typical symptoms of enteric 
fever were absent. 

d a:l u °i' °pi n i. on that this case was one of enteric fever, and 
that it had an important bearing on the main outbreak. The 
patient was ill m bed from the 9th August until the 7th Sep- 
tember, and was without a skilled nurse. The drain from No 5 
■bt. Joseph's Square communicated with a sewer which was found 
to have open joints and no concrete foundation and into which 
the drainage of the dairy premises also discharged, and as I have 
already mentioned the drainage arrangements of the latter nre- 
mises were faulty. 1 

Having regard fo the fact that the dejecta from the case of 
•enteric fever that occurred at St. Joseph’s Square were for four 
weeks or more daily passing down this defective sewer, the possi- 
bility oi the milk supply becoming infected from this cause 
■cannot well be excluded. 

It is much to be regretted that the circumstances and history 
oi the case of enteric fever which occurred at 5 St. Josephs 
bquare were not known at the commencement of the outbreak ■ 
lor obvious leasons this knowledge would have been useful and 
'Ol undoubted advantage. 


(5) W as infection introduced from communication with infected 
households? 

In addition to the unnotified case at 5 St. Joseph’s Square 
there were two other cases notified from this Square in the 
•earlier stage of the outbreak. Both these cases were removed to 
hospital, but not foi a week or so after they had contracted the 
disease, and during the period of their treatment at home milk 
was being fetched twice each day from the dairy in Vernon 
Avenue. 

From, the commencement of the outbreak several infected 
houses in the vicinity of the dairy were supplied with milk 
direct from the dairy, and messengers were sent daily from the 
Infected houses to the dairy in Vernon Avenue for miik. In two 
cases jugs were carried from the patients’ bedrooms each day 
■direct to the dairy, where they were filled with milk and then 
brought back to the sick room. There was thus a close and fre- 
quent intercourse between the inmates of the dairy and several 
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infected houses. The possibilities of infection under such cir- 
cumstances cannot be disregarded; further, the daily communi- 
cation between the house 5 St. Joseph’s Square and the dairy 
for over four weeks and just prior to the commencement of the 
outbreak possesses great significance. In this case the person 
nursing the patient (an unskilled nurse) went herself each day 
to the dairy for milk for the patient’s use. This person also was 
daily engaged in removing and dealing with the dejecta of an 
infected patient, and it would be only by the most scrupulous 
care and cleanliness that infection under such circumstances 
could be avoided. It has further been established that during 
the early part of the outbreak messengers from infected houses 
in Rutland Place, Vernon Avenue, Victoria Terrace, Brian Boru 
Street, and St. Joseph’s Square went direct to the dairy for milk 
each day. 

It will be seen that the evidence bearing on the manner in 
which the milk became infected is far from conclusive, but I in- 
cline to the view that the unreported case in No. B St. Joseph’s 
Square was the original source of the outbreak, there being com- 
munication between the two houses by means of untrapped 
drains, as well as daily intercourse through the visits of the 
patient’s attendant at the dairy. Moreover, the period of this 
patient’s illness coincides fairly closely with the commencement 
of the outbreak. The only other hypothesis which has any 
appearance of probability is that there was a typhoid-carrier 
among the dairy staff, but this explanation is based solely on an 
unconfirmed surmise, and does not in any way account for the 
explosive character of the outbreak in the middle of September, 
1908.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. 

( g .) Report of Surgeon Colonel D. Edgar Elinn, Medical 
Inspector. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 


Gentlemen, 

I am glad to be able again to state that during the past year 
increased attention has been devoted to this important question, 
and greater interest has been taken in the subject by the Urban 
and Rural Sanitary Authorities. 

The posters issued by the Local Government Board still con- 
tinue to be periodically distributed in dispensaries and public 
places. The meetings and proceedings of the Women’s National 
Health Association have also done a great deal to centre public 
attention on the subject. The recent Tuberculosis Exhibition 
and meeting held in Dublin under the presidency of Her Excel- 
lency the Countess of Aberdeen and under the auspices of the 
Association has been productive of very much good, by its means 
every class of the community, and more especially the working 
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classes were afforded an opportunity of ascertaining for them- 
selves the ravages made by Pulmonary Tuberculosis, and learn- 
ing the methods to be adopted to combat with and prevent its 
spread. 

The holding of the Exhibition, as well as the course of lectures, 
should have a lasting and a far-reaching effect in the city. 

During the year the Dublin Joint Hospital Board that was 
■established for the erection of a Sanatorium for consumptives 
purchased a site, consisting of 296 acres of land on the western 
side of the. Dublin Mountains, with a southern aspect and in a 
sheltered situation. On this site it is proposed to build a Sana- 
torium capable of accommodating about fifty patients. 

The Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, which will come 
into operation on July 1st, 1909, will afford facilities for the 
erection of Sanatoria, and in some of the counties under my 
charge I hope to see this portion of the Act availed of at an early 
date. 

Nine hundred and fifty-six deaths were registered during the 
past year from Pulmonary Tuberculosis in the County Borough 
of Dublin, as compared with nine hundred and seventy-four in 
the previous year. 

The disinfection of rooms occupied by phthisical patients still 
continues to be carried out as far as possible by the Public Health 
Committee. I am glad to be able to state that the Public Health 
Committee has recommended that Part I. of the Tuberculosis 
Prevention (Ireland) Act shall be adopted in the County Borough 
of Dublin ; its adoption will do a great deal to diminish the pre- 
valence of the disease in Dublin as well as to reduce the death 
rate from tuberculous diseases.

( h .) Report, of Sir A. MacCullagi-i, Medical Inspector, on 
the Public Health of the district under his charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have, the honour to submit the following report dealing with 
the principal outbreaks of infectious disease, "and the public health 
1909 6 dlStri0t Under my ohar ge> for the year ending 31st March, 

My district is formed by the Counties of Galway, Mayo. Clare, 
Roscommon (with the exception of Boyle Union), Limerick (with 
the exception of Kilmallock Union), Athlone Union in the County 
Westmeath and Listowel Union in County Kerry. The Local 
Authorities comprised therein include one corporate borough, 
nine Urban Sanitary Districts, and thirty-seven Rural Sanitary 
Districts. 
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Small Pox. 

No cases occurred during the year under report. My district 
has been free from small pox for the past two years. 

Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis. 

One case of this disease was reported from the Ballinasloe 
Asylum, in Ballinasloe Urban District. 

Enteric Fever. 

A rather large number of cases of enteric fever were reported 
from various portions of the district, but no very serious outbreak 
took place except in the Convent School at Kiltimagh, County 
Mayo referred to hereafter. 

The County Borough of Limerick was singularly free from 
enteric fever during the year under report, but as in 1907-08, a 
considerable number of cases occurred in the Galway Urban 
District. 

Swineford Rural District . — The Medical Officer of the Kilti- 
magh Dispensary District having reported in October, 1908, the 
occurrence of twenty-seven cases of enteric fever in the Convent 
School there, I proceeded to the locality and conferred with the 
Medical Officer, and made inquiries into the circumstances attend- 
ing the outbreak. 

On Sunday, 18th October, when the pupils were starting for 
a walk, five of the girls complained that they felt too tired, and 
requested leave to go upstairs; they took very little dinner and 
went to bed in the afternoon. Day by day other girls fell ill, 
and by the following Wednesday (the 21st) nineteen pupils were 
down. Dr. Madden was first sent for on the 21st, and saw 
these nineteen patients, and on the 23rd diagnosed the disease as 
enteric fever. 

On the 24th the school was disbanded, all the pupils being sent 
home except the nineteen sick pupils, and four others who were 
under observation, and who developed the disease on the follow- 
ing day. 

One of the Nuns took sick on the 22nd, and another also 
developed the disease later on. 

The cook-housekeeper, who had been feeling ill for some days, 
took to bed on November 3rd, and another servant also became 

ill. 

Two girls (sisters) who left the school on the 24th October 
and went home to Mullingar, were sent back ill to the Convent 
on November 2nd, two other girls (sisters) also returned from 
Newport ill, and three other children who developed the disease 
at home were sent back to the Convent for treatment ; so that in 
this way the number treated at the Convent increased to 35. In 
addition, two cases occurred of the disease outside the convent, 
viz. : a boy who carried milk to the school and a girl who 
attended the lace school there. Subsequently, reports were re- 
ceived from districts where pupils had returned home, notifying 
the occurrence of twelve further cases, thus making 49 cases in 
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all that came under observation. Only one death occurred, the 
patient being a pupil who had gone home. 

The water supply was obtained from two sources (o) a well 
within the Convent grounds, (b) the public town supply; both 
supplies were tested with a satisfactory result. 

The milk supply of the Convent was obtained from three 
sources (1) from cows belonging to the Convent, (2) from a town 
supplier, (3) from a country supplier. Careful inquiries went 
to show that there was no reason to suspect the first two sources 
of supply : as regards the third, however, it was found that the 
milk vessels, &c., were washed with water procured from a river 
running beside the dairy farm, and on a sample of this water 
being sent .to Professor McWeeney for analysis, he reported that 
it showed “ marked evidence of sewage and excremental pollu- 
tion.” Samples of the water obtained from all the little contri- 
butory streams which fed the river flowing past the milk 
supplier’s premises, were submitted for analysis, and they were 
all found to be more or less polluted. A very large quantity of 
milk was daily procured from the supplier referred to, and I 
attribute the outbreak to infection from the milk supply in ques- 
tion. 

After my visit to Kiltiniagh, Dr. Madden discovered that one 
of the maids employed by this milk supplier had returned from 
America, where she had been ill some nine months previously; 
she did not know what had been wrong with her, but “ the doctor 
used to look for spots.” A specimen of her blood was sent to 
Professor McWeeney, who reported “ this girl is a Carrier,” her 
blood agglutinated in 1.500, which could hardly be the case unless 
she continued to harbour the bacilli. 

Professor McWeeney subsequently visited Kiltimagh at the 
request of the Reverend D. O’Hara, P.P., and having made in- 
vestigations reported thaf, in Kis opinion, the outbreak was due 
to infection conveyed in the milk supply to which I have above 
referred. 

The explosive character of this outbreak shewing that the in- 
fection must have been very intense, and the question of “ the 
Carrier,” are worthy of special notice. 

Oughterard Rural District . — Some eleven cases of enteric fever 
having occurred in the Lettermore Dispensary District, all in 
the townland of Turlough, I visited the locality with the Medical 
Officer. I found that the well at Turlough (which supplies about 
15 families or some 60 people in all), was situated in a verj'’ bad 
position, being evidently contaminated from an adjacent piggery, 
and by the drainage from some houses close by, situated on 
higher ground. A sample of water from the well being sent 
for analysis, it was reported as “ immensely polluted and unfit 
for use.” Representations were then made to the District Council, 
who had the well closed and a new one provided on higher 
ground and free from causes of pollution. 

Galway Urban District. — Thirty-four cases of enteric fever 
were reported in this Urban District during the year — 12 of these 
occurred in the No. 1, and 22 in the No. 2 district. The cases 
were notified at different periods, and from various localities 
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throughout the town, and no common source could be assigned 
as to their probable cause. The milk supplies were very varied, 
and the analysis of the town water supply was most favourable. 
Enteric fever has been more or less endemic in Galway for the 
past three or four years, and I am inclined to attribute its fre- 
quency to defective sanitary arrangements, as the house con- 
nections, in a very large number of instances, are not satisfactory. 

Loughrea Rural District . — Thirteen cases of enteric fever 
occurred in the .town of Athenry, in this Rural District, and 
the Medical Officer of Health having attributed the outbreak to • 
(a) The Milk Supply. 

(£>) Defective Ventilation. 

(e) Bad water supply. 

I visited Athenry by direction of the Board and made a gene- 
ral inspection of the town, which has a population of 900.. I 
found that the town was generally in an insanitary condition, 
and the water supply also not satisfactory. The latter is pro- 
cured from two pumps which are liable to pollution. A good 
deal of the sewerage is defective, yards are not kept clean, and 
the cowsheds are dirty, badly constructed, and without proper 
ventilation. My report was sent to the District Council, who are 
taking steps to remedy matters, and procure a proper water 
supply. At a special meeting called to consider the matter, I 
induced the Sanitary Authority to appoint an Inspector under 
the General Dairies, &c., Order, 1908. 

Three or four cases of enteric fever occurred in the Loughrea 
Dispensary District. 

Listowel Rural District .— Several cases of enteric fever having 
been reported from the Tarbert Dispensary District, I visited 
the locality in July, 1908. . 

Some three years ago a rather serious outbreak of enteric fever 
occurred in this same district, the probable cause being an in- 
fected milk supply from a Creamery in the town of Tarbert. The 
management then procured a Pasteurising Plant for the 
Creamery, but on visiting the premises in July I found that the 
Plant had not been in use for some time past ; after very careful 
inquiries I came to the conclusion that the later outbreak was 
also caused by infected milk from the Tarbert Creamery. It 
appears that a woman had died in the neighbouring district 
of Glin on the 25th May, the death having been registered as 
caused by “ Double Pneumonia.” She had been ill for a long 
time but was only seen by a medical man when practically 
“ in ’extremis.” Subsequently her husband took ill and was re- 
moved to hospital on July 25th, suffering from enteric, fever. 
This man looked after and milked his cows, assisted by his wife 
as long as she was able to do so, and the milk was sent regularly 
to the Tarbert Creamery till July 25th. Another patient, who 
had been ill for about a fortnight previously was sent to hospital 
oil July 13th with enteric fever, and the milk was regularly sent 
to the Creamery till the 13th; all the patients had used to a 
certain extent the separated milk from this Creamery. A great 
difficulty in arresting the infection is experienced owing to the 
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fact that the people conceal the existence of cases of illness in 
their houses, and continue sending milk to the Creamery, and 
not until a patient becomes seriously ill do they seek medical 
aid. 

It is most essential that the Pasteurising Plant should always 
be kept working in the Tarbert establishment, and in all other 
Creameries. There were twenty cases in all in this outbreak, 
and three deaths .occurred. 

Five cases of enteric fever occurred in the Listowel Urban 
District, three of the patients being members of the same family. 

Belmullet Rural District . — Several cases of “ ill-defined ” fever 
having been reported from the Knocknalower Dispensary Dis- 
trict I proceeded there by direction of the Board and made 
inquiries into the matter. I found that the greater number of 
cases had occurred in the townlands of Muinagroon and Ballina- 
boy, some seven and nine miles distant from Belmullet. It was 
somewhat difficult to get accurate information as the Medical 
Officer had left for England, and most of the cases were con- 
valescent at the time of my visit. According to general report 
the first case that arose was at the end of August, 1908, when 
a man named H. took ill ; he had been working on a boat and 
came home sick. H. and his mother, however, stated that he 
had only a cold, and that the doctor treated him for this. The 
next case was a girl R.G-., who was reported as a case of enteric 
fever. I had an interview with this patient, and she attributed 
her illness to infection from H’s. She took ill on the 17th 
September, but was not removed to hospital ; the infection spread 
to neighbouring houses, the S’s. and two families of R’s. — the 
four houses are close together and have a small stream running 
past them. The above mentioned cases all occurred in Ballina- 
boy; the girl R.G. has relatives living in Muingagroon, and 
when she was better she came there and subsequently cases arose 
in the three families of H’s. There were in all about 28 cases 
with one death. All the later cases were removed to hospital 
by the Acting Medical Officer (Dr. Mcl-Iale), who had all the 
affected houses and their surroundings cleansed and disinfected. 

This fever, which I diagnosed as enteric, though having many 
of the characteristics of enteric fever, was still of an ill-defined 
type, a sort of “ Hybrid,” if one might so describe it. Inmost of 
the affected houses all the inmates took ill one after the other, 
some being very ill, while others were ill only for a few days. 
Specimens of the blood of some of the ''patients were sent to 
Professor McWeeney who, on examination, confirmed my 
diagnosis. 

The infective nature of the outbreak was not to be wondered 
at considering the class of house in which the earlier patients 
were treated ; most of the dwellings were small and ill-ventilated, 
with manure heaps and cesspools close to the doors, while cattle 
also were housed 1 in some instances in the dwellinghouses of the 
sufferers. 

Typhus Fever. 

I am pleased to be able to report that for the third year in 
succession there has been a decrease in the number of typhus 
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fever oases in my district; no case of the disease was reported 
from the western part of County Galway, where in former years 
typhus fever was more or less endemic. 

Ennistymon Rural District. — Thirteen cases of typhus fever 
occurred at Spanish Point in the Miltown-Malbay Dispensary Dis- 
trict ; the first case recognised as typhus fever was notified on the 
2Sth April, 1908, but on visiting the place and making inquiries 
I found that a man named C. and his wife had been ill at 
the end of February previous^, and that they had been attended 
by the Dispensary Medical Officer for Influenza. Subsequently 
a neighbour’s daughter, who used to go to C’s house took ill, 
others in this house also took sick and C’s daughter, who visited 
them also was ill, but it was not till April 28th that the Medical 
Officer of Health recognised the disease as typhus fever. Pre- 
cautions were 'then observed, the patients removed to hospital, 
and the houses, &c., disinfected. Four of the thirteen cases proved 
fatal — a large rate of mortality. 

Kilrush Rural District. — One case which terminated fatally 
occurred in the Cregganock Dispensary District. The patient 
had been in contact with some 'o'f the Miltown-Malbay cases, but 
as disease was promptly recognised and precautions observed 
there was no further case. 

Galway Rural District.— Six cases of typhus fever were re- 
ported by the Medical Officer of Health from a village in the 
Turloughmore Dispensary District, five patients were removed 
to the hospital, and one patient (a woman aged 80 years) died 
at home. 

Loughrea Rural District.— Your cases of typhus fever occurred 
in the Woodford Dispensary District,, one case in the Athenry, 
and one in the Loughrea Dispensary District. One case of typhus 
fever was also reported from Kilkeily (Swineford Rural District). 

Diphtheria. 

Isolated cases of diphtheria were reported from various locali- 
ties in the district during the year, but the number was, on the 
whole, less than in the previous year ; the largest number of cases 
from any one locality being ten in the Galway Hrban District 
and four in the Bundorrogha District of Westport Rural Dis- 
trict. 

Scarlatina. 

There were comparatively few cases of scarlatina notified 
during the past year, and they were generally of a mild type; 
not more than two or three cases occurred in any one place 
except in the County Borough of Limerick, in which there were 
about twenty cases. 

Measles. 

Measles, which appeared in the late autumn of 1907, and in 
some places had assumed the form of an epidemic, extended to 
other places in this district this year, notably to the Kiliala Rural 
District in the Kiliala Dispensary District, of which a very large 
number of cases occurred. Although the disease became epidemic 
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in, the locality the mortality was small. Measles not being a 
notifiable disease under the Infectious Disease (Notification) Act, 
1889, the number of cases could not be ascertained with any 
degree of accuracy. 

General Remarks. 

Though the statistics for the year ending 31st March, 1909, 
are favourable as regards the prevalence of zymotic diseases, I 
regret that I cannot report any very material improvement in 
the sanitary conditions of the various Urban and Rural Districts 
in my charge. The Sanitary Sub-Officers are, perhaps, somewhat 
more active in the discharge of their duties, but the majority of 
them do not make inspections regularly and systematically, 
owing, I believe, in a large measure, to the course pursued by 
the Sanitaiy Authorities who are most averse to take proceedings 
to compel offenders to comply with notices for the abatement of 
nuisances, and permit nuisances to recur over and over again. 

The prevailing insanitary conditions observable in the district 
are accumulations of manure which are allowed to remain in the 
back yards and lanes of the towns and villages, while in the 
rural portions of my district such nuisances are found close up 
to the doors and windows of dwellinghouses. In many instances 
the dwellinghouses are badly lighted and ventilated, and the 
practice of keeping cattle, pigs and fowl therein, though still 
existing in portions of the western part of my district, is 
gradually becoming less observable, and I trust, in a short time, 
a marked improvement will be manifest. A considerable time 
must elapse, however, before one can hope to see the practice 
completely discontinued. 

Efforts are being made in several towns situated in rural 
districts to have improvements made in their water supplies and 
sewerage, but the question of the area of charge for their cost 
causes a great difficulty. Pew of the small towns in rural dis- 
tricts are alone able to bear the necessary expense, and the 
improvements are opposed by the District Councillors of outlying 
localities, -unless the charge be made a local one. 

The water supplies and sewerage improvements carried out 
in the towns of Kiltimagh and Charlestown, County Mayo, are 
satisfactory. 

The Claremorris District Council have not yet obeyed the 
Sealed Order of the Board, issued after a “ Default Inquiry,” 
directing them to provide the town of Claremorris with a suffi- 
cient supply of wholesome water. 

The new water supply for Lahinch (County Clare) is working 
satisfactorily, and tire contractors have commenced the work for 
Kilkee (County Clare) water supply. 

The sanitary condition of the dairies and cowsheds in the 
Urban and Rural Districts is not satisfactory; they are mostly 
badly constructed, ill-ventilated and with bad drainage, while 
accumulations of manure are allowed to remain for long periods 
in close proximity thereto. The cleanliness of the cows is not 
regularly attended to. 

Since the issue of the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops (Ire- 
land) Order of 1908, I have taken every opportunity of bringing 
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it before the different Local Authorities and urging them to put 
its provisions into operation, and I specially visited last year 
every Urban and Rural District Council in my district on the 
matter. I also attended a large number of meetings of the 
various Councils when the Order was under discussion, and went 
into its provisions with them, and in several instances induced 
them to appoint the necessary officers, etc., etc. So far, although 
I have attended more than one meeting, I have not 'succeeded in 
getting the Sanitary Authorities of the large milk supplying 
districts of Newcastle West and Listowel to take action. 

The dairy farming industry is not carried out to any large 
extent in my district except in a very few places, and in some 
of the poorer and remote localities there is practically no sale of 
milk except to a limited extent in the villages. Six of the nine 
Urban District Councils under my charge have appointed In- 
spectors, &c., and a fair proportion of the Rural Districts have 
also done so ; the Sanitary Sub-Officers being deputed to carry 
out the duties in some of the poorer districts where the^sale of 
milk is very limited. I have every hope that in a short time the 
order will be operative in all my districts.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. 

(i.) Report of Sir A. MacCullagh, Medical Inspector. 
To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 


Gentlemen, 

As I previously reported a good deal of the Pulmonary Tuber- 
culosis which is prevalent in many parts of my district is due to 
the bad housing conditions of the poor, while the insanitary 
surroundings of their dwellings are conducive to the spiead of 


tli© disease 

A great deal of interest has been taken during the year under 
report on the question of Tuberculosis, and the measures to be 
taken for its prevention. 

Attention was first directed to the matter by the meeting held 
at the initiative of the Chairman of Galway County Council, 
in Athlone in January, 1908, when representatives from each 
Urban and Rural District Council in Connaught as well as 
representatives chosen by the medical men m each County m 
the province, were present. _ , , „ ™ „ 

The interest has been kept alive and fostered by the Tuber- 
culosis Exhibitions which were held in Galway, Ballmasloe, and 
Ennis In Galway and Ballinasloe the Exhibitions were 
onened by Her Excellency the Countess of Aberdeen, who ad- 
dressed crowded audiences at both places. The Ennis Exhibition 
was also most successful, the promoters being honoured by the 
presence of His Excellency the Earl of Aberdeen at the opening 
ceremony. 
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Branches of the Women’s National Health Association have 
been formed in these towns, as well as other centres, and a good 
deal of useful work is being steadily carried on. 

The various Urban and Rural District Councils have distri- 
buted a large amount of literature dealing with the subject of 
Tuberculosis, leaflets and booklets having been circulated gra- 
tuitously. Instructional posters, &c., are also displayed in the 
Dispensaries of the several Unions. 

Personally, 1 take every opportunity of speaking to the various 
Medical Officers of Health on the subject, and when occasion 
offers I draw the attention of the Sanitary Authorities to the 
groat importance of dealing with the question of Tuberculosis. 

In some districts disinfection of the house in which a case of 
Tuberculosis has arisen is carried out by the Sub-Sanitary 
Officers, if the occupants so desire.

(j.) Report of Dr. Brendan MacCarthy, Medical Inspector, on 
the Public Health, of the District under his charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report that the following outbreaks of 
infectious disease occurred in the district under my charge 
during the year ended March 31st, 1909. 

Enteric Fever. 

Londonderry County Borough. — An outbreak of enteric fever 
occurred in December, 1908. Twenty-nine cases in all were 
reported to the Medical Superintendent Officer of Health; as a 
result of his inquiries he came to the conclusion that the infection 
was spread by contaminated milk. All the patients used milk 
from the same dealer — with the exception of two who were inti- 
mate with some of the infected households. The sale of milk by 
this dealer was stopped for a time, and the patients were removed 
to hospital. Measures were also taken for the disinfection of in- 
fected houses and their yards and offices. Clothing, bedding, 
etc., was disinfected in the Steam Disinfector. I made some in- 
quiries with the object of endeavouring to trace the original case 
and the possible presence of a “ typhoid carrier ” among those 
having access to the milk. The milk dealer, however, would 
not allow the necessary examinations to be made. 

Omagh Rural District. — Cases of enteric fever occurred in 
Gortin Dispensary District during the latter half of 1908, but 
the disease fortunately did not become epidemic. In July two 
cases occurred, in August three, in September one, and in Octo- 
ber three. No cases occurred in November or December, but in 
January, 1909, another case was reported, since which date no 
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fresh oases have been notified by the Medical Officer of Health. 
In 190B-6 an extensive epidemic of enteric fever occurred in this 
district. Dr. Clibborn, who inquired into the origin of the out- 
break, and the Medical Officer of Health were of opinion that the 
epidemic was caused by contaminated separated milk from the 
local creamery. In 1907 a further outbreak occurred, and the 
Medical Officer of Health again considered that the disease was 
spread by the agency of contaminated separated milk. The 
present series of cases must, I think, be looked upon as having 
originated by direct or indirect infection from some of the pre- 
vious cases in the district. Cases of enteric fever are likely to 
go on occurring in this district for an indefinite period, and there 
is always the risk of a widespread epidemic, should pasteurisation 
and other precautions be neglected at the Creamrey. . The Rural 
District Council should endeavour to improve the conditions under 
which cattle are housed and milk is collected and stored. The 
Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milkshops Order, 1908, sets a standard 
and provides machinery for bringing about this much-needed 
reform. The Rural District Council have taken no steps so for to 
administer this Order, but it is to be hoped that the Council will 
realize the advantages which would accrue to the public health 
and to the Creamery industry from a wise and efficient adminis- 
tration of the Order in their District. The condition of the dwel- 
lings in this and other parts of the Rural District requires to be 
greatly improved, and a reform in this direction might very 
properly be carried out at the same time. 

Omaqh Urban District.— Six cases of enteric fever occurred in 
May and June in a house' in Market Street. The Medical Officer 
of Health suspected that the disease may have been brought from 
Newtownstewart, where one of the family had been staying pre- 
vious to the outbreak, but the origin of the disease was not 
definitely traced. 

Manorhamilton Rural District.— I have written a special re- 
port as to outbreaks of enteric fever in Drumahaire and Manor- 
hamilton Dispensary Districts. (See page 123, et seq.) 


Typhus Feveb. 

During February, March, April, May, and June, 1908, a 
remarkable series of cases of infectious disease occurred m Dong- 
ford Cavan, Granard and Mohili Rural Districts. I have notes 
of fifteen families which were attacked, and nine deaths occurred 
in these households. The cause of death m these cases was very 
variously stated, but it was most commonly ascribed to influenza 
or typhoid fever. In the case of old people ^suffering from a 
chronic complaint, who died in the houses affected, the cause 
of death was given as due to the chronic complaint. I regr 
that I was not able to investigate this outbreak more fully, but 
as the disease was so scattered, the patients being treated m four 
fever hospitals, besides those that died at home or were not 
removed to hospital, it would have required a vast expenditure of 
time and labour to have collected all the clinical details, and to 
have made the necessary tests with a view to settling definite y 
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the nature of the disease. I had an opportunity of seeing several 
of the patients in hospital, and I formed the opinion that they 
were suffering from typhus fever, and I have reason to think that 
this disease has since been a smouldering in these parts of the 
country. This view is confirmed by the outbreak in Cavan town, 
as to which I have written a separate report (see page 132), and 
I have little doubt that this Cavan outbreak was directly con- 
nected with the series of cases mentioned above, and that the 
infection was brought to Cavan by old clothes dealers, as it was 
in the family of one of these persons that the disease first appeared 
in the town of Cavan. Quite recently undoubted cases of typhus 
have occurred in Longford town, which locality, on account of the 
number of insanitary houses, overcrowding and general neglect of 
sanitary matters, would be a place specially suited for the spread 
of this disease. The Longford Urban District Council would do 
well to take energetic and immediate steps to guard against this 
danger. Very suspicious cases have also been occurring through 
the adjoining Rural Districts, and all Medical Officers of Health 
should be on their guard against the possibility of the presence 
of typhus fever in their districts being overlooked, with probably 
serious results in loss of life. 

Cavan Urban District— See special report. 

Scarlatina. 

Enniskillen Urban District — Scarlatina has been prevalent in 
Enniskillen during the past three months, but the disease now 
seems to have abated. 

General Remarks. 

During the year but little alteration has taken place in the 
sanitary condition of the district under my charge, but a good 
deal of attention has been drawn to sanitary matters m connec- 
tion with a very successful tour by, the “ Tuberculosis Van, and 
in connection with the work of the “ Women’s National Health 
Association.” Both of these means of drawing attention to the dan- 
gers and methods of prevention of consumption, and of bringing 
about a general sanitary reform owe their origin to Her Excellency 
the Countess of Aberdeen, and the success with which they have 
met has undoubtedly been due to Her Excellency’s personal in- 
terest and supervision. The van tour which extended through 
Donegal, Derry, Tyrone, and Fermanagh, and has already lasted 
many months, has been the means of instructing a large number 
of people in remote places on many points of the greatest impor- 
tance in connection with the public health. Everywhere the 
lectures were attended by large and attentive audiences ; m most 
places the hall or schoolliouse could have been filled several times 
over, and I was greatly struck with the extraordinary attention 
and interest with which the lectures were listened to. I think it 
will not be long before we may look for practical results in 
improvement in the health of the people. It seems to me that the 
most important step in this direction is the improvement in the 
dwellings, and I may, perhaps, be permitted once more to mention 
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the easily remedied defects of a large number of country houses, 
and these not always oocupied by the poorest people.' Every 
house should have — 

(1) Large windows to admit plenty of light, and these should 
not be situated at one side of the house only, as is too commonly 
the case at present, and fixed box beds should be got rid of. 

(2) Washable floors. No clay floor should be allowed. 

(3) Eave spouting should be provided to keep the walls dry. 

(4) Interiors of houses, roofs, etc., should be kept white-washed. 

(5) Cowsheds should be well lighted, ventilated, and paved. 
Manure pits should be at a sufficient distance from the dwellings, 
which should be surrounded by a clean flagged or gravelled space. 
Defects in the above particulars are exceedingly common over 
the whole of my district, and the Sanitary Authorities and their 
officers should endeavour to have these most insanitary conditions 
done away with. Much correspondence has passed between the 
Local Government Board and the local authorities as to the 
administration of the Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milkshops Order, 
1908, and I think there are signs now that the District Councils 
are becoming more familiar with the provisions of the Order, and, 
as a consequence, more willing to administer it efficiently. I have 
attended a large number of meetings and explained the Order, 
and the explanations have been very fully reported in the press. 
A large number of the Councils have, however, postponed action. 
The following Rural District Councils have refused to put the 
Order in force: — Bawnboy, Ballinamore, Boyle No. 1, Longford, 
Sligo. No action has been taken in Cavan, Clones 1 and 2, 
Donegal, Irvinestown, Trillick, Limavady, and Strokestown. 
The question of the appointment of officers is under consideration 
in Letterkenny, Lisnaskea, Manohamilton Rural Districts, and 
in Omagh Urban District. The Urban District- Councils of 
Cavan and Clones have expressed their willingness to join with the 
Rural Districts in administering the Order. 

The following Local Authorities in my district have taken 
steps to administer the Order more or less thoroughly, and in 
some arrangements have been made, or are likely to be made, 
for the veterinary inspection of dairy cattle. Coleraine Rural 
District, Coleraine Urban District, Enniskillen Urban District, 
Londonderry 1 and 2 (partly) Rural Districts, Londonderry 
County Borough, Strabane l'and 2 Rural Districts, Strabane 
Urban District, and Stranorlar Rural District. 

The following further matters require notice: — 

LONDONDERRY COUNTY BOROUGH. 

Some time ago I made a thorough inspection of the County 
Borough of Londonderry, and the details were given in a report 
which I made to the Local Government Board. 

The principal sanitary defects are: — 

Defective Houses . — A considerable number of houses with clay 
or rough concrete floors which cannot be made thoroughly clean 
by washing. 

Yards and Ashpits .— The yards are frequently not properly 
drained and the surface is uneven. Many ashpits are uncovered, 
and in them rain-water lodges. Generally a privy opens into 
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the ashpit and a very offensive and dangerous cesspool is thus 
formed. The resulting evils are further accentuated by the small 
size of the yards and the absence in a very large number of cases 
of secondary means of access — so that the contents ■ of these 
ashpits and privies have to be removed through the dwelling- 
house and sometimes through the living rooms. In not a few 
of such yards pigs are also kept. In summer time swarms of 
flies infest these privies and ashpits, and are liable to carry 
poisonous matter to food and drink. 

Water Storage . — In a large number of yards water is stored 
in barrels which are frequently uncovered and not kept clean. 
The danger of the pollution of the water stored in close proximity 
to such privies and ashpits as I have described is very great, 
and may account to some extent for the prevalence of diarrhcea 
to which the Medical Superintendent Officer of Health alluded 
in his evidence at a recent inquiry. 

A large number of houses in which the working classes, live 
are occupied by two or more families. In these cases insanitary 
conditions result from want of sufficient sanitary conveniences 
and inadequate water supply. No dwellings for the working 
classes have ever been built by the Corporation of Derry, and 
the building of some houses of this class for the cheaper and 
better accommodation of the working classes would seem to be 
much required. The provision of such houses would undoubtedly 
also have the effect of stimulating owners of working class houses 
to put these houses in better sanitary order, and to improve the 
conditions which I have mentioned. 

Water Supply .— The water supply of Derry has been the sub- 
ject of much discussion, and has been reported on from time to 
time by several eminent Engineers. Lately a complaint signed 
by a large number of the most prominent citizens was made to 
the Local Government Board under Section 15 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act, 1896, that the Corporation had made de- 
fault in providing the city with a sufficient supply of wholesome 
water. Sufficient direct evidence was not produced at the inquiry 
to show that danger to the public health had been caused by 
the insufficiency or unwholesomeness of the present supply. 
Evidence of this nature is necessary under the Section to sustain 
the finding of a Sanitary Authority in default. Sufficient evi- 
dence, however, was given to justify the conclusion that the 
water supply of the city is much in need of improvement. As 
regards quality, the evidence of Professor Leebody and of Dr. 
Fergusson, Medical Superintendent Officer of Health, clearly 
showed that the water was liable to pollution. Mr. P. C. Cowan, 
Chief Engineering Inspector, and myself made a thorough in- 
spection of the Creggan Catchment Area, and as a result of our 
examination we were agreed that the water of this area was liable 
to pollution at a number of points. 

Sewers . — Many of the sewers of the city are defective, both 
as regards jointing and house connections. The most reliable 
evidence on this point can be readily produced.* 


* The present City Surveyor is my chief authority on this matter, and since his appointment 
he has assured me of the accuracy of my statement. Other informants have spoken to me to 
the same effect. 
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Enniskillen and Enniskillen No. 2 Rural Districts. — Nothing 
has yet been done to improve Derrygonnelly Sewerage. 

The water supplies of Derrygonnelly, Tempo, Belooo, and 
Blacklion are most defective and unsuitable. 

Cclenties Rural District. — The village of Dungloe is much in 
need of a pure water supply. 

Inishowen Rural District. — The water supply of Carndonagh 
is most defective and dangerous. 

Longford Urban District. — Nothing has yet been done to 
remedy the gross pollution of the town water supply at its 
source, or to improve the appalling condition of the dwellings 
of large numbers of the poorer classes in the town. 

Sligo Rural District. — Rosses Point requires a supply of pure 
water. The same applies to Riverstown. 

Sligo Urban District. — Much more attention requires to be 
paid to sanitary matters.

(j.) Report of Dr. Brendan MacCarthy, Medical Inspector, on 
Outbreaks of Enteric Fever in the Drumahaire and 
Manorhamilton Dispensary Districts (Manorhamilton Rural 
District). 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report that the Manorhamilton Rural 
District was again visited by serious outbreaks of enteric fever 
during the year 1908-9. I annex table showing the approximate 
dates of the occurrence of the various cases and some notes and 
remarks. It will be seen that cases of enteric fever have been 
occurring in Drumahaire Dispensary District more or less con- 
tinuously since April, 1908, with the exception of June, August, 
September, and November, in which months no cases were noti- 
fied by the Medical Officer of Health. 

The number of cases notified in the outbreak under considera- 
tion were as follows: — 

In April, 1908, one case; May, two cases; July, two cases; 
October, 3 cases; December, 21 cases; November, 15 cases; 
February, 1909, 3 cases : March, 3 cases. The Drumahaire Dis- 
pensary District has on two previous occasions suffered from 
widespread epidemics of enteric fever, and in last year’s Annual 
Report of the Board, I discussed the question of infection by 
separated milk from the Creamery, and showed that the incidence 
of the. disease was very heavy among Creamery suppliers or users 
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of separated milk, blit that non-suppliers and those who did not 
use the separated milk for any purpose in their houses almost 
entirely escaped infection. In this year’s crop of cases it will 
be seen that from April to November the cases occasionally 
occurring were in houses previously affected or among these 
whose friends or near neighbours had suffered from the disease. 
In December, 1908, the disease again assumed an epidemic form, 
21 cases being notified, and 15 in January, 1909. 

The Medical Officer of Health reported that, in his opinion, 
the spread of the disease was due to infection from separated 
milk, though on the several occasions when he visited the 
Drumahaire Creamery he found that the milk was being pas- 
teurised. On the 14th November, 1908, the Medical Officer of 
Health wrote to the Manager of the Creamery advising closure, 
but this course was not adopted by the Committee. 

With regard to the outbreak in Manorhamilton Dispensary 
District, there had been no cases during the year under report 
until October, 1908, in which month five cases occurred. In 
November 48 were attended by the Medical Officer of 
Health, and in December 26. In the case of this outbreak again, 
the earlier cases occurred in houses previously affected, or among 
relatives of those who suffered in previous outbreaks. Of the 
last 69 cases 62 were suppliers to the Mullaun Creamery. It has 
long been recognised that enteric fever is a seasonal disease, 
and that it occurs much more frequently at certain periods of the 
year. It has, however, only recently- been recognised that persons 
who have suffered from an attack of enteric fever may retain 
the infection about them, and be capable of communicating the 
disease to others for many years. It has been found also that 
such persons are not at all times infective, but discharge the 
bacillus typhosus only at certain seasons of the year — so that 
the periodicity of outbreaks of enteric fever may in this way 
be accounted for. In the late autumn and in winter Creameries are, 
as a rule, worked on only two or three days a week and the milk 
having to be kept is frequently unsuitable for pasteurisation, as 
raising it to the necessary temperature would cause it to crack. 
Some conscientious Managers examine each sample of milk and 
reject all that is unsuitable for pasteurisation, but it is probable 
that some Managers adopt the easier plan of dispensing with 
pasteurisation. The danger of milk becoming infected is greater 
at this time of the year, as it has to be kept longer at the farms, 
and often in unsuitable places, and when pasteurisation is omitted 
all the elements for a “ Creamery ” epidemic of fever are present, 
if in any of the houses a “ typhoid carrier ” has been brought in 
contact with the milk. As there are eight Creameries and one 
butter factory in the Manorhamilton Rural District, it is clear 
that the question of the prevention of the contamination of milk 
is one of the greatest importance in this district, not only from 
the public health point of view and. for the prevention of disease, 
but also having regard to the future of the Creamery industry. 
The reports of repeated outbreaks of infectious disease due to the 
Creameries cannot but have a most injurious effect upon the 
industry, and it may shortly be worth the while of persons in- 
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terested in other sources of butter supply to collect and publish 
accounts of these Creamery epidemics, and to describe the actual 
conditions of cowsheds and the present arrangements for the 
collection and storage of milk. Much harm would be done to 
the Creamery industry in Ireland if a true statement were pub- 
lished as to these matters, and it is of the highest importance 
that Sanitary Authorities and those interested in Creamery 
Management and organisation should make a determined effort 
to bring about a better state of things before such harm is 
actually done. The need for such an effort is an extremely 
urgent one in a district like Manorhamilton Rural District, which 
has now for some years suffered such heavy losses from outbreaks 
of infectious disease" due to Creameries, and where enteric fever 
is likely to remain as an annual visitant unless thorough mea- 
sures are taken to stamp it out. I have attended a number of 
meetings of the Manorhamilton Rural District Council and have 
explained to them very fully the importance of this matter, and 
that the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops Order, 1908, gave 
them the machinery by means of which outbreaks of disease due 
to milk contamination could be prevented, and the Creamery 
industry safeguarded. At one meeting, it was agreed to adver- 
tise for a Veterinary Surgeon to act as Inspector of Cowsheds 
and Cattle, and to suggest sanitary improvements in the dwel- 
lings. Unfortunately no candidate came forward at the terms 
offered, viz., £100 for one year, the Veterinary Surgeon appointed 
to reside in Manorhamilton, and no steps have as yet been taken 
to provide for the efficient inspection and supervision which is 
required in this district. I hope, however, that the Rural Dis- 
trict Council may yet see the wisdom of obtaining such skilled 
inspection and supervision, and if two or three times the amount 
offered were spent for a year or two in getting the cowsheds and 
dwellings into better sanitary condition, I do not think the 
money would be badly invested.

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(J.) Report of Dr. Brendan MaoCarthy, Medical Inspector, on 
an Outbreak of Typhus Fever in Cavan Urban District. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report that an outbreak of typhus fever 
occurred in Cavan Urban District, at the end of 1908 and be- 
ginning of 1909. Twenty-seven cases were treated in the Cavan 
Union Fever Hospital, one in the County Infirmary, Cavan, and 
four in the Bawnboy Union Fever Hospital. Five deaths re- 
sulted. The disease was thought to be typhoid fever, and the 
deaths have been attributed to this cause. Samples of the blood 
serum of eight of the patients were examined for the agglutina- 
tion test, and proved entirely negative to the bacillus typhosus. 
The fever in all cases ended by crisis, marked in a few patients 
by secondary complications such as pneumonia. In most of the 
cases the pyrexia ended about the middle of the second week in 
hospital, but the majority of the patients were not admitted im- 
mediately on the appearance of symptoms. Diarrhoea was 
observed sometimes on admission, and frequently about the 
crisis. The early diarrhoea is probably to be accounted for by 
the administration of aperient medicine, and the later is un- 
doubtedly to be considered as being a symptom of the crisis. 
Rashes were not observed in the earlier cases, but in the later 
ones definite and general rashes were noted. The “ mulberry ” 
rash of the text books is, however, not often seen in typhus fever 
at the present day, and the appearance of even a definite rash 
which cannot escape being observed seems to be connected with 
the state of nutrition of the patient, and is best seen in the well 
nourished and cared for patients. This view is borne out by 
the fact that in this outbreak two of the nurses who were attend- 
ing the patients contracted the disease and showed well marked 
general rashes. The course of the temperature also seems to be 
influenced to some extern by the physical condition of the patient 
at the time of the onset. Thus, in the cases of the two nurses, the 
temperatures ranged from 102° to 104.2°F. for two weeks, falling 
to normal on the fourteenth day. In the case of a very de- 
bilitated and ill-nourished patient, the temperature, while in 
hospital, never rose above 100°F., and nearly all the time was 
not above 99°F. Notwithstanding this low range of temperature 
the patient remained unconscious and apparently moribund for 
three weeks. This was one of the cases in which the serum 
reaction was tested. 

As to the origin of the outbreak, there is little doubt that it 
was caused by the buying of infected old clothes, several of the 
patients being dealers in cast off garments. Last year attention 
was drawn to an epidemic with a high mortality which occurred 
in the Rural Districts of Cavan, Longford, Granard, and Mohill. 
An examination of some of the cases treated in hospital strongly 
suggested that the epidemic was one of typhus, and it is ex- 
tremely probable that the disease was combed to Cavan in the 
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old clothes of some of the persons who died in that outbreak. 
The houses in Cavan in which the disease spread were of a most 
insanitary description and several of them were filthy and over- 
crowded.

Report of Dr. E. Coey Bigger with reference to the 
Demonstration of Samples of Boneless Meat given by the 
English Local Government Board at the Smithfield Market, 
London. 

To the Local Government Board, Dublin. 


Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report that, in accordance with your 
instructions, I attended the demonstration of samples of boneless 
meat, given by the Inspectors of Poods of the English Local 
Government Board on the 15th December, 1908, at the Central 
Markets Cold Stores, 51, Charterhouse street, Smithfield, London, 


E.C. . . 

The demonstration was given with the object of securing 
uniformity in the administration of the Public Health (Poreign 
Meat) Regulations, 1908. On the date of my visit there were 
present : — Dr. G. S. Buchanan and Dr. MacFadden, Inspectors of 
Poods, Local Government Board, England; Dr. Mackenzie, 
Medical Commissioner, Local Government Board, Scotland; Dr. 
Chalmers, Medical Officer of Health, Glasgow; Dr. Collmgridge, 
Medical Officer of Health, City of London; and many others. 

The different samples of boneless meat, which were contained 
in their original boxes and bags with the various trade marks 
and certificates attached, were turned out on a table and fully 
described by Dr. MacPadden, who drew attention to the different 
points connected with each sample, and described the various 
methods adopted by the principal importing countries : —Canada, 
United States, South America (principally Argentina), Den- 
mark, Netherlands, New Zealand, and Australia The samples 
which were shown included the various kinds of meat referred 
to in the new Regulations, such as ox cheeks, ox skirts, ox tails, 
boneless beef, beef chucks, chuck butts, flank steak, wigen mea 
((Esophagus), thick flanks, beef buttocks, chuck rolls, rump butts, 
sausage 'meat, brawn meat, pork fat backs and lean butts, 
Boston butts, shoulder butts, beef trimmings, boneless ox beef, 
boneless cow beef, boneless bull beef, boneless veal, cheek meat 
Oxford meat, pork trimmings, ham trimmings Dr. Buchanan 
drew attention to the differences of the several Masses, and spec 
ally dwelt upon the “ borderland varieties, and explained ho 
he considered they might be dealt with. Attention was also 
directed to the various classes of meat such as tnpe, tongu , 
and kidneys, which fall into the category of foreign Meat 
Class I., owing to the presence of preservatives such as boric 
acid. 
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J alat: a ® are T desl gp ed to prevent the importation of 
Foreign Meat of Class I., which is described in the Begulations 
as follows Scrap meat, namely, meat which, whether it is 
tresh, or has before importation, been subjected to a process of 
freezing or other refrigeration, or to chemical or other treat- 
ment, with or without the addition of any preservative or colour- 
ing substances:
